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TRANSLATOR'S PREFACE. 



AS mudi as I diflike tl^e ufbal pra^ice of 
tranilators, who think to recommend their 
own by cenfuring the former tranflations of 
their author, I am obliged to aflure the 
reader^ that, had I not thought thoie of Dm ^ixoti 
rtry defeddve, I had ftever gnren myfelf or him the 
troable of'diis undertaking! ' 

There have been ^ea^ three (sf Don Quixote la 
Englifif. The firft by Sbeirin- has hitherto paiTed ai 
tranibted from the ori^n^, though many paf&ges in 
it manifeftly (hew it to have been taken from the Ita- 
iian of Loren%9 Franciofim. An Inftance or tWO wilt 
be fufEcient. 

In the ninth Chapter of the third book of the firi 
part, Sancbo's ais is ilolen by Gines de Pajfamonte^ 
while Sancbo is afleep; and prefently after, the author 
mounts him again in a very remaikable manner, fide- 
ways like a woman, a i^mugeriega. This ftory being 
bat imperfectly told, Franciofini took it for a groU 
overfight : he therefore alters it, indeed a little unhap. 
pily ; for, in defe^ of the afs, he is forced to put 
iancbo*9 wallets and provender upon Roxinante, though 
^ wdlets were fbpt before by the inn-keeper, in the 
third chapter of ^e third book. This blundering; 
amendment of the tranflator is literally followed by 
SbiUon. 

Again, in parfuance of this, Franciofini sdCers ano- 
dier paflage in the eleventh chapter of the fame book. 
Samtbo fays to his mafler, who had enjoined him ab- 
iblote fitence ; If Uafti could f peak as tbey did in tbe 
da^s $f Guifopete (I nippofe he means ^fifpj my cafe 
maoM not be' quite fb \ had ; for tben I tnrgbt commune 
nvith mj afs, and fay tobat If leafed to bim. Here, the 
Mian nttikes him fay ** Commune witb Ro2inant^*.s 
aad Sbeltm follows him; with this addition, <* Bince 
^ *y i^lgiordtf fortune bas deprived meofny afs.^*

But what if Cervantes made this Teeming flip on 
porpofe for a hsat tp temjp^ ^miipr ^ptioks^ in t^ 
ikihe manner as/ In'anoiher place, Kelhakes the prin- 
cefs of Micomicon land at OJfuna^ which is no fea-port ? 
As by that he introdaced a fin^ p|ece,^9jf ^tire on aa 
eminent Spanijh hidorian 6i his cimeVfW^o had>de- 
icribed it as fuch in his hiftory i*fo by th^s he mi^ht 
only take occasion to reHecl on a p^allel inddent fit 
iiriojiot where Bruttelo^ at the fiege of Alhra^a^. ftealf 
the horfe iVom between the 1«^5 of Sacrijf^nte k|ng^9f 
Circaffia. tt is the very defence he ipa|ws .§)rjit,(ift 
the fourth, chapter of the fecand paxj^i ^^here, by [the 
way, both the ItaiiaK and old £w^/^^^tranflators have 
preferved the excufe, though by tlieii; alteripg tjie text 
they had taken away the occafion of it. 

The edition hy John Swvcfjs is but a bare attea^ 
to correft fomc p^iiTagcs of Sbdicn^ and, though the 
grammar be a little mended by the cpnnedingt parti* 
des, the antique ftile of the old one is entirely broken. 
This is therefore fo much the Vvorib by altering the |-i- 
diculous of the old di<^lioh, withot:t cpming^ jnearer t^^ 
the fenfe or fpiric of the original. St£<vent 2X{q)i^ 
iifiade the iame wife amendmeitfs with his predeceil^Ds; 

That of Motteux is done by fevc^fal hands, and tt 
a kind of lodfe paraphrafe, rather than a tranflation f 
and has quite another caift, being taken wholly frpjA 
the Trench^ which, by the w^, was, a^fo^ from, ^ 
Italian, It is full of what is callfs^ ^ iiw^ brillAPii 
isxA openly carries i^roughout it a k^d pf l^c^^ 'Cemc 
oY biirlefque v6in. Motteux is fo injudicious asto;.v4l<^ 
luehis verfion oponi this very air of coi|ied(fs dian 
which nothing can be more foreign to 'the defign of 
the Author, whofe principal and diilingtsiniing cka* 
iaj6ter is, to preferve the face of gravity, generally 
confiftent through his whok work, fuitcd to the fo- 
lemnity of a Spaniard^ and wherein without doybt is 
placed the true fpirit of its, ridicule. 

For the three principal points, which a Aau^ch Spa^ 
mard lays down to his touy are ranked in the follow- 
ing order i Gra^edad^ leaidad^ y el timer dt Dioj^ u e. 
*' In thi firil place gravity ^ in the fecond hjaity^ and

Upon the whole, I chink it raanifeft this author ha^ 
no£ been tranllated into our language in Tuch a man- 
ner as ^0 give any £olerai>le facisiailipn ^ though it is 
evident from the two attempts made by M^umx and 
Sie^^em, and the fucccfs they met with upon the firft 
Dublicationf that there was an ui^iverfal demand for 
Wh a work. However, in a rtiort ume^ all thofe^ 
who had any tafte of the author, finding themfelvei 
dirippointed, chofc rather to h^e ^ecoarfe back agaiji 
to the old one, which, as it was nearer the words, was 
fo nwich nearer the fcnfe of the oiiginaL 

There are three circumflrances, wherein the excel- 
lencies of thia author appear in the itrongeil lighr* 
The firft is, that the genius of knight-errantry having 
been fo long expired all over Eun^pf^ excepting i^' 
Sfmi/j^ yet this book has been.traij0ated into mofl lan- 
guages, and every where read with univerfal appbufej 
though the humour was long ago fpent, and the fatire 
affeiied none but the Spaniard. Secondly, _^atp al- 
though it requires a good judgment to difcovcrall the 
nicer beauties in this writer^ yet there remain enough 
fufiiciently obvious to pleafe peoplq of aU capacitiea 
wharto^ver. The third (which I coniine wholly iq 
En^iaftJ) is, th^t, though we have already had fo 
many tranflations and editions^ all abundantly defec- 
tive, yet the wit and genius of the author has been 
able to (bine through all difad vantages, fo as to make 
every one of them a^ entenaining as any we have a- 
jnon£ us. 

The ironical is the moll agreeable, and perliaps the 
fbongeft of all kinds of fatire, but at the fame time 
the moft diilicuk to preferve in a work of lengtli. 
Who is there but obferves our author's admirable ta- 
lent at it ? However it muft be confelled, he has now 
aad then broke in upon this feheme ; which 1 am per- ,

fiiaded he xnaft have been forced to in compliance 
with the humour of the age and country he wrote In^ 
and not from any error of jiuljgment. \ 

It is cercain, that, upon tlie £rft appearance of this^ 
Dook in publlcky great numbers of the Spanijh readera 
iinderftood it as a true.hi(lo.ry ; nor perhaps is the opi- 
nion quite extinguifhid in that country : for an inti- 
mate friend of mine told me, that, meeting, not long; 
ago, in London^ with a Spaniard of fome figure, and 
wanting to learn of him fome particulars concerning 
Cervantes and Don ^ixote^ the Spaniard very grave-, 
.ly afTured him, that Cer<uantes was a wag, the whole, 
book fidlion and meer invention ; and that there never, 
was fuch a perfpir «s J^« fixate. 

We. daily fee pa;^fiix)f a grofs and low tafte apt to' 
be offended at a feriotn manner of jefUng, either iii 
writing or converfation j and therefore it will not bc^ 
improper here to take notice of the frequent oatbs^ 
the author puts into the mouths of Don ^}mxot€ and 
his fquire, and likewife of the pious reflexions ani 
ejaculations made by bach upon very mean and ridi-' 
culous occafions- However unwarrantable this prac*' 
tice may be among cafuifls, it is certainly no fault that 
falls under the cognizance of a critic, neither can' 
Cer<vatif^ in juilice be condemned, who appears, in* 
feveral parts of this very work, to be a miii, not only 
of great morality, but true piety. We fhould rather 
blame the difpofitlin and mode of his country, wliere' 
the authors frequently take the liberty of ittingling; 
what we call profanenefs and religion together. But 
above all the old romances, which he fatirizes, abound 
in this very praAice. May I. not add^ that a good 
writer of humour proceeds like a mailer-painter, who 
is defigning pictures -by invention ? Firf):, he is intent 
upon fixing the general idea of the charaders, and;' 
when he lus carried thefe is far aa he i$ able by thei 
mere ilrength of his genius, he then applies himfelf; 
to minuter likeneiTes from nature it&lf^ to come nearer, 
to the life, and defcribe the particulars more 4rongly. 
Thus the very interfperfing thofe oaths and cjaculati- 
•08 contributes much toward^ giving the woi^ that 
^ air 
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alf of nataie and truth, fo neceflarjr in a piece (tf that 
kind. 

There are feveral broad hints of &tire upon tht, 
wealthy the power and ^lendor of the clergy, as in- 
confident with the original chriftian ibheme ; and he 
has alfo made pretty me with the volont^iry penan- 
ces, and heroic whippings, of his own coontryxnen. 
Such fhokes would certainly never havepafled the 
jealous eyes of the Inquifition, had they not been fa- 
sacioufly balanced by feveral humble and dutiful paf- 
uges in favour of pious donations, foundations, P«r* 
gatory, praying to faints, and other profitable doc* 
trines of the church. 

In fbme places you meet with fundiy quaint tums^* 
and now and then fome obfolete expreffions in bombafE 
fpeeches ; both which vices he endeavours to expofe 
in thbfe very paflages, by making his hero imitate 
the fUIe and phrafe ufual in the romances (o mucK^ la 
vogue : and one would wonder how monfSenr and 
mademoifdle Scudery^ and the reft of the Btaux efprin^ 
of the French academy, could be b barren of inven- 
tion, and fo unthinking^ as to copy that very model 
cf romance fet down by Cfr<z/i{ff/^;, wherein their h^ 
roes and heroines are ^xadfy defcribed, and the whole 
fyftem ridiculed ; particularly in the difeourfes of Dom 
^ixofe and the canon. 

I thought here to have ended this pre^ce : bat con: * 
fidering, that this work was calculated to ridicule that 
£dfe fyftem of honour and gallantry, which prevailed 
even 'till our author's time; to which there are fre^ 
quent allufions through the whole of this work ; I 
have chofen to give fome account of the rife, pro- 
grefs, and continuance of it, in this olace. 

As far back as we have any records of the noriheni 
nations^ it appears, that they decided controverfies and 
difputes by the fword. Ludan teHs us, that whoever 
was vaaquiflied there in fbgle combat, had his right 
hand cut oC Cafar^ in his fixth book, fays, the Ger^ 
mans reckoned it gallant and brave to rob and plunder 
their neighbours ; and Tacitus obferves, they feldom 
terminate a difpute with words, but with wounds and 
A 4 death* 
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deaths But notkui^ can better fi^evf^ how f:oininA^«t 
t&is pfaftice was imong the people, than the fatal in-. 
^DjCe of ^inti/ius Vifrus in Vethiits Fairer pilus^, Vaxus 
tcmmancfed three Roman legions^ with the^* alli^s^^ 
iipoQ the Rhine ; where the enemy takip^ notice^ tha^ 
he was more intent upon deciding caufes in ^ |udicia]^ 
way, than upon the difciplihe^ an^ ca^-e of his arniyj^ 
tbojc occafioh from thence of fomgiinj a defi^n to fur-, 
prize and deftroy him and hjs aripy. A^d thi; they: 
partly effefSted^ by amufing him vrtxy day with 
IcufHes and quarrels, contrived among themfelyes, ta 
furnilh Vsirut with ftore of pWintiffs and defendants s^ 
pretending to be extremely' furprized gnd ph^afed to. 
lee thp Romans end thofe di^i)t^s by die mag^iate 
4nd civi^ pleadings, which the Germans knew QQ otaeic 
^ay prdteterminmg l;>at by the fword* - 

All over the nortif, iingle comb^at wa3 ^owe4 Jupr 
9n variqus grounds. KrantXp the DaniJb hiflori^i^ 
tells us, how u(a^l it was tp decidq caufes this w^y ^ 
and that, not only between p^rfons of equal drcuQji* 
iaa<;e? ; bqt fo fi^jgneful a thin^ W9# it deeiQed tp de- 
cline it,, tj»t eveii forefaigjs have actepjted a cli^-.

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By degrees, their acute legiilators fou|id ^t» that 
women, abd old or li&m men, were under too great 
bardfhips, and therefore); inequity, allowed t6em the 
ufe of a champion; 'to battle it in their ^ead. Gef- 
tihHnd^ king of iht'Gatbs^ challenged in his old age 
by the king of StveJertf t^nt his chSmpion : and Ei- 
gon of Nor<waj^, having a mind to the daughter of 
FridU^vus^ fent the fa mods StarcuttTj to iight his ri- 
vals; who, notwithftanding hb being fo redoubted in 
arms, flew 0/a the Namvegidft by treacher)'. It is re* 
cordedj that thefc champions were a fet of the vjleJt 
fellows in the world, who often yielded themfdvci 
vanquifhed for a bribe ; and then the unhappy prmci- 
pal was delivered up mlo the power of me vidor, 
who fomedmes put him to death. But, when the 
treachery was too palpable, the villarn loft his nght 
hand, and he and bis patron were branded with a: note 
of perpeiaal infamy. Ssxa GrammatictUj who wrote 
.about the year 1200, fiysj that Fr^ff/i? above menti- 
oned decrecdj, ** That all controverfieS ftiould be d^ 
" cided by arms^ deemiiig it more reputable to con- 
*' tend with blows, than with words/' Before thi« 
the Lsftgairariif, of Gtrman extra£Vion, whohadcon-r 
tinued and mullipUed feveral ages in lialy^ began to 
copy after chc Ituiians with a notable mixture of their 
original genms. App. Sigonius^ L z, fays, Raiuri, 
with the confent of his' nobles and'i^rmy ' in PMda^ 
cnaded, ** That if atjy five, years pofciToF of any 
'* thing, moveable or ilnmoveable, be ta;<ci by any 
'* man as wrongfully pofleffine, he may juftify his citle 
" by DW:" And whkhlbever of the cumbatjnta 
gave ground fo far, as to iec his foot beyond the line 
aflign€4 t;hem^ loft his cauft; as vanquiflied. Jn fome 
places the ji^jQurs were extreme : axes and haltera, 
gailows and g^ibbets, vyere prepared wirtou!; the lifts, 
and the poor caitiff was hanged or difmembe red, wha 
happened to be wori^edr 

By length of time the climate began to foften chefe 
farage ininds^ Ac firfl^ the goads and tlatffh of the* 
vanquished belonged to ibe conqueror : but thU prac- 
tice wa^ laid aiide ^ for no wealthy g^cntlem^ia coulJ be 
' '' A i ^^"^ ' iai# 
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fefe. 'The Jbor/d aad irms were^a great while a pcr^ 
quifite : but, in procefs of tinve^ this alfb was retrenchT 
cd to the. offenfive weapons the unfortunate had znade- 
ufe of in the lifts. Thefe the conqueror hung up la 
fome church under his own i and, if h^ liked ttte ene- 
my's device uppn his ihleld* he made an exchange. 
One of the Fijcenti family defeated a Saracen of quan- 
tity in the li% and that houfe, to this day, bears a 
viper with a bloody child in Its mouth, the Saracen^. 
device. 

In the Lcngehard CaJe^, rates were ftt by law upob^ 
affronts, as well as aflaults and batceriesj of borH 
which I will fet down a famplf. When any per foil 
had beaten another, and madt^ a livid (pot or wound';^ 
he was amerced three crawns for the firft, fix for the: 
fecond, nine for the third, twelve for the fourth beat> 
ing, and aH beyond went into the bargain. You fee. 
the penahy for wounding a man : now behold how fi- 
bred wercbU honour and hisproperty^and how guard"- 
ed by the wifdoim cf the, law. It£m^ fix crowns for 
pulling him by the beard ;" the fame for taking away ^ 
pole from hia bopSf or bib vines ; the fame for pluck- 
ing OiT the hair of his neig^hbour's horrc'a tjiil;. three: 
for beating a fervant wench, and making her niiTcar- 
ly ; and juii th^ fame for nidking a mare caA ber foaf,. 
dr a cow her calf, Aj^ain^ ii you ftruck a man on the: 
hesd, fy^s'tf) iiiakc Vf'"^^urej twelve crowns; twen- 
ty-four for the fecgjid hlp.w j thirty fix for the third :- 
but if there, hsppen^d to be any more frai^tureS, the 
patient miift be cjuiet ; for the Jlatute i^ exprefa, aitd jp- 
very good tai^Ji, Sit t^nftniuf, A catalogue Is drawn-, 
up of the members of the human body : fo m«eh for 
a fimple toothy, ^ml ib much for a grihderf the noife 
was always a tickliih ariicre, and twenty four crowns 
wa? always t^e Id welt pej^ny : but, for afTafiinating a., 
baron or fqii ire Ijy trcadiery, nine hundred crow*nfe y 
and, to file w thcir^rXcal for ^ the church, the fame for 
murdering a bifltop^ ^h^y a3Icf\yed of dtiel in ninq-' 
teen caiea ^ eighteen oi' which were to he fought at 
blunts, with a club and a Jhieid; but the nineteenth 
was for high Ircdbn^ ajad to be fought at fhajps with 

thfr 
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tftefivord. I Ibrgot to mention^ that, in their book* 
ef rates, to call a man cuckold was fined at twelve 
crowns, and, to -ofer to pfoveit^ admitted of a com- 
bat in form. 

Not- only fin^ perfoas, but whde towns barer 
challenged otker town» to battle, by fiuft engaging: 
ibme great fuailies, then the friends and depradentf 
of each,. *tUl nombers were embarked on both £dev 
and miich blood was^ fpik- When they came to a» 
accommodation, the terms weseibmetimes pretty haid 
apon the vaoqnifliQd party ^ ** That they ihould low- 
** er their tower, wall ap fome gate, clothe iik black,* 
^ withv the lining Uack idfo, and not (have their 
** beards in ten yearsJ' When it grew out of :£ifliiQ» 
lo hjuig er difmember, ftill the poor Tanquifhed wae 
in a wretched cafe, ^en^ tip to« the ^ difpofid of the 
Yidor.The herald prodaimed him, at the comers of the 
lifts, goilty, falleand peijnred; he was- unarmed back-* 
wards i- he was ta walk backwards out of the liib ;i 
hit armour was thrown jnece by piece over the barrier^ 
and, thenceforward, no gentleman would keep Juoi 
company •^ But the ufnal way was for the conq.uerors' 
to fend the conquered as tokens to their miftre^s, tm 
be difpofed of as they thought proper. One cavalieiv 
in a pious fit, prefentbd his prifoner to St.. Pittr*s^ 
where the canons of that cathedral empk>yed him uy 
huidle a broominilead of a ^ar, aiid he fwept their 
church ieveral.yeacs with great applaufe^ ^

were thought fo fovereign,. as to- heal all wounds, and^ 
in confequence of theie opinions^ the combatants, at 
entering the lifts, were obliged to take an oath,, that 
they had no fuch thing about them. 

During the prevalency of theie barbarous euftons^. 
St. Pf/rr^ fucceffors took the opportunity o# fifbing 
fome utility out of them, by inciting the printes- olf 
Chrifteadbm to undertake to recover the boiyfepulchn 
from the hands of the Siaracens ; as well as te^ eftaUiA 
certain military orders, Thefe were a kind of rttig^ 
ous edged-tools, who were fazeak)us at their £rfhdob(- 
bing, that, not content to ftay at home, and (erve their 
king and country, they ahned^ and mounted fonlw 
with, and, accompanied by a ^ufty fquire, went a- 
l^utriie world in queflof adventures. Theti^Mi/i at 
their inftaMatibn obliged ^env ^ to redreis 4vroiigfi^ 
*^ relieve widows aAd orphans, chaftile inrfolenee, &r.^ 
Thefe infun^iiotis they pioufly U}^)^au.pi€dd$talefif'^ 
and thofe cavs^iers, who were of ai oMnpaffioaal^; 
chara^er, fet up for immediate redreis of grievancesy, 

and 
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and fleered ^dr coiufe to^t^ds wiiaiaF^r conrt or city^ 
was moft reaowne4 for valiant knights. Thofe of w 
amorous complexion oiFeced ' to maintain, that their 
miflrefles were fuperior in beauty to all the ladies of 
the (aid court or city^ At their arrival, they publilhe4 
a cartel or manifefto declaring their pretenfions. The 
compaflloiiate knights iniifted, that fuch a damfel fhoula 
have right done her upon an ihconftant or £iithlefs 
lover ;^ wck a widow or orphan have redrefs of a cer- 
tain grievance;, fiich an old or iniinn. peHbn have fa^ 
ti^fadion given him> If any of thefe or tie like de? 
oiands were rejedted, a combat enfued of* courfe, and 
the ftranger knight was ta be treated with great dif-^ 
tindtioa *till the queftion was decided. 

Some gay cavaliers carried the humour farther, and 
look a company of damfels upon palfries about witJ^ 
tiiem, ta ftake diem againfl their opponent's women^ 
Their letters of defiance^ were ufkally in an extraordi- 
aary flile. I will tranfcribe a few of the ancient and 
aathentic precedents^ in their owa words^ from their 
hiilorian ^d advocate, Faufinf the Italian ; by whicli 
^ecimen you will find our cavaliers of Hockley were a 
fet of modeft gentlemen.

Somctim<^ the day zxA &ottr iwe agiite^ upon, but 
d^^ di^ered about the fiel4* One naagied the Pi^Kzm 
Gramdf at Mila»\ the other the Carhonara, at Naples ^ 
and each has appeared in fluniog arfi^nr, pxaunce4 
Qver the liib, and icoured his-fieji^ ^ l^ndred leaguei^ 
^om his enemy^ who wa& doing the like in his ow^^ 
country, with equa} parade, and equal brayery. 

But, of all the es^amples of this fort, I mi^fi no( 
omit ^, very fig^al on<^ which is g^ven us by Fr9i£art, 
die French hifbri^, and an eye-wijtneis, ap4 which ( 
ihall tranfcnbe at large. It i^ of a famous decifioiR 
at Paris^ in 1387^ between two gentkmei^ va^sof 
the cownt D^AIeM/aif, both in en^pk^ment un4er hi$|^ 
and both favourites; the chevaUier Johm Car^fi^ ^^^ 
pellant, and James le Gris refpondent. Johttf it feems^ 
was married to a baofsUpme yoi^ng wommi, and iuip- 
pen^ to travel beyond fea for fome advantage to hit 
fcrtune. He left his wife among her fervams at hit 
fsat in the country, where fhe behaved very prudently. 
Now ((ays our author) it feU out, that the devil entered 

the 
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the body of James le Grts by temptation perverfc and 
diverfe, making bim caft an eye upon the chevalier^s 
lady, who reiided then at Argenteil, It was fworn at 
the trial afterwards, that, npon a certain day of iuch^ 
a month in fuch a year, he took a horfe of the count's, 
and rode thither. She and her people ntiade him very 
welcome, as being a companion of ner hufband^s, and 
belonging to the fame mailer. After fome time, ihe. 
fhewed him the houfe and the furniture; and, fuipedling 
no harm, no fervant attended while fhe did fo. Thea 
Janus defired to fee the dungeon, as the chief thing he 
wanted to fee.

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backwards and forwards in the chamber, croffing her" 
felf between whiles, *tiU the f^nily was all in bed and 
aHeep. Then (he advanced to the bedGde^ and kned- 
ing, in the moil doleful accents, related the whole ad* 
venture. At firft he conld not believe what (he told 
bim ; but ihe perfilted fo vehemently, that it fbggered 
bim, and he (aid, if it proved fo, he forgave her; 
but if otherwife, he never would cohabit with her 
more. However he promifed to Amimon the chief of 
her relations and his own, and demean himfelf upon the 
occafion as. they fliould dired. Accordingly, next 
morning, he wrote feveral circular letters, and ap- 
pointed them a day.

She remained praying, and in 
great perplexity, as well fhe might; for, if her cavalier 
Was worked, he was to be hanged, and file to be burned 
without mercy ; for fuch was the fentence in exprefi 
terms/ But the die was thrown^ and they moil abidf^ 
hy the chance. The field and fun being divided, ac* 
cording to cuftom and e<juity, they performed cheii* 
careers^ and thdr cxerciies of the fpear on horfe- 
back, and, being both very experr, without Rny hurt. 
Then they flighted, and fell io work wirh their 
f words. In a liitle time the chevalier Ji^hfi wai 
wounded in tlie thigh, and all his friends in a mortal 
fright for him : bat he fought on, and fo valiantly, that 
at length he brought his adver&ry to the ground, run 
his fword into his body, and killed him upon the Ipot.

I mufl not negled mentioning, that combat was 
no where more infaihion, than here in England, 
Oar hiffory abounds with inftances : Our heroes per- 
formed in TothUfUidt^ J^^f^: ^ i^^^. ^^ ^^^ ^^^' 
xnon-pleas pfended. and pronounced fentc^^es. But, 
^MO^i^Jwisiibhid^ib^^the Inni dhelofd^iij^ 
conftable, and the earl marfhal, fat as judges. 

Infinite were the mifchiefs proceeding from thefc 
falfe and abfurd notions of honour. The £rft izifti- 
tution^ though harbarotis enough, was fiill more per- 
verted by milappli cation* 1 hefe caviJieis^ from pro- 
teQing widows and orphans from opprefKon, proceeded 
to proted their fervants and dependents from jail pro- 
fecution and panifliment. Irk ftiort, throughout all Eu* 
rcp€ this frenzy prevailed, 'till it became both tlie Jn>- 
M&ur arid the ia^* of naiiom^ and drew to its Mt not 
bnly the di^ims^ but the kgijlators themklvcs. 

We haVc fcen all the ideas of hcroifni formed ppon 
&1S fyllem* King^ themfelves and biOiops were em- 
ployed in writing romances, of the Fala£nts of 
Trance^ the Pslmerins of England^ and the knights of 
ibc rmnd tahh. The fingle fubjeA of Amadis d£ Gaul 
ivas extended to above twenty volumes. The French^ 
iot: fo contenred, extra£tcd from thence fpeeches and 
flowers enough to fill two more ; a.nd thdr tranllatoc 
df Berhimy was elleemed To great a mailer of clo- 
'quence, as to be called the Cic€ri^ of France. There, 
and in Italy and Spain ^ it over run all books, and 
debauched all taAe ; and upon this wife model the 
ihe geiitlemen of each nation formed both their man- 
liers and their laag^uage. ; . \ .^ 

In the midft of afi thefe prejudices, we fee odjr 
Mthor undertake to combat this giant oi falfe bo- 
nour, and all thefe mmfters oifalfi 'wit. No fooner 

did 
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AMl his work appear, but bpth were cut down at 
once, and for erer. The illufion of ages was di{^ 
^pated, tbe magic diiTolved, and alltheenchantmenlr 
vaniflied like fmoke. And fo great and total ^wiw 
(he change it wrought, chat» if inch works are no^ 
ever rea^ it is only the better to comt>fehend the 
fiitire, and give light to the beauties of his incont»^ 
parable Don ^ixote.

TRANSLATOR'S PREFACE*.' 

THE curious account here put together of 
the Principles of iht ancient Chivatry, as 
it was vafaS^ feems defedive: For the ri-: 
dicule of CERFJNTES does not fo much 
cum upon that, as upon the tJeai Chivsilry, as It is to 
be found only in the old ROMANCES. And of thefe 
the Tranilator is filent. A few words, therefore, 
concerning their Origin and Nature may not be unac- 
ceptable to the Reader : Efpedally as Monfieur Huet^ 
tbi Bifl^op of A'vranchest who wrote a formal Treatifc 
ti the Origin of Romances, has faid little or nothing 
of them in that Superficial Work. For having brought 
down the account of Romances to the later Gr^^ii, 
and entered upon thofe compofed by the barbarous 
weftem Writers, which have now the name oi Romances 
almoft appropriated to them, he puts the change upon 
his Reader, and, inftfcad of giving us an account of 
thefe Books of Chivalry, one of the moft curious and 
interefting parts ofthe fubjed he promifed to treat of^ 
he contents himfelf with a long account of the Poems 
t)f the Pro<vinfiai Writers, cafied \ikewife Romances: 
and fo, under the equivoque of a cohimon term, drops

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his proper fubjeft, and entertains us with another that 
had no relation to it more than in the name. 

The Spaniardsyftrc of all others the fondeH of theft 
lables, as fniting beft their extravagant turn to gallandy 
and brayery ; which in time grew fo excef&ve, as to 
need tSL the efficacy of this incomparable Satire to 
inring them bade to their fober fenfes. The Fnncb 
iiiffered an eafier cure from their Dodor RABELAE^ 
who enough difcredited the books of Chivalry, by only 
ufing the extravagant Stories^ of its Giants, £!f r. as a 
cover for another kind of iatire againft the refined Fo* 
Mtics of his Countrymen; of wMdi they wei^e as much 
poflefied as the Sfatnardi of their Romanfick Bravery'. 
A bravery our SHAKESPEAR makes their Charac* 
teriftic, in this defcription of a ^/^^ Gentleman:

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Indeed, theT^ars of the Chriilians againft the Pa- 
gans were tie general fobjc£l of the Romances of Clii- 
vilry. They all feem to have had their ground -work 
in two fatulous morisLiih Hlftoriana: The One, who, 
iihder the name of ftirpin ArchbifliQp ot tiBeims, wrote 
the Hiftbry and Atchievements of Charlemagne and his 
twelve fleers, .who drove the Saracens out 6t France 
khd.thc ^outH parts of Spain: the other, oiir Gcqjfry 
of Monmouth, 

Two of tlidfc Peers, vi^hona the dd Romances liavc 
rendered mo^ famoa3, were Oli'uer and Ro^hmd. 'k^ 
fche ttanijh. feoniance of 'Bernardo del Car^a^ . and ia 
that of Rjoncejh/aiks^ihekdts of ]^land are recorded 
ifhder the iuune of 'Roldan el encantadory ind in thaf 
of Pdlmerin de OH^dy or fimjply OAW, tH<^e oi 
Olin)er: for Oli'va is the fame in Spamjk aa OH^oer is 
in French, The acqoiint of their exploits is in the 
higheft degree monflrous atid extravagant, as appears 
from the judgment pafled upon thepj by the Pricft in 
Don J^;«'ff/^, when he ddiiters the JCnight's libraiy to 
the fecular arm of the Houfe-keeper, " Exceptapdo 
«• a nn Bernardo del Carpio qac anda* por ay, y a otro 
•^ ifahiacio Konccfvalles ; que cftos en llegando a mis 
" manos, an dc eflar en las de la ama, y dellas en 
*' la5 del fuego fm remiiTion alguna" *. And of Oliver 
he fays ; " efTa Oliva fe haga iuego raxas, y fe queme, 
" que aun no queden della 1:.s cem2;as" {• The r^a- 
foniblenefs of thb fentcnce may be partly fccn from 
one Story in the Btrmtrdo dil Catpie^ which tells u^ 
that the cleft called Rfida?i, to be fen on the fummit of 
sin high Monntain in the KiJigdom of Fahncia^ near 
the Town of Alican^ was made with a fmgle back- 
flrokc of that Hero's broad Sword, Hence came the 
Proverbial expreiUon of mr plain and fenfible An- 
ceftors, who were much cooler readers of thefe ex- 
travagancies than the Spuniards, of p'ving ^ne a Row- 
land fir his Oli'ver, that is. of matching one impolSbie 
lye with another ; as, in Fretschf /Aire h Roland mean^ 
ta/wa^ger. This driving the Saracens OttC of Fra/ft^

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and Spain^ was, as we fay, the fufajed of the elder 
Romances. And the firft that was printed in Bfain, 
was the famous Amadis ie Gaula^ of which the In- 
quifitor Prieft fays; *' fegun he oydo dezir, eile 
^ libro file el primero de Carallerias que fe imprimio. 
*' en £fpana, y todos los demas an tornado principio 
^ y origen defte f ;*' and for which he humoroufly 
condemns itto the fire, com9 a DogmaHxador dt una/iC" 
ta tan mala. When this fubjed was well exhaulled^ 
the afl^airs of Europe afforded them another of the fame 
nature. For, after that the weftem parts had pretty 
well cleared themfelves of thefe inhofpitable Gue^ i 
by the excitements of the Popes, they carried their 
anns againft them into Gree€£ and Afia, to fupport the 
Byzantine Empire, and recover the holy Sepulchre. 
This gave birth to a new tribe of Romances, which 
we may call of thtfecond race or clafs. And as Ama^ 
dis de Gaula was at the head of the firlt, fo, corre- 
i^KHidently to the fubjed, Amadis de Grecia was at the 
head of the latter. Hence it is, we find, ihsxTrebi* 
xoMde is as celebrated in thefe Romances as Rmcefvalles 
is in the other. It may be worth obferving, that the 
two izmoMA Italian Epic Poets, ARIOSTO and 
TJSSO, have borrowed, from each of thefe Clafiet 
of old Romances, the fcenes and fubjeds of their fe« 
veral Stories : Ariofio choofing the firft, the Saracens in 
Prance and Spain-, zndTaJb» the latter, the Cru/ade 
againft them in Afia : Ariofio^% hero being Orlande or 
the French Roland: for as the Spaniards ^ by one way of 
tranfpofing the letters, had made it Roldan^ (o the Ita* 
lions, by another, made it Orland. 

The main fubjed of thefe fooleries, as we have 
fiud, had ^ original in Turpin^s famous hiftory of 
Charlemagne and his twekfe peers. Nor were the 
monftrous embellifhments of enchantments, («fc. the 
invaition of the Romancers, but formed upon eaftem 
tales, brought thence by travellers from their crufades 
and pilgrim^es ; which indeed have a caft peculiar to 
the wild imaginations of the eaflern people. We have

** tfaorglite the Ifle^ till that he came to the Caftelle. 
** and eain into the Cave; and went ib longe tilt that 
^ he fond a Chaiiibr^« and tbtte he fitugbe a Damj-

^ rour: and fche hadde flieche Treibave abooten hire;

€alUm bire^ Ladf of the Land. We arc not to thuik 
then, thefe kind of ftories, believed by Pilgrims and 
Trareilers, would have lefs credit either with the 
writers or readers of Romances : which hnnoiir of 
the times therefore may well account for their birtili 
and fiivoorable reception in the world. 

The other monkUh hiftorian, who fapplied the Ro* 
mancers with materials, was our Geoffry of Monmtutk, 
Forit is not to be fuppofed, that thefe CMdrem ef 
famy (as Sbakefpear in the place quoted above fiaelf 
calls them» infinoatuig diat Fancy hath itbirfan^ aa 
well as manbood) fhould flop in the midft of fo extraor* 
dinary a carrier, or confine themfelves within the lifia 
of the terra firma. From Him therefore the Sfanijk 
Romancers took the ftory of the Briti/b Artbnr^ and 
the Knigbts of bis ronnd^thbht his Wife Gutmvsr^ and 
his Conjurer Merlin. But Mi it was the fame fubjed^ 
(eflential to books of Chivahy) the Wars of Cbriftiam 
againft Infidels. And whether it was by blunder or de* 
£gn they changed the Saxons into Saracens. I fuTpeft 
by defign: For Chivalry without a Saracen was ib 
very lame and imperfedl a thing, that even that wood- 
en Image, which turned round on an axis, and ferved 
the Knights to try their fwords, and Blreak their lancet 
upon, was called, by the Italians ani Spaniards^ Sara* 
eitto and Saraxino ; fo dofely were thefe two ideas coa^ 
neded. 

In thefe old Romances there was much religious fu* 
peiftition mixed with their other extravagancies ; as 
appears even from their very names and titles. The 
firft Romance of Lancelot of tbe Lake and King Ar» 
tbur and his Knights, is called the Hiftory of St. Greaal. 
This St. Greaal was the famous relick of the holy 
blood pretended to be colleded into a veflel by Jofefis 
of Jrimatbea, So another is called Kyrie Elti/on <3il 
Mentanban. For in thofe 6zys Deuteronomy and Para» 
lifomenon were fuppofed to be the names of holy Men. 
And as they made Saints of their Kni^ts-erranti fo 
they made Knights- errant of theirjutelary Saints s and 
each natiqn advanced its own into the order of Chival« 
B 2 ly. 
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ly. Thus every thing in thofc times being either a 
Saint or a Devil, they never wanted for the marvellous. 
In the old Romance of Lancelot of the Lake, we have 
the do£trine and difcipline of the Church as ibrmally 
delivered as in Bellarrmne himfelf. ** La confeffion 
^ (f'Kf^ ^^^ preacher) ne*vaut ricn ii le coeur n*eft re- 
*' pentant; & ii tu ^ moolt Sc eloigne de ramoar de 
^ nbflre Seigneur, tu ne peus t^e raccorde ii non par 
^ trois chofes : premierement par la confeffion de 
^ bouche ; fecondemenc par une contrition de cceur ; 
^ tiercement par peine de coeur, Jl; par oeavred*auiiidne 
^ & chari^. Telle eft la droite voye d*aimer Dicu. 
** Or va 8c ^ it confefle en cette maniere Sc recois la 
** difcipline des mains de tes confefTenrs, car c'eft Ic 
^ figne de merite. — Or mande le roy (es evefqoes, dont 
^ grande partie avoit en Toft, Sc vinrent tous en fa 
^ chapelle. Le roy vint devant eux tout nud ea 
** pleurant, & tenant Ton pkin point de menues verges,

^* moult doucement la recent.** Hence we Bnd the 
divinity-lectures of Don ^ixote and the penance of 
his Squire, are both of diem in the ritual of Chival- 
ry. Laftly, w J find the Knight-errant, after much 
tumioil to himfelf, and difturbance to the world, fre- 
quently ended his courfe, like Charles V. of Spain, in 
aMonaftery; or tum*d Hermit, and became a Saint 
in good eameft. And this again will let us into the 
Ipirit of thofe Dialogues between Sancho and his maf- 
ter, where it is gravely debated whether he ihould not 
turn Saint or Archbijhop. 

There were ieveral cauies of this ftrange jumble of 
lionfenfe and religion. As firfl^ the nature of the 
fubjed, which was a religious War or Crufade : zdly. 
The quality of the firft Writers, who were religious 
Men: And 3</^, The end in writing many of them, 
which was to carry on a religious purpofe. We learn 
jdiat Clement V. interdi^ed Jufis and TorneamentSf be- 
caufe he underftood they had much hindered the Cra- 
iadf decreed in the Council of Vienna* ** Tomea* 

menta 
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^ jnenta ipfa Sc Hafliladia five Juxtas in regnis Frair- 
** ciae, Angliz, Sc Almanniac, & aliis nonnullis pro- 
** vinciis, in qulbas ea cofiiuevefe frequentiilis exerceri» 
•• fpecialicer interdixit." Extra*u, de Torneamentu C. 
unic. temp^. Ed, I. Religious Men, I conceive, there- 
fore, might think to forward the defign of the Cru- 
iades by turning the fondnefs for Tilts and Torneaments 
into that channel. Hence we fee the books of Ki^jght- 
errantry fo full of folemn Jufls and Torneaments held 
at TrebizMnde^ Bixance^ THpoly^ tfr. Which wife 
proje<5l, I apprehend, it was Cervantes^ Intention to 
ndicule, where he makes his Knight propofe it as the 
beft means of fubduing the Turky to aiTemble all the 
Knights -errant together, by Proclamation*. 

But the chief reafon, doubtlefs, of this mixture was 
the fuperftitious humour of the times, that made Re- 
ligion enter into all their fports and amufements : But 
no where in fo monflrous a manner, as in^ thofe ancient' 
dramatic Reprefentations of our Anceflors, called the 
MYSTERIES; things much more diftant from 
the true Drama, than thefe Romances were from the 
£fgc, as having another 6ru/a/ State to pafs thro*, 
called the MORALITIES, before they could 
acquire a reafanable form. A fhort account of thefe 
diings win leave nothing wanting to give us~ an entire 
view of the literary amufements of our barbarous An* 
eeftors,- and will (hew us at the fame time the ufe and 
importance of this incomparable Satire, in which are 
interfperfed fo many artful precepts for the juft C^mp^ 
fition both of the Epic zxADratnatic Poem. 

The fi]^ form, in which the Drama appeared ia 
the Weft of Europe^ after the defbrudion of learned 
""G RE E CE» zxARO MEy and that a <ahn of DaU 
nefs had. finifhed upon letters what the rage of baiba- 
rifin had begun, was that of the MYSTERIES. 
Thefe were the fafliionable and favourite diverfions of 
all Ranks of people both in France, Spain,, and £/rg^ 
iand. In which lafl place, as we learn by Stow, they 
were in ufe about the time of Richard the Second and

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Henry the Fourth. 'As to Italy ^ by what I can find> 
the firft radiments of their Stage, with regard to the 
matter^ were prophane fubjeds, and, with regard to the 
form^ a corruption of the ancient Mintis and Ait el- 
lanes : By which means they got fooner into the right 
road than their Neighbours ; having had regular plays 
amongfl them wrote as early as the Fifteenth Century. 
As to thefe Myjieries, they were, as their name 
Ipeaks them, a rcprefentation of fome fcripture-ftory, 
to the life: as may be feen from the following paflagc 
in an old frencb hiftory, intitled La Chronique de MetK 
ecmpofie far le cure de St. Eucbairei which will give 
the reader no bad idea of the furprizing abfurdity of 
thefe monftrous reprefentations. " L'an 1437 le 5 
** Juillet (fays the boneft chronicler) fut fait le Jeu dc 
^ la Paffion de N. S. en la plaine de Veximiel. £t 
^ fut Dieu un fire appdlee Seigneur NicoUe Dom 
^ Neufchaftel, leqnel etoit Cure de St. Vigour de 
•* M etz, lequel fut prefque mort en la Croix, s'il ne 
** fiit ete fecourus; & convient qu'un autre Pr6tre fut 
^ mifi en la Croix pour parfaire le Perfonnage da

Another pafiage from one of our own countrymen will 
fupply what is wanting for a thorough knowledge oP 
the manner of thefe reprefentations. ** The Guary 
** Miracle (fays Care*w in his Survey of Cornwall) in 
** Englijb a Miracle-Play, is a kind of interlude com- 
** piled in Comifi out of fome Scripture-hiftory. For 
'* reprefenting it they raife an earthen Amphitheatre 
*' in fome open Field, having the diameter of his in- 
*• dofed PJayne, fome 40 or 50 foot. The Country 
^ People flock from all fides many miles off, to hear 

** and 
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** and fecit. For they have therem Devils and De* 
•* vicet, to delight as well the eye as the ear. The 
<*^ Players coime not their parts without boob, but are 
•* prompted by one called the Ordinary^ who foUoW- 
^ eth at their back with the book in his hand^ &c^ 
** &c.*" There was always a Droll or Buffoon iij 
tbefe MyfteritSy to make the People mirth with his 
iiifferings or abCux^ics : and they could think of x^ 
better jto fuftain this part th^ the DEVIL himfelf. 
Evicn in the My fiery of the Pq^on menftioned above, 
k w;^ contrived po p)^ Jiim ndici^Otfs. Which cirr 
jCiw'ftaofg i« hipjted ^^ bv Shakeff^of (who hj^s frequent 
ijJluiions ^o tbefe icings) ifi the f <w/>^ of fkf Sf?re^f 
•whjere oi^p qf the Players aiks fctr a Uttlf Vinegar (as f^ 
frofgrti^) /^ mak^ thir Dfttif roar. For *fter thefpungr 
with the Gall and Vinegar had been employed in the 
^i^eientatiooy they ufed to cL^p it to the nofe of the 
PeviU which making him roar, ^s if it h^d been 
JMy-^ater, afforded inBnjte divfirfion tP the People* 
So that Vitttgftr^ in the old Farces^ was always after- 
wards in ufe to toiment their Devd. We have divert 
^Id Eng/iJ^ FrovcrhSf in which the Deyil is reprefent- 
ed as ading or fuf^xing ridiculoufly and abfurdly » 
which all arofe from the part he bore in thefe Myjitries^ 

as in that, for inilance, of Grtat cry and little nxjool^ 

as the Devil faid 'when be Jhearedhis bogs. For the 
^ep- (hearing of Natal being repi-efented in the Myf^ 
Ury of David and Abigail^ and the Devil always at- 
tending Nabalp was made to imitate it hy /hearing a 
Hog. This kind of abfurdity^ as it is the propered 
to create laughter, was the fufaje£l of the ridiculous^ 
in the ancient Ii^mis^ as we learn fronp^ thefe words of 
St. JUST I Nf Ni/aciamus ut Mmfokntt ft oft emus it 
. Idbero JquopSf ^ lytfsfhis yitfUflf^'. 

Thefe Myfieries^ yup fqe, we^c givei> in France 
at firil, as well as in England, fub 4io» ai^d only 
in the Provinces, A£terwardif we £nd th^^m got in- 
to Paris t ^nd ^ Company eilabliihed in the Hotel de 
Bourgogng to f eprefent thon. Butj^od Letters and

Religion beginning to make their way in the latter encl 
of the reign of FRJNCIS the firft, the fhipidily 
and prophanenefs of the Myjieries made the Courtiers 
and Clergy join their intercft for their abolition. . Ac- 
cordingly, in the year 1 541, the Procureur-Generaly 
in the name of the King, prefented a Requeft againft 
the Company to the Parliament. The three principal 
branches of his charge againft them were, that thit 
reprefentation of theOld-Teftament-Stories inclined the 
People to Judaifm; That the New-Teftament-Storics 
encouraged libertinifm and infidelity 1 and that both of 
them leSened the Charities to the Poor : It feems that 
this profecution fucceeded ; for, in 1 548, the Parliament 
of Paris confirmed the company in the pofleffion of 
the Hotel de Bourgogne, but interdidled the reprefenta- 
tion of the Myfteries, But in Spasn^ we find by C^- 
njantesy that they continued much longer ; and held 
their own, even after good Comedy came in amongft 
them : As appears from the excellent Critique of the 
Canon, in the fourth book, where he ihews how the 
Old Extravagant Romances might be made the foundati- 
on of a regular Epic (which, he fays» tambien puede 
efcri^virfe en prof a como en *verfo *;) as the Myftery-Plays^ 
of artful Comedy, His words are Pues que fi 'venimos 
a las Comedias di*vinas, que de milagros falfos fingen en 
ellttSy que de cofas apocrifas^ y mal entendsdas^ attribu" 
eyendo a un Santo los milagros de otro -f / which made 
them fo fond of Miracles that they introduced them into 
las Comedias humanas^ as he calls them. To return ; 
Upon this prohibition, the French poets tamed 
themfelves from Religious to Moral Farces. And in 
this We fooh followed them : The public tafte not fuf- 
fering any greater alteration at firf^ tho* the Italians 
at th^ time afiForded many juft compofitions for better 
Modds. ThefeFarcesthey called MORALITIES. 
Pierre Gringora, one of their old Poets, printed one 
of thefe Moralities, intitled La Moraltte de r Homme 
Ohftine, The Perfons of the Drasna are l^ Homme 
Obfiini-^Pugnitiw Divine — Simonie^^HypocHfie'^taid

(a thing very m^roper, and inconMent with his accu- 
rate way of writing) when he ^tted Spain^ thexk he 
ihouM have caird her his Coimtry, and not when he 
direded his Speech to Madrid i^^mttd, that Town, 
in order to go to Cartagena^ dpeciaUy going as he 
did, by Jlonjj degrees, to that famous 8ea-port» where 
he was to embark for his Voyage to FarnaJJus in 
Company with Mercury.

Itdoes n^ fait OMe of 
nvf Tears to make a Jefi of the other World: For I am 
now on the nvrongfde of Sixty four, (Por la mono, 
aforehand in Spanijh,) which I take Co mean an anti- 
cipation of fome few Days.

That he ferv'd the 
Duke of JIva in Flanders^ that he got to be an Eniign 
under an old experienced Captain of Guadalajara^ 
whofe Name was Diego de Urbina j that he was after- 
wards himfclf made a Captain of Foot^ and was at tlie 
naval Battle ofLepanto^ being embark'd with his Conir- 
pany in John Andrea Doria's Galley, out of which he 
feap*d into the Galley of Uchaii the King of Algiers, 
who was then furrounded by the Spaniards, but get- 
ting loofe from them, Cer<vaHtes*s Soldiers were hin- 
derM from following him, fo that he remained alone 
among his Enemies much wounded, and without the 
leaft power to make any Refiftancej and in Ihort, 
among (b many viftorious Chriftians, he was the onljr^ 
Captive, tho' glorioufly fo. ' All this and much more 
is related by the Captive, who is the principal Subjc^ 
of the Novel in quefHon. This Captive, after the 
Death of the faid King Uchali, fell into the Hands 
(by bequefl} of Axanaga^ another more cruel King 
of Algiers, who kept him fhut up in a Prifon or Houfe 
which the 7urks call Banos, where they keep their 
ChrifUan Slaves, as well thofe of the King, as thofe 
who belong to private Peribns, and alfo thoie who 
are calPd de Almacen, that is, who belong to the Pub- 
lick, and are employ'd by the City in Works that 
belong to it. Thefe latter do very difficultly obtaio. 
their Liberty ; for having no particular Mafter, but be- 
longing to the Publick, they can find no Body to treat 
with about their Ranlom. One-of the Captures, who- 
was then zt Algiers,,! judge to be Micbaelde Cervamis- 
Saa*vedra, and in Proof of this I ihall relate what the 
Captive faid of Axanagd*% Cruelties :.

Soldier knew how to deal: with^ him ; his Name fwas 
Saavedra; and hecaufe he did fucb • things' as will not 
tafily bi forgotten by^ the Turks, and all to gain his. 

liberty^ 
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Uberty^ bis Mafter never gave him m Blow, nor *ufed 
him ill either in Word or Deedi and yet «iw vjere al* 
ways afraid that the leaft of his Franks vjou^d make 
him he impaled % nay, he himfelfvoas fome times afraid 
§f it too ; and if it *were not for fear of taking up too 
much of our Time, I could tell fuch Pajfages of this 
Soldier, as vjould divert the Company much better 
than the Relation of my Adventures, and caufe more 
Wonder in t^em. Thus far Cervantes, fpesOdng of him- 
fclf by the Mouth of another Captive; by whofe Tefti- 
nony it fhouM feem that he was but a common Soldier, 
aod fo he calls himfelf on other Occafions; (oj and 
not an Enfign, much lefs a Captain : Titles with which 
he woaM ^ve certainly JionourM himfelf, at leaft in 
the Frontifpiece of his Works, had he enjoy'd either 
of thofe Poib. Five Years and an half he was a Cap* 
tive, and from thence had learnt to bear AiHi^ons 
patiently. He then retum'd to Spain (p), and ap- 
ply'd himfelf to the writing of Comedies, of which he 
composed feveral, all of them well received by the 
Publick, and adted with great Applaufe, both for the* 
Newnefs of the Art and the Decorations of the Stage, 
which were wholly owing to the Wit and good Tafte 
of Cervantes. Thefe were The Cufioms or Humours of 
Algiers, Numantia, The Sea-fght, and many others; 
Cervantes (q) handling the Firft and Laft as an Eye- 
Witnefs. He likewife wrote feveral Tragedies, which 
were much extolled, (r) His good Friend Vincent, 
Efpinel, the Inventor of a particular Sort of Verfe, 
fram him' call'd Efpinelas, thought him worthy of a 
Place in his ingenious Temple of Memory, lamenting 
the Misfortune of his Captivity, and celebrating the 
Beanty of his Poetical Genius, in this Odtave :

Jay, is wont to be none of the truefl; Cervantes 
would (ubjeA himfelf to the rigorous Examen of fuch 
as (houM be inclined to read his Performances. Ac- 
cordingly in the Year 1584 he pubiiih'dhis Six Books 
OF Galatea, which he prefented, as the Firft-fruits 
of his Wit, to Afcanio Colonna, at that time Abbot of 
St. Sophia, and fince Cardinal- Prieft with the Title of 
the Holy Crofs of Jerufalem, Don Eouis de Vargas 
Manrique celebrated this Work of Cervantes in a Com-

wantes did not £nd it fo eafy a Matter to clear him* 
felf of another Objedion, which was his interweaving 
into this Novel fo many Epifodes, that their Mnlti- 
plicity confounds the Reader's Imagination, let it be 
ever fo attentive; for they comefo thick, that though 
they are work'd in with great Art, yet this very Art 
gives no room to follow the Thread of the Narration^ 
which is frequently interrupted with new* Incidents. 
He was fenfible of this, and confeft as much when he 
introduced the Curate Perez, (who was a Man of 
Learning, and a Graduate of Siguenza,) and Mr. Ns* 
cbolas the Barber, ikying: But ivbat is that Book 
(afk'd the Curate) nsihicb is next to the ^ong-Book f 
(meaning Maldonado's Cancionero.) It is (reply'd the 
Barber) Tbe Galatea of Michael de Cervantes. 
That Cervantes has been n^ intimate Acquaintance 
thefe many Tears^ cry'd the Curate ; and I know be 
has been more converfant ^with Misfortunes tban nvitb 
Poetry, fits Book indeed basfometbing in it tbatfbews 
a happy Invention^ It aims at Somethings but concludes 
Nothing. Therefore lue muft ft ay for tbe Second Part, 
^vhich he has promised us. Perhaps be may make us 
amends, and obtain a full Pardon, *whicb is deny^dbim 
'for the prefent ; //// that time keep him clofe Prifimer 
at your Houfe. The Second Part of this Paftoral No- 
vel was never publiih'd, tho' often promised by the 

Author. 
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Audior. (i) One Thing I oUenr*d fomc Years ago> 
and I Jiere repeat it, fince it naturally h\U in with the 
Snfaje^y and that is, the Style of The Galatea is not 
very orderly, but rather confused, and in feme Placet 
abounding with affefied Oddities. The Words are 
indeed very proper, bot the conllrudUve Part violent, 
becaufe irregolaj', and contrary to the ufual way of 
Speaking. Herein the Author imitated the ancient 
Books of Knight-Errantry ; but in his Dedication and 
Preface he preTerves a more natural Difpofition of 
Style, and ftiU more in the Pieces he pabUfliM after- 
wards ; all which are a manifefl Retradion of his for^ 
mer Error. In The Galatea there are Songs and 
Verfes in both thofe kinds of Spanip Poetry, calPd 
Arte MenoTy and Arte Mayor (/). Thofe of the firfl 
Sort, in The Galatea^ are exqoifitely jadiciousr and 
eqosdly delightful, rq>lete with moft delicate Senti« 
ments, and the Language inconceivably fweet. Hit 
Conpofitions of the Arte Mayor ^ in that Piece, are 
much infienor ; however, there are fome Verfes in it 
which may vie with the beft of any Poet whatever. 

15. Bat this is not the Work from which we are to 
take an Mimiate of the Greatnefs of Cervantes' b Wit, 
his Miraculoos Inven^on, or the Purity, Sweetnefs, 
and Baifinefs of his Style. All which are moft ad* 
mirM in the Books he wrote of the ingenious Gentle* 
man Don Quizotb »s la Mancha. This was hit 
Principal Undertaking ; and an impartial Examen of 
this Work (hall be the Principal Subjea of my Pen in 
thefe my particular Specifications of his Life, which 
I write with great Pleafure, £nce I do it in obedience 
to the Oonunands of a Great Honourer of the worthy.

Another Defign of the mifchievoits Milefian 
Books, is, to render ^e Readers of them Effeminate, 
by a lively Reprefentation of amorous Encounters, and 
exciting corrupt Ideas t^y kfcioos Imag>y and Mar 
chtaery. In this fort of Writings it were mach better 
not to cite Examples, and if any be brought in, let it 
be ApuUius^^ Aft, 4b that the Example itfelf may pot 
the Reader in mind ^at Indolence, and a fiipine vile 
Difpofition, will transform Men into fieafb. 

^o. As OB the one hand. Men's Minds are rendered 
eiiraiiiiate by Books of Knight Errantry, fo, on the 
other, iech Books tend to make Savages of them, for 
thereki are defcribM mpft monftrous Ferfbrmances of 
certain fi^tioas^ Knights, with each of them his Lady, 
for whom he commits a thou^d mad Pranks, even to 
that degree as to Pray to th^i, mvoking them in their 
perilous Adventures with certain Forms of Words, as 
fo many Advocates and Mediatrixes in their Conilida 
and Encounters \ and for their fakes they enter upoi^ 
and atchieve Multitudes of extravagant and nonfenfi- 
cal hAitters. In (hort, the reading Sitfe Books ftirr'd

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up many to barbarous Adions thro^ an imaginary 
Pandtilio of defending Women even for Caufes abfo- 
lutely dlihonourable. And things were come to: that 
pafs, that the very Laws cenfur'd fuch Doings as unfit to 
be countenanced, and accordingly deqlare it to beian 
Abufe : (y) In order to animate tkem/chves the rnvre^ 
fays the old Collection of Spanifi Laws, they held it 
a noble thing to call upon the Name of their Mifrejfes^ 
that their Hearts might f^well ^with an increaje of Cow 
rage, and their Shame he the greater if tbeyfaiPd in 
their Attempts. 

21. The laft Sort of pernicious N&vels^ is» fuch as, 
under the Pretence of warning People againft Roguery^ 
do really teach it; of which . Compoiitions we have 
in Spain fuch Multitudes of Examples; that it is need- 
lefs to inflance any in particular. 

22. Of all thefe Books, thofe that did mod harm to. 
the Publick were fuch as had Knight-Errantry for their 
Subjed. Th^ Caufes of their Introdu^ion were as 
follows. 

23. The Northern Nations poiTeiling themfdves of 
all Europe^ the Inhabitants Hung away their Pens and 
laid hold of their Swords, of which they that had the 
longeft, and were confequently the ffroogeft, were 
moft efteemed. Barbarifm prov'd to be the moft po- 
tent, and went out Conqueror; Learning was beat 
down, the Knowledge of Antiquity loft, a»l the right 
Tafle annihilated. But, as there is no making ihift 
well without thefe Things, there fucceeded ia their 
room a falfe Learning and a wrong Tafte. They 
wrote Hiflories which were fabulous, becaufe they 
liad loft, ox knew not how to find out the Memory of 
paft Occurrences. Some Men, who wou'd needs of a 
fudden fet up for Teachers, cou*d but ill inftrud their 
Readers in what they had never learnt themfelves. 
Such were Thelefinus Helios, an Englijh Writer, who, 
about the Year 640, when King jft^hur reji^*>d ia 
Britain f >yrote the Life and Adions of that Kji^ in 
a fabulous romantick Way. Herein he was imitated

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by A<ualonius^ who, in King Vortiper'% Reign^ about 
the Year 650, wrote the Hiftory of Britain, inter- 
fpers'd with Tales of King Arthur and the Rnmd 
"Table, ^ The Hiftory publiOi'd by Gildas, Aimam'd 
Ibe Wife, a Weljh Monk, is of the fame Sortment : 
He relates the marvellous Exploits of King Artbwr^ 
Perci'vai and ianceiot. The Book written by French 
Bunihald, and abridged by the Abbot Trithemius, is a 
heap of Lyes and idle chiklifh Stories. Another 
Book falily afcrib'd to Archbiihop Turpin, being in 
truth DEiifdated by above 200 Years, treats of the At^ 
chievements of Charlemagne, full of Fidions, and was 
indeed forg*d ii) France, not in Spain, as is by a cer- 
tain Perfon averr'd.oftly be<;aufe he was pleased to have 
it fo. With thefe Books we may couple the fabulous 
Hiflories falfly fathered on Hancon Forteman, Salcou 
Forteman, Sin/anl the Sage, John Aigil-lo Son of a 
King of Frixeland, and Adel, Adeling a DefcendanC 
from the Kings of the iame Nation ; all of whom are 
iaid to have been Fri%elattier,s, and, to have liv*d in 
the Time of Charlemagne, whofe Story they wrote. 

24. No lefs fabulous was the Hiftory of the Origint 
tfthe Fri%elandiri, afcribM to Occo Ffcarlenfis, Grand- 
^n (as fome feign) to a Sifter of Salcon Forteman\^ 
and cO'tempp.rary with Otho the Great. Nor ought 
any more Credit to be given to the Hiflory composed 
by Geofry of Monmouth, . a Briton, wherein are writ- 
ten The Life and Adtfentures of King Arthur, and of 
the Wife Merlin, notwithfknding he is faid to have 
drawn them from ancient Memoirs^ 

25. Thefe were the Hiftories which were in fuch 
vogue among the Nations that were then lefs rude^ 
and lefs fbpidly dull. There were Men that foolifh- 
ly bufy'd themfelves in coining and publifhing fuch 
extravagant Whims, becaufe there were Men flill 
more foolifh, who read, applauded, and often believed 
them.

Herein the ^)aniards *were mojl ingeniotts^ 
iecaufe in the Matter of Indention no Nation in tht 
World exeells them, as niay he feen in fi many Efplan- 
dianesV, PhebnsV, Palmerin'jv Liltia^teVy FloraaibeloV, 
PhaitunoiidoV^ a^ the celebrated a^d inoft renowned 
Amadlis, Father of oH this endlefs Multitude^ 'which 
%Alj 'Written by a Portugoefe Lady, Reading thefe 
kft Words, I was fomewhat ibrded, becaufe at the 
time when the Romance of Amadis was firft publlHi^d, 
diere was not, at leaft that ever I heard, a Lady in 
the Kingdom of Portugal capable of writing a Book 
tt lb much Invention and Novelty. 

28. The learned and jodicious Author of The Dia* 
hgue of the Languages^ who wrote in Charles the 
Yth^s Time» and beftowM much Pains and Time in 
examining Amadis de Ganle^ never fpeaks of it as if 
h^ took it to be the Work of a Woman, but a Man. 
TTie learned and judicious Archbifliop of Tarragona^ 
Don Ante/nio Augufiin^ fpeaking of Amadis de Gauk^ 
has thefe Words : (d) A Piece 'which the Portuguefe 
fay *was composed by (e) Vafco Lobiera. And one of 
the Interlocutors preiendy adds. This is another Secret

That the Spaniards received 
from the French the Art of compoiing Npvels (g^. 
As for what concerns Chivalry, I &all make no Diffi- 
culty in believing it. fiut the fame Art which the 
Spaniards received rough and diforderly, they polifh'd 
and beautify'd fo much, that there is the fame Diffe- 
rence between them as between a Dijhahille and a Set- 
Drefs. The Spaniards fell into this Romantick way 
of Writing by the (ame Occafion as Foreigners did. 
Their Ignorance of true Hiflories oblig'd them, when 
they were to write any fucb, to ftufF them full of 
Lies, efpecially if they treated of things pafled any 
confiderable time before, for they feldom had Aflur- 
ance enough to write any manifeft Untruths of things 
prefent. But as Time prefent foon becomes Tin^ 
paft, the Liberty of devifmg Fidions^ fo confounded 
Truth with Falfhood^ that there was no diilinguifhing 
the One from the other. And thus we fee that the 
fabulous Songs^ or to fpeak more clearly^ that Species 
of Spanijh ToeCy calPd Romances (in my Opinion fo 
denominated from Roman, a French Word, fignifyi^g 
No^elf) we fee« I fay, that thefe Lying Songs or Ro- 
mances, which at firft were only made for the Enter-

tainmeolt 
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tsuiDment of the ignoxant Rabble, got into foch vogae 
afterwards by being Ijeamt by Heart and repeated by 
others, that they eafily paf^'d for Authentic, and their 
Fictions were iliteryoven with the General Chronicle of 
Spaih^ which was irbmpiled iy the Royal Aathority. 
A moft pernicious Example, and fo much followM, 
diat the Imitation thereof hath brought our Hiftories 
to fo unhappy a Pais, that an Hiftorian of ours, and 
one that was. efteem*d among the moll judicious of his 
Time, has not fcrupled to fay, that. Excepting Holy 
Writ no^uj and then quiiteJ'in ihetn^ there's no knowing 
honu to ajffirtn Or deny an^ t-hing after them. And who 
ftouM this Man be that hath banifliM Truth from Hi- 
ftory, which is th^mdft unexceptionable, and almoU . 
only Witnefs of^ Titnes paft ? Let Him declare that 
dire^y rebukM him for it, I mean, the moft. ingeni- 
ous Batchdor Pedro Rhua, Profeflbrof Liberal Learn- 
ing, who thus writes to him r (P) [Tour Lordjhip, iy 
Blood a Guevara \i)i by Offico an Hijioriographer. Ey

irewarded ; and on the other hand Vice chaftis'd in vile 
and abandonM Profligates. But let Us hear how the 
judicious Author of th^ Dialogue of ^be Languages dc» 
livers himfelfon this Occnfion : Xbofenvho mirite Lyes^. 
ought fo n^rite ihtm fi as tq come as ft ear tie Truth as 
p^iflfi hut our Amhor of Auladis, (Whd'l^as the firft 
and befl Writer of Book5 of Chivalry) fometimes thr^

faji Thmgj fi pfiipahly f^lft fi grofls urttruey that it is 
imptfffthh fir a Man to giv^ the leaft Credit to them.

eomplacency : jufi as fome fqueamifb Stomachs *whicb art 
ufed to he pamper" d uf^ arefu^aitCd by certain Comfit ures

Vi<ves was not the only Man that complained of thist 
Evil. Megia^ Charles the Vth*s Chronologer^ and a. 
difcreet Hiftorian of thofe Times, lamented it in very 
pathetic Terms, (o) kifomuch that the Inca Garcir 
laffoy upon his fbte Teflimony, wou*d never caftaa 
£ye upon fuch Grange and monftrous Books. Mailer 
FinegaSf with his ufual Jadicioufnefs, fays : (f) In tbefi 
•ur JXiyr, to the great Prejudice of modefi and retired 
Maidens f are written diforderly and licentious Books of 
Chfualry, which are no other than t^e Devit^s Sermour 
Books luith *which in Holes and Corners he iveds tht' 
Minds of^ young Women, Not to mention, the Teftimon)C 
ef other exceflent Authors, a Spanifh Bifliop of great 
iicarfiing, and one of the founded Divines in the Coun* 
cil o£ Trent y Melchior Canopy/ nits as follows : (^q) Our 
Aj^e hath f ten a Priejl who cou*d not get it out ofhif 
Head but that every Thing that ivas printed t muji needf- 
he True. For yf aid he, the Minijlers of the Republic^: 
nvou^d not commit fo great a WiclCednefs^ as not only to\ 
fiiffer Lyes to be pubtiflfd, but alfo to authorise them,

Vlonfenfe invented by idle unemplofd Writers, and fought 
fir hy wciouj and corrupt Readers, Sec, Words wordi^ 
to be written in Letters of GoId» by which it pllinljr 
appears how great a Value Bifhop Cano fet upon the 
cSpinion of Fiiies, whom he frequently copy*d, tho* 
fometimes he reproachM hlm^ unjuflly, for fecret Rea- 
fons againft which^ had H'ves liv'd, he wou'd have 
vindicated himfelf. (r) But Fi<ves will live in the Me- 
piory of Mankind, and fonie time or other will have a 
Friend^ who joining Authority with Learning, will 
fedrefs the Injury which was done, and is (iill tolerated>^ 
againit fo pious a Man.

Thofe who go out of 

their Sphere, prefently think themfelves extraordinary 

Perfons : they are wont to change their Name and Stil^ 

and if to this any exterior Mark of Honour be added, 

they think that People read only the Superfcriptidn,.

37. Don Quixote ftiled himfelf of the Territory 
of LA Mancha, and his imaginary Lady he Ailed 
DuLCi^iEA DEL ToBOSO, a Town of La Mancha: 
The Inhabitants whereof having, 'tis faid, upon fome 
very flight occafion, thrown our Author into Prifon, 
he, in Return^ (not to fay Re*vevge, becaufe it has

43. That the Hiftory of a Knight-Errant might not 
forfeit the Reader with a tirefom Uniformity and a 
Return of iimilar Adventures, which wouM have been 
the Cafe, had it treated only of mad or fooliih Occur* 
rencesy Cervantes introduces many Epifodes, the Inci- 
dents whereof are frequent, new, and probable; the 
Reafonings artful, perfpicuous, and efficacious; the 
Plot deep and myfterious, but the liTue eafy, natural, 
and withal fo agreeable, that the Mind is left in a 
State of Complacency, and all thofe Pafiions quieted 
and made cabn again, which, juH before, had, by a 
fingular Artifice, been put into a fort of Tumult and 
Anxiety. And that which is mofl admired by good 
Judges, is, that all thefe Epifodes, except two, that 
is to iay. The Novels of The Captiw, and The Cu- 
rious Impertinent, are wove into the main Defign of 
the Fable, and, together with it, liice a beautiful Piece 
of Tapeilry, make one agreeable and moft delightful 
Work. 

44. When an Artifl is confun^nately fkilful in his 
Profeflion, no body knows better than himfelf the Per* 
fe^on of his own Works. This made Cer*vantes 
himfelf fay of his Hiftory : (h) The Stories and Efi- 
fodeSf the various Tales and Novels with vubich it is 
intermixed, are, in fome refpeBs as entertaining^ ai 
artful, and as authentic as the Hiftory it felf, 

45. Cervantes, to give the greater Probability, and 
Planfibility to his Invention, feigns the Author of it 
to have been (r) Cid Hamet fiEN-ENcsLi, an Ara- 
Han Hilloriographer, a Native of' La Mancba, He 
makes him of La Mancha that he may be fup- 
pos*d to be well acquainted with Don ^ixote^s Con* 
cems. It is very divening to fee how Cervantes cele- 
brates Cid Hamet's fcrupulous Punduality in relating 
even the moft inconfiderable and trifling Things, at

However 
it be, it appears that Cid Hamet Ben-cngeli nsms ee 
nserj exaB Hiftorian, fince be takes care to give tse mm 
Account of Things tbat/eem fo inconfiderable and tri^ 
vial. A laudable Ex/tmple^ nsfbicb tbtfe Hifioriamt 
Jbou^d follow , wbo ufuaHy relate Matters fo concifely^ 
tbat they fear ce dip into tbem, or let tbeir Readers bew 
fo mmch as a Ta/ie of^em, and ratberfeem to bave left 
tbe mofi effential Part of the Story in tbe bottom of tbe 
Ini-berm, either thro* NegUS^ Malice, or Ignorance 
A thou/and Bleffings then be given $0 tbe curious Au» 
tbor of Tabknte de Ricamoate, and to tbat other tse- 
drfatigahle Sage vaho, recur did tbe Atcbievements of 
Count TomillaSy /or they have defcriVd even tbe mifi 
nmmte and trifling Circumftances .with a JSngular Pre* 
cifenefs ! Lucian himfelf has jwt fpoke more to the 
Purpofe in his two Books of True Hiftory. 

46. In another place, pauing in pradlioe this fame 
Pondoality in fpecifying every the mod minute Parti- 
cokr belonging to his Subje^, Cervantes fays, by the 
Month of Ben-engelif {J)J^on Qaixote wasbrot^ht into 
a fair Room, njob&e Sancho took ^his Armour, and then 
the Knight appear'* d in a Pair of Clofe Breeches, and 
Doublet of Shamoy Leather, till hefmear*d with the 
Ruft of bis .Armour* About bi$ Neck be wore a plain 
Band, unftarcVd, eft er the manner of a Student % about 
his Legs fad' colour d Spatterda/hes, and on his Feet a 
Pair of Wax-leather Shoes : He hung his trufty Sword 
by bis Side in a Belt of Sear Wolfs Skin ; which makes 
many of Opinion be had been long troubled with a Pain

47* Cervantes makes the Author of this Hiflory ^ 
be an Araiian^ alluding thereby to what is beHcv'd 
by many, that the ArcSianssiix^ infeded the Sfaniarde 
with the Itch of Rtomance-making. It is eertain Ari^ 
ftotU^ (i&) ConmtuSf and Prifcian (i) take notice of tlie 
Lybian Fables ; Lucian adds (h) th^ among the jfya- 
Hans there were Men whoTe Bofinefs it was to ex- 
pound Fabks. XocmaUf who in Mahofsfet^s jikeratei^ 
fo highly prais'dy is g^ierally, ^nd with good reafoR^ 
bdiev'd to be jEff the ftmoos FabaHft. Thomas Er^ 
pensus was the firft that trai^ted his Fabks mtp Latin^

Of thia kind is iheHiflory of Hi^a, the Sonof nc4^^ 
of whom ibob prodigioos Fi^oas and monftrons Sto- 
ries ^e labted by ^ieema. Leo j^eanus and Louis 
dtiMarmol teftify» as £ye*witnefles, that the Arabia 
am are fo fond cf Novels, that they celebrate the At- 
chievements of their Suhalul both ki Pn^e and Verfe, 
as our Murofeaas have done thofe of RinaUo ofMw 
t^Uam a^ OrlMuk Fmof: And, without going out 
of Spmn^ ^ofe we caU Cuentos de Fiefas (Okt Wives 
Tal^) are Gei;tain fhort Hovels made up of Enchant- 
ments and hon'iUe Apparitions to i&ighten Children, 
aad are maniftftly of the Growth of Arabia. 

48. In proof (tf this we may iikewift add, that the 
Apfb Books of Chivalry or Kn^ht^Ernintry were wrote 
in Sfaix at the time when the Arabians dwelt there. 
And therefore I can't help thinking Lcpi de W^get fbr- 
gpt himfelf> whni he Aid : (is) They us^d to call No- 
nffb h *^^ ATtfiRtf V^Cuentos : He goes on: Ti&^Cuen- 
tosy «r T^a^ were gotten by Hearty and repeated mt'- 
moriter.' Aitd I dmCt raaetnber tbey 'were ever com* 
mitedfoWritii^. Bat they wave certainly eommit* 
ted to Writing, a«l Lofe nmil h^ve met with them in

Cer^ 
vantis to this adds, following the thread of his Ftc» 
tion, that he got it tranflated oat of Arabtck into Spa^ 
t^/b by a Moor that was Mafter of the Spanifi? : In re-- 
ference to which, he brings in the Batcbehr Bampfom 
Carrafco, fpeaking thus to Don fixate: BUft may 
the Sage Cid Hamet Ben-engeli he^ for enriching tJ^ 
Werld^witb the Hi fiery of our mighty Deeds (n) ; aim/- 
mere than hleft^ that \p) curious Virtuofo^ tjoho tobk car^ - 
tg have it tranflated out of the Arabick into our^uulgar 
Tongue, for the wH'verfal Entertainment of Mankind f 
. 50. And in order to kt it be known that the Tranf- 
lator iikewife made his Remarks, Cervantes^ as a 
Voucher for him, adds in a fort of Parefithefis \Th^ 
Tranflator of this Hiftory tuhen he came to this fiftih 
Chapter fays, that he holds the faid Chapter for Jipo^ 
cryphal, beamfe Sancho Panza talks in a Afferent fort 
of Stile, and ufes another Mode of Locution than ivbat ■ 
migh* be expeSed from one of his mean Farts ; and «r- 
ttrs fuch fuhtil Reflexions and Aphorifms, that he the 
feud franjlator thinks it impojphle for him to know any 
thing of fuch high Matters : But yet he tvou^d not omit 
them, as thinking it his Duty to gi<ve his whole Author, 
and not to leave any thing untranflated that he found 
in the Original. {p)'\ A good Leflbn for fuch Tranf- 
lators as do not know that their Buiinefs is like that 
of Pourtrait-Painters, who deviate froni their Duty, 
if they draw a^Pidure more perfed than the Original : 
I mean only a$^ to the Subjeft-mattcr of the Piece : 
For as to the Stile, every one is to ufe his own Colours, 
and thofe ought to be fuited to the intended Repre- 
fentation. This being fo, I know not how to excafe 
Cervantes, who, in another place, anakes his Tranf- 
lator deficient in his wonted Exadnefs, by feyihg :

Thefe, and the like Artifices are what 
deceive yoQr ordinary Readers ; and fo too does C^r- 
vantes, when he woald make us believe that the Au- 
thor of this Work was an Arabian Hifloriographer^ 
bom in La Mancha \ and the Tranflator a Mo9rifi 
Rabbiy and the Continuation of the Hiftory, by great 
Good-lucky found and purchas'd of a young Lad that 
^vas offering to fell a Parcel of old written Papers to 
a Groom in a Shop on the * Alcana at Toledo. But 
at the tjnie when Cervantes faid this, there was a 
fbong Belief current among the credulous Populace 
that one in Toledo had an uni'verfal Hiftory^ wherein 
every Body found whatever they fought for or deiir*d. 
The Author of if Was fuppos'd to be a very ferious 
grave Perfon. And accordingly that Hiftory which 
treated of all Things^ and a great deal more ; that is, 
more than they defir'd who aik'd any thing of him 
whom they fuppos'd to be the Treafurer of the Eccle- 
£aftical Erudition, I fay, that Hiftory was a Fable 
pregnant with many Fables, which very properly 
might be calPd in French a Romance^ and in good Spa^ 
nijh^ Cuento de Cuentos^ a Tale of Tales : Which were 
fo well received that there came out divers Continuati- 
^ms of them, no lefs applauded than thofe of AmaMs 
4i Qaul^ and what is much worfe, more read, and 
more credited, and as yet not baniih'd, the Almighty 
. seferving the Glory of that for one on whom he (hpu'd 
vouchiafe to bellow fuch Efficacy and Ingenuity, not 
pnly to attack but conquer both the Great Vu%ar and 
^the Small of a whole Nation. But this is not a Sub- 
je£i proper to this Place : And therefore I (hall poU- 
pone it till another Occafion offers. 
, 51. Laftly, Cervantes^ that he may not be guilty of 
what he reproves in other Writers of Books of Chi- 
^valry, and remembring the End he had proposed to 

himfelf, 

■\ * Tbt Exchange. 
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Jiimfelf, of rendring fach Fi^ons ridiailoas and con- 
tefflptible^ makes Don ^ixote^ who like a Mad-man 
was brought home in a Cart, (hut ap as in a Cage, 
i(Mn after recover his Senfes, and fmnkly and Chrif- 
dao-like confefs that all his Actions had been thofe of 
a Mad-man, and the £ife£ls of a diftemper*d Brain, 
aad that he did them out of a Deiire to imitate the 
Knights-Errant, a Species of Mortals pirely ima- 
ginary. 

52. £y what has been faid, the Reader may fee 
bow admirable the Invention of this great Work it. 
The Difpofition of it is no lefs fo ; fince the Images of 
the Perfons treated of h<^d a dtie Proportion, and eadi 
fills the Place that belongs to him. The Incidents are 
fo artfully knit together, that they call upon one ano* 
ther, and all of them fufpend the Attention in fo de* 
lightfal a manner, that nothing remains^ to fatisfy the 

; Mind but the Event, which is equally delightful. 

53. As for the Stile ; wouM to God the Stile now 
inufe on more folemn Occaiions, were as good at 
our Author's ! In it, we fee well diftingnifhM and.ap« 
propriated the diffefent Kinds of fpeainng. Cervan* 
hs only makes ufe of old Words to reprefent old 
Things the better. He introduces very few foreign 
Wor&, and never without an abfolnte Neceffity. He 
has made it appear that the SfamJ^ .T^yngne has no 
need to go a begging to Strainers for Words to ex- 
plain its meaning. ^ In fine, Ctrvantes^s Stile in this 
History op Don Quixote is pure, natnral, well- 
placed, fweet, and fo corrb^, that thei^e are very few 
SpaHt/S!f Writers to compare with him in that rdpedt. 
Well fatisfy 'd of this was Cervantes himftlf^ iince in 
his Dedication of the Second Part of Do/i fixate to 
the Cond^ de Lemos, with an Inimitable Facctionfnefs, 
with which he knew how to cover his own Praifes, he 
iays thus to him : " When, a few days ago^ I fent 
" to your Excellency my Pk^s, printed before they 
** were a6ted, if I don't forget, I faid,^ th^t Don

One asks for it here^ and there '*tisfnatch'*d 
up by another* In a nuord^ *tis efteenid the mofi plea- 
fant and leaft dangerous Dhverfion that e*ver ivas feen, 
as being a Book that does not betray the leaft indecent 
Exprejfiony nor fo much as a profane Thought, Mock 
reafon therefore had Sancho Panza to make this Pro- 
■phecy : («) P/l lay i you a IVager^ quoth Sancho> that 
before ive be much older^ there nuill not be an Inn, a 
Hedge-Tavern^ a blind ViSlualling'Houfe^ nor a Bar* 
her^S'Shop in the Country, but ijuhat ivill ha've tbt 
Story of our Li*ues and Deeds pafted and painted along 
'the Walls. Accordingly we have feen this come to 
pafsy and much more ; for not only in Taverns, and 
private Houfes are the Books of Don ^uix4tt to be 
found, but in the choiceft Libraries, wh^fe Owners 
are proud of having the iirft Editions of it. The moft 
eminent Painters, Tapeftry-makers, Engravers and 
Sculptors ^re eniploy'd in reprefenting his Hiftbry, to 
adorn, with its Figures, the Houfes and Palaces of no- 
ble Lords and great Princes. Cervantes^ even in hit 
Life-time, obtained the Glory of having his Work re- 
ceive the Royal Approbation. As King Philip III. 
was (landing in a Balcony of his Palace at Madrid, 
and viewing the Country, he obferv'd a Student on the 
-Margin ^ the River Mantcanares reading 111 a Book, 
and from time to time breaking off and knocking his 
Forehead with the Palms of bis Hands, with extraor- 
dinary Tdcens of Fleafure and Delight, upon which 
the King faid to thofe about him ^ That Scholar is ei- 
'ther mad, or reading the Hiftory of Don Quixote. 
The King was prefently made acquainted by the 
Courtiers, that That was really the Book he was read- 
ing:

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ing : For Courtiers are very forward to recommend 
them&lves to their Mafter^s Favour, by taking all Op<^ 
portumties of flattering his Judgiftent in thii^s of lit* 
tie Concern. But none of them all would folicite % 
moderate Penfion for Cem;antis to keep him from 
ftarving t And therefore I don*t know well how to 
take t^t Parable of the Emperor of Ckima. It is cer* 
taiQ» Cervantis, while he liv*d, wa& very much obligVi 
to Foreigners, and but very Iktle to Spaniards., The 
former praisM and honoured him without Meafure. 
The latter not only made no account of him» but de- 
fpbM him, nay abus*d him with Satire and Imredivt 
both poblick and private. . 

57. That this Truth may not be left to the Rea- 
der's Courtefy to believe as much or as little of it as 
be pleafes, let us produce our Vouchers. The Lis 
centiate Marguex Torres in the Approbation fign'd by 
him, and prefixed to the Second Part of the Hifbry 
of DoM Quixote, after a moft juft Cenfure of the bad 
Books of his Time, has thcfe Words : «* Very dif- 
" ferent Sentiments have been entertain'd of Michael 
•' ili Ctmjafites'z Writings, as well by our own Na^ 
** tion, as Strangers ; for the latter croud to fee, as 
^ they wou'd a Miracle, the Author of Books whick 
'* Spain^ France, lialy^ Germany, and Flanders have 
** receivM with genend Applaufe, as well on account 
'* of their Decorum, Proprie^ and Decency, as the

59. HaWng giren an Account of the Entertainment 
oor Author and his Work met with bot^ in Spain and 
io foreign Countries, we will now fee what End he 
<eOt us he proposM to hinifelf in writing it.: And this he 
intimates to us two ways, pofitively and negatively, l^ 
telling us. How it is wriuen, and how it '\% not wrk- 
te: All which is contained in the above approbation 
(or Cenfure) of this Second Part equal in every rt- 
fped to the Firft, confidering the Difficulty there is 
in carrying on a Fidion, alrouly fb perfect, as to be 
reckoned hsq>pily finifh*d and completed^ / do not 
fnd in it ((ays the above Cenfor) any thing unbecoming 
a zeaieus Chrifiian^ or contrary to thg Re^& due to 
moral Virtues, and the Excellence of a good Example :

6i. More nettled was Cervantes at another Enemy 
of his Don ^ixote ; for he defcribed him fo to the 
Life^ that one may eafUy perceive how highly he was 
provoked. All that's known of this Perfon is^ that he 
was a Monk; but not what Monk, or of what Or- 
der; and fo we may e'en give a Copy of his Figure 
here i fyj The Duke and Dut chefs came as far as thi 
Door of the Hall to receive him (Don Quixote) and 
njoiih them a grave Clergyman, one of thofe that ojfumi 
$1 govern Great Metis Houfes, and who, not being * no- 
hly horn themfelves, don't know how to infiruSl thofe that^ 
an J but tvould bavi ihi Liberality of the Great mea* 
fured by the Ndrrovsnefs of their ovun Souls, making 
tbo/e <ivhom they govern ftingy^ vohen tbey pretend to teach 
*em Frugality. One of thefe in all likelihood was this 
grave EccUfiaftick, who came with the Duke to receivi 
Don Quixote. The Reception of Don ^ixote by the^ 
Monky and his fnappifh fhocking Carriage towards 
him, will be feen at full in the Book it fdf. And fo 
leaving the Cenfures which are occultand fecret, we will 
now fpeak of thofe which were open and barefaced. 

62. The firft Part of the Hiftory of Don ^ixoti 
being publi(h*d, as we faid; and fo well received, and 
fo often printed, and reprinted, there was not wanting., 
in Spain a Perfon thai out of Eiivy to Cervantes*s Re- 
putation, and Covetoufnefs to make a Gain of his 
Books, prefumptuoufly took upon him to write and 
. publi(h a Continuation of this inimitable Hiftory, even 
in the Author^s Lif^-time, and while he was preparing 
his Second Part for the Prefi.. The Title he gave his 
Book was this :

Info- 
much that having been reprinted at Madrjd in 1614, 
now (af/«. in 1732) 118 Years ago, no Man of Senfis 
or Tafte has valuM it any other than as wade Paper. 
In 1 704 was printed at Paris a Book call'd a Tranfla- 
thn of this Work in the French Tongue \ But the Dif- 
'poihicm and Order is alterM, many things left out, and 
many more added; and thefe have indeed broi^ht 
fome little fiiare of Credit to its &il Author. 

66. He cou*d conceal his Name^ but not his Ma- 
lice, nor his ^^arice ;. having had the Inrolenc4e, in 
his Preface, to exprefs himfelf in thefe Terms : Het^e 
is continued the Hijtory of Don Quixote de la Mancha 
• with tbi fame Autboriiy <with ivhicb Michael de Cer- 
.vantes Saavedra bega,\i it, together *witb a Copy of au-

Lopi di Vtga was in hia Time, and even 
at this Time, the Prince of the Spanijb Drama^ To 
ceniiire a Writer of his ReputaticHiy is, as k yi/txt, a 
kying Hands on a facred Perfon. 

6o. But Lope who knew himfelf to be but Fleii 
and mood any more than other Writers, like « w^ 
Man took in good Part the Cenforee paGM upon him 
.with Truth and a good Intention, and endeavour^ to 
make Advantage of, and improve by, the Knowledge 
of his Errors. In proof of this, let it Aiifice to relate 
the very Thing which gave Occafion to this ill- judging 
jfmrgofiiaH Author to complain fo mal*a-propos, and to 
rail fo much as be does. 

70. Lope de Vega was found fault with by many for 
C(mip<^ng Plays not adjufted to the Rules of Art. I 
hold it for certain that Cervantes was one of his 
Ibon^eft Cenfurers. Lopi made it his Bufinefs to excufe 
himielf the beft he cou*d, which was» by imputing 
many of his Faults and Negligences to his being forc'd 
to humour the People j and &eing himfelf hard preft». 
he ftuck not to affirm. That the new Circumilances of 
the Times required a new fort of Comedies: As if 
the Nature of Things were mutable by any Accidoit 
whatfoever. The Controverfy rofe io high that the 
Poetic Academy of Madrid orderM Lope de Vega to> 
write down and fet forth what he had to fay for hisk- 
fclf. Upon which he wrote a Difcourfc (in Verfe) in- 
tituled, 4 new Art of writing Plays fir the'prefint Tifne\, 
Being a frank open-hearted mgenoous Man he confefs^d

Here we have Lope deVega owning the Charge 
before the Year i6o2« for in that Year he printed his 
Vew Arty if an Academical Difcourfe fo contrary r6 
it, may deferve that Name. Let us now fee how juft; 
and how moderate Cervantes was in the Cenfure he 
pais*d on the bad Comic Writers of his Time, not od 
Lope de VegOy for whom he had a due Refped, con- 
tenting himfelf with only reprehending (without 
naming him) the very Thing he publickly confeft him- 
felf Guilty of. ^ This Difcourfe of CemmnUs is in my 
Opinion the happieft he ever writ; and therefore I am 
ccmfident the Reader will not be difpleas'd if I re- 
peat it here. I take it for granted, Cervantes means 
no. body but himfelf by the Canon oiToledo^ who(e 
PeHbn he aflumes, and in whofe Name he Addreiles

93. Far from taking upon |ne to decide fo nice a 
Qjcftion,, I (hall l?t Cer'vantes dp it himfelf, \jfho \ 
^hg heafd the Judgnfieiit whiqh fome had antici-. 
patcly made^ introduced , the fpllowiijg Copvcrfatioiij

Let Mr. Moor take care how be goes to 
Work ; for, my Life for his, 1 and my Mafter will^fiock 
him withfuch a heap of Stuff in matter of Adventures 
and odd Chances, that he vnll have enough not only to 
write a Second Part, but an Hundred. The poor 
Fellow, belike, thinks we do nothing butfleep on a Hay

Such therefore as (ay. that Cervantes in^iis 
Second Part has not equall'd himfeir* wou'd do well to 
confider whether their Opinion does not arife either 
from the Tradition of thofe who are fo enamour *d of 
the Firft Partf as to think it incapable of a Secondi or 
elfe from their want of Sagacity w^ich makes *em re- 
gret in this latter the mifs of thofe very things which 
Cervantes himfelf confeft were, in the former, either 
Defedls of Art or Liberties of the Artift, in order to 
give hift own Fancy an Airing and divert that of the 
Reader. 

94. Amidfl fo many and fuch juft Commendations 
both on account of Cervantes^ % admirable Invention, 
prudent Difpofition and Angular Eloquence; as a Wri- 
ter is but one, and his Readers many, and an. Author*) 
Thoughts being taken up in inventing, he fometimes 
is carry'd away by the Vivacity of his Fancy : And this 
being over-fruitful, the very multitude of Circam- 
itances does it felf often occaiion them to difagree 
with each other, and not co incide exadlly with the 
Time and Place wherein they are fcign'd to be tranP- 
afled $ it is not much to be wonderM at if Michael de 
'Cervantes is fometimes found tardy in point of Pro- 
bability and Chronology : In which he is not alone, bat 
« has Companions enow, ev^n as many as have liitherto 
publiihM any Works of a difFufive Invention ; for in 
all fuch there are the like Overfights to be met with. 
Of this Cervantes himfelf was very fenfible, for having 
been cenfurM for (bme things he had written in his 
First Part, he own'd his Negligences in the Third 
and Fourth Chapters of his Ssco n d Part, where he 
retradled many of his Errors with the fame Frankne& 
with which he confeft them, and endeavouf*d to var- 
i)i(h over others with fuch ingenious Excufesas make 
his very Apology a new and glorious fort of Conf<;f- 

fioa. 
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ion. In (korty kis Genius was of fo noble and ge* 
nerous a kind» that were he now*alive» and new Cen*' 
fures were pail upon him, had they been juft and well 
grounded, he would certainly have thought himfelf 
beholden to the Authors of them. 

95. Notwithftanding I am one oi Cer^antes*^ greateft 
Admirers, nay the rather becaufe I am fo, I will be 
bold to iay that in fome Inftances he has exceeded the 
limits of Probability, and even touched the Bordem 
of a manifed Faliity. For in the famous Combat be* 
tween him and the Bifcai^an^ fuppoiing that Don ^ixoU 
fet upon him with a full Refolution to kill him, it is 
by Bo means likely that the Bi/cayau^ who muft have 
^ Left hand ingagM in the Reins of the Mule, (hou'd 
have time not only to> draw his Sword with his Rights 
bat to fnatch a<}ufhion out of the Coach to ferve 
him inftead of a Shield, fince thofe who were in the 
Coach muil naturally be fuppos'd to be fitting upon 
it, and if they were not, fUU 'tis difficult to conceive 
how the Bifcayan cou'd take the Cuihion fo exped^ 
tiouily, cockering with what Fury Doh fixate ruiht 
upon him. 

96. Neither does it feem to me a whit more likely

As if a variety of Quotations argu'd any thing more 
than a tumultuary confused reading, or the thumbing 
over a Common place-book. Others as impertinently 
diruft their Citations into the Work it felf, imagining 
that if they quote Flato or AriftotUy the Readers will 
be fo foolilh as to think they have read them. Others 
having fcarce faluted the Latin Tongue, value them- 
felves much upon their coming out now and then with 
their fine Latin Phrafcs.

134. Thefe Writifs therfefbre, and fuch like, are 
thofe whom Cii^anta feftfeAs updn, wheto he fays in 
his Ptefeteth^ arc very anxrous to -procure Apord'- 
bations firotn tjeir Friends,' dr to make them themfcrves, 
the better to fatisfy their "own Ambition of Applaufe* 
Tho* fome grave, fober Writers, who know how 
great an Effeft an extrinfic Authority will wcwrk upon 
fcalf-witt^ People, do fometimes fufFer themfelves to 
be carryM away either by a Thirft. after Gtery , or in 
Compliance with the Intreaties and Courtefy of theilf 
Friends, and are diefflfelyes'th* Cojtiers of the Enco- 
miums that are made on their own Performances : As 
I (afye^ to have been the Cafe of Father Joht di Ma- 
rtana in almoft all his Works, ^nd of drvantes him- 
fclf in his Second Part of />wr fixate de la Maneba. 

135. Befides Writers, not ev'n Readers have been 
exempted from our Author's Cenfure. Among others 
I am not a little pleasM with that he made on thofe 
who write down ridiculous Notes in the Margins of 
theit Books, fiich as that marginal Nbte written ift 
the Arabian Hiilory, which when eatpounded in Spa'-- 
»!>& ran thus: (n) 7)&w Dulcinea del Tobofo, y^ iwtf»f 
times fpoken of in ibis Hifi$ryy bad tbe beft Hand at 
fonjodering Pork, of any Woman in all La Mancha. 

136. Not only thofe who write and read amifsri 
met with his juft Reprimands, but Ukewife thofe who 
fpeak amifs. And this I think he had an Eye to in 
Aofe words of the Bifcayner: (0) Get gone tbou Knigbt, 
and De«uil go witb tbou i or hy be nvbo me create f-'^ 
if tbou do not leave Coacb, I 'will kill tbou, as fure at 
I is a Bifcayner. Don ^ixote, who made fhift to un- 
derftand him well enough, very calmly made him thii 
Anfwer. fFert tbou (p) a Knigbt or Gentleman^ ah 
tbou art not, e*er tbis 1 <would ba<ve cbaftis^d thy Folly 
and Temerity y tbou inconfiderable Mortal.

much a Language is dis^figared, and the Senfe con- 
founded, by a tranfpos'd and difturbM placing of the 
Words : a Fault common to all old Books written in 
Sfanifh, as more immediately fucceeding to the Latin 
Origin : a Fault likewife which Cervantes himfelf is 
sot free from in his Galatea i which yet maybe 
avoided by following the Cuflom of fpeaking : But as 
this Cuftom is not founded on a perfect Analogy, hot 
has for Rules meny Irregularities, hence it proceeds 
that there's no fpeaking or writing with an ^xsH ?to* 
priety, without having thoroughly fludyM the Gram- 
mar of our Mother Tongue, as was the pradUcc of 
the Greeks and Romans, Nations which fpoke the beft 
and moft accurately of any in the whole world. But 
iince this is not the Ufage in Spain, there have been 
hut very few that have written with Purity and Cor- 
re£biefs. 

137. I omit that Cervantes would likewiie teach as 
by the Mouth of Don ^ixote, that a Country or Pro- 
vince may. have its Privileges and Immunities, with- 
out Diflindion of Perfons ; and that true Nobility, in 
the Opinion of all Mankind, confifts in Virtue, and 
that thofe will always be moft glorious who make 
themfelves illuftrious by Worthy, Generous and He- 
roick Adions. Upon which Subjed in another place, 
(q) he makes an excellent Difcourfe, fhewing the 
dHFerence between fome Knights and Gentlemen, and 
other Knights and Gentlemen ; as likewife upon Fa- 
milies, Deifcents and Lineages. And Cid Hornet laughs 
gt the (pretended) Gentility of Maritornes, a common

This Satire is very fevcre, and 
requires a particular attention. Cervantes admirably 
well iets out a falfe HumaniH (one whom we com- 
monly call a Pedant) and makes him draw two (f) 
very pleafant Pidures of himfelf, in which he exhibits 
a moft ridiculous Idea of his own Works : This occa- 
fions Don ^ixote to fay ; But, under favour. Sir, pray 
tell me, fbould you happen to get a Licetife to puhlifh your 
Books f nvhich I fomeivhat doubt, fVhom voill you pitch 
ttponfor your Patrons P Oh, Sir, anf^werd the Author^ 
thtre are Lords and Grandees enovo in Spain, fure, thai 
1 may Dedicate to. Truly, not many, faid Don Quixote ; 
there are, indeed, feveral vjhofe Merits deferve the, 
Praife of a Dedication, but very fevj fivhofe Purfes vjiit 
revoard the Pains and Civility of the Author, 1 mufl 
confefs, J knov) a Prince (a Compliment to Don Pedro 
Fernandez de Caftro^ Count of Lemos) luhofe Generofity 
may make amends for what is vaantinz in the refi ; and 
that to fuch a degree that fl^ould I make by Id to 
gome to Particulars, and f peak of his Great Merits, it 
voould be enough to fir up Envy in many a noble Breafl% 
Of long (landing therefore, and as it were hereditary, 
m Spain, is the little Notice taken of, or rather the 
Contempt (hewn to great Writers. For which reafoii 
one has fought for a M^cenas out of it : And another 
being a(kt, why he repented of having done honour

reprefenting the Idea of a troublefome Talker like 
thofe we meet with every Day. (») And becaufe in 
'Company and Converfe of Mankind, there is no^eater 
Impertinence than that of a Ceremonious Perfon, who 
jpretends to be more mannerly and well-bred than or- 
dinary, the Aim of that Story is levellUi at the Error 
of thofe who fondly imagine the very EiTence of good 
iManners, to conM in a ibrid Obfervance of fudi 
JFooleries. 

140. Neither did Cervantes approve of Clergymen^'s 
llording it as they do in Noblemen^s Families : and 
againft this he made (x) a flrenuous Ser-mon, 

141. Cer-vantes v/Bs greatly offended at the Infe- 
rence of the Players of his Time, e^ecially the King^s 
Players, who were in fuch high Favour at Court, and 
ihad fuch IntereR in Great Men^s FamHies, that they 
wou'd fometimes commit Murder, and yet go unpuniiht, 
jnfomuch that they were become a publick Nuiiance. 
(y) He accordingly fets 'em forth in their proper 
Colours. 

142'. Neither did the Diftribution of Governments 
and Offices of Judicature go uncenfured by our Au- 
thor. And therefore he makes Don ^ixote (sLy, {for none 
but a Madman or an Ideot dare to fay fuch Thin^

And now Im fpeaking of Governors, I can't 
but uke notice of what Sancho faid when (bj they, 
were talking with the Dutchefs, what they fliou'd do 
with Dapple,, whether he fhou'd be left behind or go- 
along with hb Mader Sancho to his Government, Jdad^ 
Madam, faid Sancho, J have knov^ more Affes thaw 
one go to Governments before nov;, therefore ^tvuill be n^ 
nevo Thing for me to carry mine* The fame Sancho [e) 
argues very fhrewdly in the. Matter of Hunting, whichi' 
hedenys to be fit for any but idle Companions, and. 
not at all for Governors who (hould be better employ 'd^ 
confirming his Opinion by natural reafon. tlie fame 
which mov'd the wife King Alphonfo to fay, [d) Thai 
he ought ff9/ (fpeaking of a King) to be at fuch Ex^^

144. Only as for what concerns Don Quixote, I 
can*t pafs over in filence that they are very much mi- 
ilaken who take Don ^ixote de la Mancba to be a 
Keprefentation of Charles the Vth, without any other 
Foundation than their fancying it to be fo, or their 
defiring it ibould be fo. Cervantes revered, as he 
ought, the Memory of a Prince of fo many and fodi 
Heroick Virtues i and he oftentimes mentions him 
with the greatefl Relped. No lefs miHaken are fach 
as imagine our Author, to have drawn, in Don ^ix- 
otff the Pidure of Don Franci/co Gomgx de Sandoval i 
Roxas, then Duke of Lerma, afterwards Cardinal- 
Pricft, with the Title of San Sixto, by cledlion of 
Paul V. the 26th of March, 16x8. This Thought I 
iay is by no means to be credited ; -for the Duke of 
Lerma being then Prime Minifter, Cervantes woa'd 
not have dared to have made fo flagrant a Mockery 
of him, which might have coil him fo dear; nor 
wou'd he have dedicated the Second Part of it to the 
Conde de Lemos, an intimate Friend of the Duke*s. 

145. To go about to fpeak of the Tranflations 
which have been made of the Hiftory of Den ^ixoft, 
would be enlarging too much on this Sul}je£l. I ihalt 
only fay, in order to fatisfy in fome meafure the Ca- 
riofity of the Readers, that Lorenzo Framtofiniy aTlo- 
rentioe, a Man that greatly lov'd and well deferv'd of 
the Spanijb tongue, tranflatcd.it into Italian, and pub- 
Uibedit at Fenice^ Axmo 1622^ omitting the VeHes, 

. which 
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which being afterwards done by Alexandra Adtmaro^ 
a Florentine likewife, he a fecond Time publilh'd the 
fame Tranflation, at Venice^ Anno 1625, in 8vo. 
printed for Andres Bala, I owe this Knowledgje to 
Don Nicholas Antonio^ and read it in his Afuntamientos 
Manufcritos (his Manufcript Notes) where he fays he ' 
had received his Information from Florence, from his 
Friend Antonio Magliabequi, The fame Hiftory was 
tranflated into French, and publilh'd at Paris in 1678^ 
in 2 Vol. in I2ves. afterwards in Eni^UJb and other 
Languages. But there^s as much Difference between 
the Original and the' Tranflationa, as between real 
Life and a Figure. Don fixate feid, nor did he fay 
ainifs : {e) That Tranjlating out of one Language int0 . 
another t unUfs it be out of the learned Tongues, the Greek 
tfW Latin, is juj^ Hie looking on the nvrongfdeofa 
tlemifb Tafefryy where tho^ the Figures may be feem, , 
jet are the f full of Threads and Ends which hide their 
Beautf, that appears with Plainnefs and Smoothnefs on 
the other Side. He added. That tranjlating out of eafy 
Languages argues neither Wit nor Stile, no more than 
Cofytttg out of one Paper into another : As for the latter 
Part of this Period relating to Tranflating out of Eafy 
Languages, this muft be underflood of thofe Book» 
who(e chief perfefiion confifb not in Stile, for when 
the Beauty of Didtion runs thro' a whole Work fa 
confpicttoufly and advantageoiifly as in this of Don 
Sluixote, it is impoffible for a Tranflation to keep up 
to the Original. It may not be amifs, upon this oc- 
cafion, to relate a true Story. It is well known in 
England how ingenious and celebrated a Poet Mr* 
Row was* He went one Day to pay his Court to the 
Earl of Oxford, Lord High Treafurer of England, who 
afkt him if he underflood Spanijb well? He anfwerM, 
No> he did not ; but, thinking that his Lordfhip mieht 
intend to fend him into Spain on fome Honourabie 
Cdmmiffion, he prefently added, that in a fhort Time 
lie did not doubt he fhouM be able both to under- 
hand it and fpeak it : The Earl approving of what he., 
G 4 laid» 

Ce} Partll€h..6t^ 
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faid, Mr. Row took his leave, and immediately re- 
tired out of Town to a private Country-Farm. As he 
was a Perfon of quick Parts, within a few Months he 
learn't the Spanijb Tongue, and thien Waited again on 
the Earl, to give him an account of his Diligence. 
My Lord alking him if he was fare he underftood it 
thoroughly, and Mr. Row anfwering in the AfErma- 
tive, the Earl burft into an Exclamation : Ho<w Happy 
are Touy Mr. Row, that can enjoy the pleajure of Read- 
ing and Vnderfiandhtg the Hijory of Doil Quixote in 
tht OTtginal! The Poet remained no lefs confounded 
at thefe Weds, than the Memory of C«rt;tf«/fj wa*

thee, thou canft in no *wife make a Ragoo of Gibblet^ ; ; 
hecaufe they have neither Feet^ nor Head, nor Inwa^ds^ > 
nor any Thing like Vw. / mean, that the Amorous Ex"

As for all the reft we clearly underftand the Mo- 
tive Cervantes had to call his Novels by the name of 
Exemplary, Notwithftanding all this, the Slanderous 
Arragonian began his Prologue or Preface in this Man- 
ner: The whole Hiftory of Don Quixote being as it 
tvere a Comedy, it neither can nor ought to go ivithout a 
Proloxjue: And therefore this Second Part of his At- 
ehievements is ujheredin by One not fo Cackling, nor Af- 
fronting to the Reader, as that which Michael de Cer- 
vantes' Saavcdra prefixt to his fir ft Part, and of a much 
more humble Nature than that with which he feconded 
it in his Novels, which are rather Satyr teal than 
Exemplary, 

150/ Let us not mind his beftowing on a Preface lb 
jttftly admir'd the Epithet of Cackling, thereby com* 
^ring his Lnpertinence with Cervantcs^s excellent 
Performance. Neither let us heed his talking of Cer- 
lutntes^s affronting his Readers in a Prologue^ wherein 
there's not the leafl Word faid againfl 'em. What 
irext this Envious Man was Cervantes^ faying he was 
tlie firfl th^t Inventeci and writ Novels in the Spawjh 
Tongue. Let's hear what Louis Gait an de Voxmediam 
lays: In ^he Pref^ice to his Trahflation of the Firi 
Part of the hundred Novels ofM, Jo^ Baptifl Gindoo 
Cinthio, primed at Toledo by Pedro Rodriguex, Anno 
1590. in ^to. fpeakirig of Npvels ftrifUy fiich, that 
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h to fay, if I take him right, certain FiSions o/Lonji- 
tid'ventures^ tvritten in Pro/e and artfully confrpv*d ti 
ii'vert andinfiru^ tht Readers, according t(y the learned 
Huetiush definitidnj he proceeds t\i}X%', Aitkl*' hitherto 
this fort of Booh ha*ve been but little known in Spain 
for ivant of tranflaiing tbofe of Italy etnd France; yet 
it may not be long e*er fgmebody nvill take a fancy ta 
Tr an/hit e ^em for their Dit^erfum^ nay ferbafs^ ftncf 
they fee '>«r fo much admir*d Abroad, they may do *wbat 
no Spaniard ever yet attempted i that is, comfofe Noveik 
of their <nion. Whitb ifonCe th^ bend^ their Mnds to^ 
they ivill perform better thAn either the ¥iaidck or Itt^ 
Bans, efpecially in fo fortunate an Age as the prefent. 
And it fell out accordingly ; for C&vantes wrote jfoni^ 
Novels with that Ingenuity, Wit, Judgment and Ele« 
gancc as may vie with the Beft« not confining the name- 
of Novel to Amorous fables; but taking for bit Sub- 
jed any Thing that is caj^able of divertmg his 'Readerar 
Minds without endangering their MonSs. Lopi- de 
Vega was fo far^ from cbritradidting tbiy that hi^h^i 
fore had conitne^idctf tfcfc InVention^ Gftie^* afid^S^^ 
of Cer'VUtftes, when iit His Dedialtioh' tc^ hts« FJrft Nb- 
vel heVaid-^fi^f(?n Spain) are Books e/* Novbls|. 
fame tranflatedfr<mthe ItalianSj dnd'vtbery^f Spaniflr

PH ROSIN A are both written in Profe. Of the Cfe lbs- 
tin a the' learned Author of the Dialogue of the Lan- 
guages fays, tliat excepting fome Words improperly 
ufed, and fome other Lat^n ones, it is his Opinion, 
There^s no Book ivritten in the Spanifh Tongue, ivherein 
the Language is more natural, more proper, or more ele* 
gant. And fince hini, Cervantes hzsidAd, (I) that it 
was a Book in his Opinion Divine, had it /poke more 
covertly of Things Human: Both of 'em Judgments, 
whick according to mine, totally quadrate likewife 
with The Euphrosina. However, I can't but own 
that amidft the Purity of Stile in this latter, there are 
Abundance of Pedantic Alluiions which greatly clo/ 
the Tafte of the Readers. 

152. That Novels fhou'd be Comedies, is not hiuch ; 
fince a Novel being a Fable, it is neceflary it (hou'd 
be fome one of the Species of Fable, and in my Judg- 
ment it may be any of 'em, as may be obferv'd in the 
fubfequent Induction; wherein I (hall make ufe of the 
Examples of Qervantes fo far as they reach the Cafe, 
to the intent that it may b^ feen that he was a perfect 
Mafter in almpft all the Species or Kinds . of Fabulous 
Compofition. 

153. All Pa*le is Fi6Uon, and all Fidtion is Nar- 
ration, either of Things which have not happenM, but 
were poffibleand might bave happen''d ; or of Things 
whicd never, happen'd, nor were pofEble to happen. 
If the Narratipn is of Things merely poiEble, and 
due Regard be had %o the Likenefs and Proportion 
between the Thing feigned and- the Thing defign'd to 
biS inculcated, it is caJl'd a PARAEtE, of which the 
IJtoly Writings are full, as like wife the Book composed 
by flic Infante Don John Manuel in his incomparable 
CoNDj£ LucANO|L.^ 4nd if we' regard the Invention, 
it is.fill'd ^*>(9y£L : k Name,\yhich in this Significa-

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tjon is not very ancient in Spain. But if tHe Narrjpr 
tion is of impoi&ble Things, it i% called an Apologue^ 
fuch as the Fables of JEsop and of Phjedkvs. h 
which fort q£ Compofuion we are to take notice, that 
tho' the Hypcthefis Se impoffible, when once its Agents 
or Parties arc fuppos'd to exift, the Propriety and 
Cuiloms of the Peribns feigned mud be obferved witlr 
Verifimilitudc, keeping dofe to the Nature of Things 
throughout the whole. This Invention is of fo great 
Ufe and Benefit, that we find it pradis*d in the Holy 
Scripture : for in the (m), Book of Judges wc read that 
the Trees held a Confultatioh to chufe a King over 
them. Some of whom refus'd to accept of the Roy- 
alty : The Olivc-Trce,^ bccaufe he would not leave 
his Fatnefs ; the Fig -Tree, becaufe he would not for- 
fake the Swcetnefs of his Fruit ; the Vine, becaufe he 
would not leave his Wine, which was fo cheering : 
3ut when the Trees came to the Bramble and made the 
iame Offer, the Bramble not only accepted of \ty but 
threatened, in cafe they did not make him King, he: 
wou'd fet fire to the Cedkrs of Lebanon. We likewifr 
read in the Fourth Book of Kings y (») that Jehoa/h King 
of Ifrael fent to Amasciab King of Judab,. that he 
fhould content himfclf with the Viftories he had ob- 
tained, and tarry at home and not meddle any further 
to his hurt, for fear That fhould befal him which had 
beOi^ the ThifUe which fent to the Cedar that was in 
Lebanon, demanding his Daughter in MaiViage for his 
(the T^iftle^s) Son : and at the time that he was making 
this Propofal, pafTed by a wild Beaft that was in Z.^-'* 
/w«Mr, and trod, down the ThifUe, whilft with fo. 
much Arrogance he was afpiring to t^ joint Pather- 
i^rlaw with the Cedar. This beinc; fuppos'd, we may' 
hold for an Apologue The Novfl 6f th^ Docs;; 
wherein Cfra^aA/// introduces an agreeable Dialogue!

.155. The Feigning of Things poflible, either pro- 
|k>res the Imitation of a perfect Idea, the bed that can . 
be conceivM according to the illuflrious Adions which 
are to be heighten'd and made grand ; or an Idea of 
Civil Life, that may more eafily be reduced to Practice ^ 
or elfe of the Defeda of Nature or of the Mind, whe- , 
ther to reprehend them, or to ridicule them, or to re« 
commend them to Imitation ; for the Malignity of hu« 
nan Wit and the Profligacy of fome Men's Principles 
will not ftick even to go that Length. 

156. If the Fable propofes a very perfedl Idea, it 
is c^*d Epopsya, which reprefents in a florid, ma- 
jeftick and fublime Manner the glorious AfUpns of 
Perfons eminent in the Arts of Peace or War, with a 
View to excite Admiration in the Readers Minds, and 
to prompt them to imitate fuch Heroick Virtues. 
Homer % II i a B and On ysse'e are of this nature. 

157. Anterdus Diogenes^ who, as Photius (p)y the 
Patriarch of Conftantinople, conjediures, lived not long 
after Alexander the Greats wrote a Novei of the Tra*^ 
ntels and Loves of Dinias and Dercilis, 'which is a v/-^ 
fihU Imitation of UlyflcsV travels and Amours *witb 

Calypfo. The Novel of the JEtbiopicks, Written by. 
Heliodorus Bifliop of Tricca in Tbejfaly^ was likewifc* 
an Imitation of Homer s OdyJfie\ as well as the Amours, 
of Clitophon and Leucippe lefs chafle than the other : Its 
Author was Achilles Tatius, who, according to Suidas, 
was aifo a Bifliop. And that our Age might not be 
without a Novelift in Homer"* s manner, M. Fenelon, 
Archbifliop of Camhray, wrote with wonderful Inge- 
nuity in a Poetic Stile, The Adventures of Telemachus. ^ 
Laflly, (not to depart from Cervantes) The Troubles 
OF Pbrsiles and Sigismunda are clearly an Imita- 
tion ofHomer^s Odyssb'e 9nd Heliodorus^ s ^thiopjcs, 

which

it the Objeft of his Competition, fo in my Opinion he 
had excelled it, if he had not, out of the overflowing 
df his Wit, intermingled fo many Epifodes which dif 
figure and drown the Conftitntion and Proportion of 
the Members of the principal Fable, fiut then this 
very Faalt has a fingalar Prerogative and Advantage, 
which is, that many of thefe Epifodes are fo many 
Tragedies, where the Aftion is One, and the Perfon 
lUuftrious, and the Stile fuitable to the Grandeur of 
the Adlioii, and nothing wanting to the Compofition 
of a complete Tragedy, but a Dramatick Difpofition,

158. The Fable of Don Quixote de la Man- 
CHA imitates the Iliad : That is to fay, if Anger be 
a Species of Madnefs, in which Cafe I make no dif- 
ference between Achilles Angry and Don Quixote Mad. 
As the Iliad is an Heroick Fable writ in Verfe, fo the 
l^ovEL OF Don Quixote is one in Profc, for Epicks 
may be as nveil lorit in Profe as in Verfe^ as {q) Cer- 
*Oamei fays himfelf. 

159. If a Novel propofes an Idea of Civil-Life 
with its artificial Plot and ingenious Solution, it is a 
Ray, and fuch I take to be almoft all Cervantes^ 
Novels; and many of them have been turned into Plays 
snd really a£ted upon the Stage, after being put into 
a Theatrical Form. 

1 60. If the Life which a Nove l reprefents is Paflo- 
ral, it will be called Eclogue with all the propriety 
of Speech that can be : And fo Cervantes called his 
Galatea. Let us now (ee how well the ignorant 
Arragonian^z Words will fquare. Let him (Jays he 
fpeaking of Cervantes,) he content voith his Galate a, 
and hiir LAYS in Frofe^ for' thefe are the utmoft of his 
Nove ls. I am y^ certain his Oracle Lope de Vega 
would not have faid this, f;nce in his Dedication of 
the Novel Defdiihado Pbr La Honra (tJnfonunate for 
being Honourable) He has declared it to be his Opi- 
BiODi thit Novels have the fame Precepts as Plays.

162. If the Manneri> Cuftoms or Adtictos are ex- 
hibited in a ridiculous Light, the Novel becomes' 
then an Entremes, (an Interlude, or Entertainment 
as we now call 'em) of which kind of Compofition,^ 
as I will ihew in its due Place and Time, Cernjantes has 
left us eight Pieces, and in the Four Novels juft 
now named, there's a good deal of this ; and evea. 
in Don Quixote likewife. 

i6|. Of ^e lewd Models or Patterns of the Vices^ 
rep relenting them as agreeable and pleating, as is faid, 
to hav.e bee A done by the ancient and well loft Siba-

164. But that we may not want any Idea of the 
Fabula (s) Saltica (Saltick Fable) if we may call 
hy that Name, that which is faid to have been invent- 
ed or at leafl made ufe of by our (/) Countryman 
Lucan i CewAtites has left it us in his Littlb 
Gypsy, &c. as he has alfo done of the Fabula 
Psaltica, (u) which we may call Canticles, or, (if 
you will) Sing-fong Fables ; of which 4ind, our Au- 
thor had compofed (as he tells us himfelf in his Veyagi 
to Farnajfuii an infinite Number; among which 
many muft certainly have been anfwerable to the great- 
Befs of his Wit and Genius; and I could my felf point 
out fome incomparable good ones: particularly that 
which begins En la CorU ifta CorUs, is in my Mind 
vaftly pretty. 

165. A fkilfttl Inventor, like Cervantesy knows how 
to make an agreeable mixture of all thefe Species of 
Fables, as well with Regard to the Characters of 
the Perfons^ and the Manners^ as in reiped of the^ 
Stile, by appropriating it to the Subject treated of. 
And hereto alluded the Canon of Toledo, that is, 
Cerwantts himfelf, when he faid: (x) •* Notwith- 
^ (landing all the harm he had fpoken of thofe Boob 
** (Romances or Novels) yet he found one good 
•*. Thing in them, which was, the Subjed they for-

In my Judgment, Cemfanttsh Novels are the teft 
that ever were written in Spain ; as well in Regard to 
the (harpnefs and livelinds of Invention, and the- 
Chaftity of Manners, as for the Art wherewith they are 
difpos*d, and the propriety and fweetnefs of Stile with, 
which they are written.

The Feftivity of Cafleliejo is 
admirable; fo is the Urbanity of Luis Gal^vez de Mont^ 
aivo; the Didion of all thefe, is chafte, intelligible, 
and in all refpc£ls Agreeable. Garcilajfo de la Vega, 
18 the fole Maftcr of Eclogue. Comedy and Trage- 
dy, I fpeak of Elfewhere. Of Lyric Poetry, the Princ^ 
was, he ^at was ib (i. e. the Titular Prince) oi U- 
quilacbo, Don Franeifco de Borgia, who yet, in pow 
of Erudition^ came diort of Don Luis de Gongora; bat 
tho' he verfify'd finely and indeed inimitabl^^ct 
couM not equal him in the Obfervation ot Art and 
Purity of Style. Satire and Hercfjc-Poeiy^'began late 
in Sfain. Dodor Barthoiomeo Leonardo de jfrgen/ola in 
the former (i. ^. Satire) was a ftrift Obfcrvcr of the 
niceties of Art, as being exceeding well vers'd in the 
three Latin Satirifts, Horace, Jwvenal and Perfau, 
whom he rather copy'd than imitated. Don Franeifco 
de ^uevedo was lefs obfervant <^ Art, and was freer 
and indeed more licentious in his Reptehenfions. la 
tYtry Thing he difcover'd a Mafterly Wit : But iahis 
Satyrical and C^n/orious Epiftle againfi the prefent Man' 
ners of the Spaniards ^written to Don Gafpar de Guz- 
man, Conde de OUvarez, he lets us know that had 
he given a Loofe to his natural Genius, he had oat* 
gone the greateft Satyrifts that the World had erer 
produced. As for Heroick Poetry, I chufe rather to

Mr/ of the Magiftrates o/CordovB. ; and the Monferrate 
of Chriftopher de Virvcs, a Valentian Poet. The/e, 
cry^d the Curate, are the heft Heroick Poems nve havi 
h Spanilh, and may vie voith the mbft celebrated of 
Italy. Referve ^em as the moft valstahle Performances 
Vifhich Spain has to hoaft of in Poetry. By the Halfi 
Poet, I take Cervantes to mean Himfelf; for^ in the 
Perfon of Don ^xote, he faid of himfelf: ^fj The 
Author of this Sonnet, to ffeak Truth, feems to hi a 
tokrahle good Poet, or Tve hut little Judgment. And 
he had good Reafon to fay fo ; for according to the 
Teftimony of Mercury himfelf he was an (g) excel- 
lent Inventor, and Invention is the Soul of Poetry. 
In every Thing which he invented, he keeps ftridly 
to the Rules of Propriety and Decorum, (h) But 
as he had not that profound Learning which is requi- 
£te for Heroick Poetry ; and as the Facetioufnefs of his 
Genius could not confine itfelf to the rigid Precepts of 
fo ferious an Art, he modeilly and wifely declines 
calling himfelf a vihole Poet. Nor indeed has he 
giv^n us any Tokens of his being fo, either in his 
Canto of Calliope', (i) or in his Voyage tO 
Parnassus. 

169. This laft Book (written in imitation of Ceefar 
Caporali) feems at firft View to be an Encomium on 
the $pani/Bb Poets of his Time, but it is really a Sa- 
tire on them, as CaporalVs Poem, under the fame 
Title, is on the Italian Poets.

The Second and Third Entertainments are in Verfe; 

This fort of Compofition being 
a lively Reprefentation of any Adioh Whatever, that 
Is capable of being made ridiculous by -Imitation and 
Mockery^ of Confcqucnce thefe Entertainments 
muH be better to fee than to read. And therefore Lopi 
ie Rueda^ who, when living, pcrfedlly charmed the 
Spedlators by his Ading, gives but very little Mea- 
fure to the Readers of thofe Interludes publifhed by 
John de Ttmtmeda^ a noted Vahncian Gentleman, and 
a plaufible Writer in his Time. 

175. The Plays of Cer<vanUs^ compared with 
others more ancient, are much the beil, excepting al- 
ways that of Calisto andMELiBEA, known by the 
Name of Celestina, the Bawd, infamoufly famous 
on more Accounts than one : among others, its being 
never known who firfl conceived the Plan of it, and 
alfo drew the Out-lines in black and white, and began 
to colour it ; and as for him that fini(hM it, the Ba- 
chelor Fernando de Hoxas, he could not equal the fir^l 
Inventor.

Whoever doubts this, let him iirft in- 
form himfelf of the exceeding great Difficulty there is 
in writing a regular Play, by reading ArifiotW^ Po^- 
ticks, and if he does not underftand it in the Origin^

fikat the Reader may remam better infonn'd how m^ach 
tbe Sfaui/S^ ^^^ ^^^ ^^ drvamtit. Jet us hear the 
ilecount which lie (the fole Chronologer thereoQ givJes 
•f the Rife and Progreis of the Spam/b Drama to his 
own Time. In the Pre&ce to (ii& Fiays^ he thus de- 
livers h^mfelf : " I can by no means avoid entreating 
^ the kind Reader to grant me Ivs Pardon and Indul- 
•* gence, if, in this Preface, he jfc^s me a little trsmf- 
•* greffing the Bounds of my nfual Refervedneis. Some 
•« few Days ago, I happened to tie in a Company of 
^ Friends, where the whole Converfation fell upon 
*' Plays and Matters relating to the Stagey which 
^ were (b thoroughly canvafTed, and eveiy thii^ 
'* Theatrical fifted in fo fubtil a manner, that (he 
'' Subjefl feem'd to me impoffible to be extended to

'' of our Difcourfe, we inquirM who it was'that la

But Cer'vantes^s Style is pro- 
per, regularly fublime, modeftly figured, and tempe- 
rately Poetical when he offers at a Defcription. Brief- 
ly, this Work is of a better Invention, more artificial 
Contrivance^ and of a more fublime Style than that of

ment of his domeHic alFairs ; and his curiofity and 
extravagant fondnefs herein arrived to that pitch, that 
he fold many acres of arable land to parchafe books 
of knight errantry, and carried home all he coold lay 
hands on of that kind. But among them all, none 
pjeafed him (o much as thofe compofed by the famous

combats, challenges, wounds, courtlhips, amours^, tem- 
pers, and impoffible abfurdities. And To firmly was he 
Iperfuaded that the whole fyflem of chimeras he read 
of was true, that he thought no hiflory in the world 
was more to be depended upon. The Gd Ruydiasc \ 
he was wont to fay, was a very good knight, but not 
comparable to the knight oi the bumingfword, who 
with a fingle back-ftroke cleft afunder two fierce and 
monftroiis giants. He was better pleafed with Ber- 
nardo del Carpio for putting Orlando the enchanted to 
death in Roncefvalles^ by means of the fame ftratagem 
which Hercules ufed, when he fufiFocated Aniens^ ion 
of the earth, by fqueezing him between his arms. He 
alfo fpoke mighty well of the giant Morgante ; for dio* 
be was of t|ht monftrous brood who are always proud 
and infolent, he alone was aflable and well-bred. But 
above all he was charmM with Reynaldo de Mental- 
*van^ efpecially when he faw him (allying out of his 
caftle and plundering all he met * ; and when abroad 
be feized that image of Mahomety which was all of 
maffive gold, as his. hiflory records. He wou'd have 
given his houfe-keeper, and niece to boot^. for a hxt 
opportunity of handfomly kicking the traitor Galalon h 
In fine, having quite loft his wits, he fell into one of 
the ftrangefl conceits that ever enterM into the head of 
any madman ; which was, that he thought it expedient 
and neceiiary, as well for the advancement of Im own 
fame, as for the public good, that he (houM com- 
mence knight-errant, and wander thro* the worl^ 
with his horfi: and arms» in queft of adventares i and

Ti^e poor 
gentleman already imagined himdfelf at leaft crowned 
emperor of Trapi/onda by the valour of his arm : And 
thus wrapt up in thefe agreeable delufions, and hur- 
lied on by the ftrange pleafure he took in ^em, he 
haflen^d to put in execution what he fo much defired. 
And the firft thing he did, was, to fcour up a fuit of 
armour which had been his great-great-^andfather^s, 
and, being mouldy and rufteaten, had lain by, many 
long years, forgotten in a comer. Thefe he cleanM 
and furbiih*d up the beft he could, but perceived they 
had one grand defe£t, which was, that indead of a 
helmet they had only a fimple morrion or (leelcap : 
bat he dextroufly fupplied this want by contriving a 
fort of vizor of pafte- board, which being fix'd to the 
headpiece gave it the appearance of a complete hel-. 
met^ It is true indeed, that, to try its ilrengtfck and 
whether it was proof againfl a cut, he drew his iword^ 
and giving it two ftrokes, undid in an in^nt what he 
had been a week in doing.

£^ve him : ifor, faid he to himfelfj it is not £t that a

Having given his horfe a name fo much to hiar £i^ 
tf sfa^ifOn, he refolved to give himfelf one. This cdli^ 
fiderati6n took him up eight days more, and at lengtlv 
he thbnght fit to call himfdf Don ^ixen : from 
Whence; as is faid, the Authors of .this moft trae Hi* 
ftory eonclude that his name was certainly ^ixada, 
atoid not ^mrfada, as othei^ woUld have \i. Bat recol- 
leiSing ^at the valbi^us Amaiis^ tAt totitent with the 
Ample appellation of Jmadir, added thereto the name 
df his kingdom and native country, in otder to ren-

NOW thefe difpofitions being made^ he would no^ 
longer defer putting bis defign ia execution ^ 
behig the more ^ongly excited thereto by the mif- 
chief he thooc^t Ua dehy oogafionedio. ^ world :

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{iat\ and fo many were the grievances he propofed to 
redrefs, the wrongs he intended to redify, the ex<>r< 
bitances to corred, the abuies. to reform, and the 
debts to difdiarge. And therdfore, without making 
any one privy to his defign, and without being feen 
by any body, one morning before day (which was 
one of the hotteft of the month of July) he arm'd 
himfelf cap-a-piey mounted lUzimmn^ adjuiled his ill- 
compded beaver, braced on his target >, grafpM his 
lannce, and iflued forth into the fields at a private

their mirth. Bot being in (dme fear <^ a ^eant e- 
quipp'd in fo warlike a manner, he refolv'd to fpeak 
him ^dr, and therefore accofted him thus : If yoor.

doing Aindiy wrongs, folicking fundiy widows, im- 
doing fosne damfels, and bohUing feveial yoHng 
heirs ' ; in fine, making himfclf known to moft of the 
Iribunais and conrtt of judicatare in ^ai/t : and that at 
laft he had retired to this ca^e, where he had lived up- 
on his own means and other peoples, entertaining all 
(cpights-errant, of whatever quality or condition they 
were, merely for the great love he bore them, and that 
they nalght fhue their gettings with him in reqaital ht 
hisgood-wiir. He further told lum, there was no chapel 
in his jcaftle m which to watch liis annour, (for it mi 
been .pttll*d down in order to be rebuilt) however, in 
cafes of neceftty , he knew it might be watched where- 
ever hepleafed, and that he mi^t do it that night ina 
court of the caflle ; and the next day, ifitple^God^ 
the requifite ceremonies fliouki be performed/ in fuch 
manner that he ihottld bedubbVla knight, and foef- 
fedually knighted, that no one in the world cou^d be 
inore fo.

proved hiftory. So that this paflage in Cervantes, which has bj" 
thought very faulty, appears from hence to be not only excufaWc, 
but very judicious, and dire£Uy to his purpofe of expofing thow 
authors and their number^els abfurdities. . 
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to fpecify a thmg fo plain, and fo indifpenfably necef- 
tBoy- CO be carried, as mone^r and dean fhirts, it was 
HOC therefore to be inferred, that they had none: and 
therefore he might be aflbr'd, that all the knights^er* 
rant (of whofe adions there are fdch authentic hifto- 
Ties) did carry their purfes well lined for whatever 
might befal them, and that they carried alfp fiiirts, 
tnd a little box o£ ointment to heal the woands they 
might receive; becanfe there was not always one at 
hand to care them in the fieldis and deferts where they 
fbaght, unleis they had fdme-fage enchanter for their 
friend, to slSBA them inmiediately, bringing fome dam- 
•fel or dwarf in a'doud thro* the air, with a viol of 
water of fach virtue, that, in tailing a drop of it, they 
fhouM inflantly become as found and Whole of their 
bmiies and wounds, as if they had never been hurt : 
but *till they had ^ch a friend, the knights-errant of 
times paft never failed to have thdr fquires provided with 
money and other neceflary * things, fuch as lint and 
£ilves, to cure themfelves with ; and when it hap>pen'« 
ed, that the (aid knights had no fquires (which feH out 
very rarely) they carried all thefe things behind them 
upon ^eir horfes in a very fmall wallet hardly vi£ble, 
as if it were fomething of greater importance; for 
were it not upon fuch an account, this carrying of 
wallets was not currently admitted among knights- er- 
rant : therefore he advifed him, tho* he might com- 
mand him as his godfpn (which he was to be very 
foon) that from thenceforward he fhould not travel 
without money and without the aforefaid precautions >; 
and he would find how ufefol they would be to hisi« 
when he leaft expeded it. Don fixate promifed to 
follow his advice with all punduality ; and now order 
was' prefently given for performing the watch of the 
armour in a large yard adjoining to the inn ; and Don 
^mxote^ gathering all the pieces of it together, laid 
them upon a ciftem that flood dofe to a well : and 
bradhg on his buckler, and grafping his launce, with 
a folemn pace he began to walk backward and for- 
ward before the ciflern, beginning his parade juft as

Don ^ttixote, without fpeaking a word, or imploring 
any body's protection, again let flip his target, ana 
lifting up his launce broke the fecond carrier*s head 
in three or four places. All the people of the inn 
fan together at the noife, and the inn keeper a^ong 
the reft; which Don fixate perceiving, braced on 
hif target^ and laying his hand on his fword, he iaid : 
O qoeen of beauty, the ftrength and vigour of my 
enfeebled heart, now is the time to turn the eyes 
of thy greatnefs toward this ^y captivated knight, 
whom fo prodigious an adventure at this inftant awaits. 
Hereby in his opinion he recovered fo much courage, 
that if all the carriers in the world had attacked him', 
hie would not have retreated an inch. The comrades 
of thofc that were wounded (for they perceived them 
in that condition) began to let fly a fliower of flones 
at Don ^ixote, who flieltered himfelf the be^ he 
coold under his fliield, and durft not ftir from the 
ciftem, left he flionld feem to abandon his armour. 
The hoft cried out to them to let him alone, for he 
ted alrekty told them he was mad, and that he Would 
be acquitted as a madman tho^he fliould kill them all. 
Dm ^xote alfo cried out louder, calling them cowands 
askd traitors, and the lord of the caftle a poltroon and 
a bafe-bom knight, for fuffbing knights-errant to be 
treated in that manner ; and that if he had received th^ 
t^er of knighthood, he would make him (mart for 
Ids treachery : but for you, rafcally and bafe fcoundrels 
(fiud he) I do not value yon a ftraw: draw near, come 
on, and do yourworft; you fliall quickly fee the re- 
wsud you are like to receive of your folly and info- 
lence. This he uttered with fo much vehemence and 
refoladon, that he ftruck a terrible dread into the 
liearts of the aflailants ; and for this reafon, together 
with the landlord's perfuafions, they forbore throwing 
any more ftones ; and he permitted the wounded to be 
carried oiF, and returned to the watch of his armour 
with the &nie tranquillity and fedatenefs as before. 
. Tlie hoft dki not relifli thefe pranks of his gueft, and 
therefore detcnnioed (0 put an end to them by giving

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him the uniucfy order of knighthood out ofhaad, be- 
fore any farther aiikhief (hou'd enfue^ and fo comii^ 
up to hiai» he beggM pardon for the rudenefikthoir 
^ralgar people had been guilty of, without his knowing 
any thing of the matter ; however, he faid« th^ ha( 
hetxi fttfficiently chaitifed for their raihneis. He k- 
|)ealed to him, that there was no chapel in that^aitt^ 
neither was it pece&ry for what remained to hedooe** 
for the whole ftrefs oS being dubb'd a kaight iay ii 
ihe blows on the neck and ihonlders, as he'hiui learn'd 
•i&om the ceremonial of t^ order $ and that it mkhthe 
cfFediudly performed in the middle of a field : mt he 
Jiad already dff(;harged all that belonged to the watch- 
ing of the annouCy . which was fufEciently ptt^xnanc^ ii 
two hours; and therather» fince he had been above 
ibur about it. All which Dan Quixote b^iev'dt and 
iaid, he was there ready toobey him ; anddefiredhitt 
to finifli the bttfinefs with the utnoft difpatcii, beomfe 
if he (bpu*d be aflaulted ag^in, and found himietf dubbed 
a knight, he was refoWM not to leave a foul aUve k 
the cafUe, excf^ tkoit be fiiou'd command him 10 
' fpare for his f^e. The con^ble» thus warned, tiMl 
agpreheafive of what might be the^vent of this refih 
li^ion, pefently bronght the bo(^, in which he enter*d 
the account^ of the fbaw and barley^ he fumiOiM to the 
xarrier^, and with the two abovefiiid damielt (a bof 
carrying an end of candle before them) came where 
Jhn ^ixofe was, whom he commanded to kneel ; and 
J^adiqg in bis manual (as if he had been ^i^^ f<M 
devout prayer) in the midft of the rwuUng he lifted 
up his hand, and gave him a good bk>w on ttenapt 
of the neck, and after that with his (Hvn 6void a hatd* 
fome thwack on the ihoolder^ (liU muttering betweel 
his teeth as if he was praying. This done, he order'4 
one of the ladies to gird On his fword, which ibe ^ 
with the moft obliging freedom, and diiiaretion tee,^ 
which not a little was needful to keep them frMi 
burfh'ng with laughter at every period af the ccffflne* 
^'es ; but indeed the exploits they had abeady fern ear 
new knight perform kept their mirth withtn beoalk' 
^ girdif^.on. the iWord. the ^qod hiy fcW: (ki 
• -. * . . w« 
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make yoa a fortfinate knight, and give you (uccds in 
battle-; Ihn Quixote aficM her name, that he might 
know from thenceforward to whom he was indebted for 
the ^ivouf received ; for he intended her a ihare of the 
hoaoar he fhould acquire by the valour of his arm. 
She reply 'd with much humility, that fhe was called La 
^olofoy and was a coblcr's daughter of Toledo^ who 
liv^ at the Kttlc (hops of Sancho hien a^a j and where-^ 
ever Ihe was, fee would ferve and honour him as her 
lord. Z>^ ^ixote then defir'd "her, for his fake, 
thoiceforward to add to her name the Don, and td 
eall hcrfelp DonHa T^ohfa, which &e promifcd to do. 
The other bucldcd on his fpurs ; with whom he hd3 
almoft. ^ fatne kind of dialogue as he had 4one with 
her companion : he a&cd her name alfo, and flie faid 
fhe was called La MoHnera^ and was daughter of an 
hoheft miller oi Antequera. Don Quixote intreated hcf 
afe to add the Don, and call herfelf Dp^v^ Molinera^ 
mkm^ her frefli offers of fcrvice and thanks. 

Thus the never-till then-feen Ceremonies being 
hazily difpatch'd, Don ^ixote, who was impatient tb 
(ee himfclf on horfcback, and (allying out in queft of 
adventures, immediately faddled Rozinante, and em- 
bracing his hoft, mounted, and at parting faid fucii 
ftrange things to him, acknowledging the favour of 
dubbing him a knight, that it is impofSble to expreft 
them. The hoft, to get him the fooner out of the 
inn, retum'd his compliments with no lefs flouriflies,* 
tho' in fewer words, and, without demanding any thing 
for his lodging, wift'd him a good journey.

0/ nvbaf hrfel anr knight after he had f allied out from 
the tnn» 

IT was about break of day when Don ^ixote iffucd 
forth from the inn, fo fatisfied, fo gay, fo blithe, 
to fee himf(!lf knighted, that the joy thereof almoft 
borfthishorfe's girdis. -But recolleding the advice of 
hit hoft eon^rning the neceffiny provifions for his un* 
IL z dertakiSg, 
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dertakingy efpecially the articles of money and deaa 
fhirts, he refolvied to return home, and fumifli himfelf 
accordingly, and alfo provide himfelf with a Squire i 
purpofing to take into his fervice^'a ccruin country* 
fellow of the neighbourhood, who was poor and had 
children, yet was very £t for the fquirely office of 
chivalry. With this thought, he turned .Km'«d/t// to- 
wards his village, who, as it were knowing what liii 
nailer would be at, began to put on with (b modi 
alacrity, that he hardly feem*d to iet his feet to die 

Eound. He had not gone far, when, on his right 
nd, from a thicket hard by, he fancied he heard a 
weak voice, as of a perfon comjplaining. And feared/ 
liad he heard it, when he (aid ; I thank heaven kx 
the £ivour it does me, in laying before me foearlf 
an opportunity of complying with the duty of my pro* 
feflion, and of reaping the fruit of my honourable de- 
ffi-es. Thefe are doubtleG the cries of fome difhe^ 
perfon, who ilands in need of my Proteftion and il> 
£ftance. And turning the reins, he put RozsnaHfe for- 
ward toward the place, from whence he thought die 
froice proceeded. And he had enterM but a few pacn 
Into the wood, when he faw a mare tied to an'oak, 
^md a lad to another, naked from the wafte upwards, 
about fifteen years of age ; who was the perfon diat 
cried out; and not without caufe, for a lufl^ country* 
fellow was laying him on very feverely witha bdt, 
and accompanied every lafh with a reprimand and a 
word of advice; for ^d he. The tougut JUw ani tU 
tyes quick. And the boy anfwer^d, I will do fo no 
more, dear Sir, by the {mifion of Jefus Chrift, I wS 
never do fo again, and I proaiife for the future (O 
take more care of the flock. Now Don ^ixotif feeii^ . 
what pafsM, faid in an angry tone : Discourteous kniglK; 
it ill becomes thee to m^dle with one who is not able 
to defend himfelf; get upon thy horfe, and take thy 
launce (for he alfo had a launce leaning agai^fl the 
oak, to which the mare was faftenM) for I'll make thee 
to know that *ds cowardly to do what thou art doii^* 
The countryman, who faw fuch a figure coming to- 
wards him, cafed in iron^ and brandifliing his lauQce 
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at his face, gave himfelf ap for a dead man, and with 
good words anfwered; Signor Cavalier, this lad, whom 
I am chafUfing, is my own fervant ; I employ him to 
tend a flock of fheep which I have hereabouts, and 
he is fo carelefe, that I lofe one every day ; and be* 
caufe I corved him for his negligence, or roguery, 
he iays I do it oat of covetouiheis, and for an ex- 
cofe not to pay him his wages ; but before God, and 
•n my confcience, he lyes^ Lyn^ in my prefence f pi- 
itful rafcal, iaid Don ^xote ; by the fun that fliinea 
fipon us, I have a good mind to run thee thro^ and 
thro* with this kunce : pay him immediately without 
ikrther reply; if not, by that God that rules us, I 
will difpacch and annihilate thee in a moment ; untio 
him prefently.

Dm ^xoU 
a&*d the lad how much his ma^r ow'd him y who an- 
fwer'd, nine months wages at feven > reals a months 
Don ^uixoti computed it, and found that it amounted 
to fixty-three reals ; and he bade the country-man in- 
Bantly diiburfe them, otherwife he moft expedl to die 
for it. The fellow in a fright anfwer*d, that, o;i the 
word of a dying man, and upon the oath he had takea 
(tho' by the way he had taken no oath] it was not b 
much; for he mud deduft the price of three pair of 
pumps he had given him upon account, ^ni a realibr 
two blood-lettings when he was not well. All this it 
very right, (aid Don ^xotei but fet the pumps and 
the bloDd-lettings againft the flripes you have given 
him nndefervedly ; for if he tore the leather of the 
pumps that you paid for, you have torn his fkin j and 
li the barber- furgeon drew blood from him when he 
was fick, you have drawn blood from him when he is 
well I fo that upon thefe accounts he owes you no- 
thing. ^ The mifchief is, Signor Cavalier, quoth the 
country-man, that I have no money about me; but let 
Andres go home with me, and I will pay him all, real 
by real. I go with him \ (aid the lad \ the devil a bit; 
no Sir, I ddGgn no fuch thing ; for when he has me

That is little to the 
porpofe, anfwefM Don ^mx&tei there may have been 
lAiighu of the family of the Jldudas *, and the rsather 
iinct every man is the ion of Ms, own works. That*5 
true, qsoth Anctres ; but what works is my mailer the 
^bn of, who refttfes me the wages of . my fweat and 
labour ? I do not refufe thee, friend Andrts^ repfy'd 
^ fantier; and be fo kind to go whh me; tad I 
fwear by all the orders of knighthood that are in the 
worlds to pay thee, as I have iaki, every penny down, 
and s perfum'd into the bargam. As to the perinmii^ 
I thank yoa for that, (aid l>cn ^ixota give it hitt 
in r^^ls and I ihall be fatisfied^ and fee that you per- 
form what you have fwom; elfe i fweajr to yo» by the 
fame oath, to return, to find yoo out, asd challife you; 
lor I fliall find you out, tho' you ihonld hide yourf<^ 
defer than a little lizard. And if you wofi^d know 
who it is that con»mands you this, that you may be 
the more jlridUy obliged to perform your promife, 
know that I am the valorous D0n ^ixote dt la Mancba^ 
the redreifer of wrongs and abufes \ and fo fiu'ewel, and 
Ao not forget what you have promifed and fwom, on 
pain of the penalties aforefaid. And io faying," he 
clap'd fpurs to Rsfdnante^ and was fo>on got a good

way oC Tke aMiiiry'toAn foBowddhim* with all the 
tyes lie had, and when he foimd he was qaice paft thr 
Wood, and oat of fight, he tum*d Co his ttian Andres^ 
txA (aid ; Come hither, child, I am- refolded to pajp 
yo« what I owe you, as that redreffer of wrongs com* 
manded me. And I fw^r fo you (hall, quoth And^es^ 
and to be fure. Sir, you wiU do well to perfomit 
what that honeft gentleman has commanded^ whoB^ 
god grant to live a thousand years, and who i*^ 
fo brave a mair, and fo juft a judge, that,. adad,> 
t£ you don^t pay me, he will come back and exe« 
cute what he has threatned. And I fwear fo toOi< 
^oth the peafant ; but to fhew thee how much I 
love thee, I am refolv*d to augment the debt, tO' 
mcifeafe the payment: and taking him by tkearm^ 
he tkd him agaih to the tree, where he gave hia>< 
^ Many flripes, that he left him ftx dead. Now» 
laafler Andres y call upon that rfcdrefftr of wrongs i thott> 
wih ind he will hardly redreft thfe, tho' I believe I 
have not half done yet ; for I have a good mind to ika 
^e alive as thou fearedft but now. But at length he 
untied him, and gave him leave to go in queft of htt 
^ge,. to execute the fentence he had pronounced. 
Aitdres vwnt away in dudgeon, fweanhg he would find 
out the valorous Don fixate df la Manahay and tell 
him all that had paiTed, and that he fliould pay for it 
fevenfold Notwithftanding all this away he went 
weeping, and his mafter fbiid behind laughing, 
, In this manner the valorous Don ^ixote redreffcd 
this wrong 5 and overjoyed at his fucccfs, as thinking, 
he had. given a ttioft fortunate and glorious beginning 
to his knight-errantry, he went on toward his vil- 
hge, intirely fatisfied with himfelf, and faying in a 
low accent ; Well mayft thou d^em thy felf happy 
above all women- living on the earth, O Dulcinea 
/r/ 7'<7^£^, beauteous above the moft beautiful, Unce 
k has been thy lot to have fubjedt and obedient to thy 
whole will and pleafure fb valiant and renowned a 
knight as is, and ever fhall be, Don ^ixote ds la 
Mancha^ who (as all the world knows) received but 
K 4, yefterday^ 
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jefterday the order of knighthood, and (o-day has re- 
dreiTed the greateft injury and grievance, that injuftice 
could invent and cruelty commit : for to-day hath he 
wrefted the fcourge out of the hand of that pitile& 
enemy, who fo undefervedly ]a(h'd thsu tender ftripling. 
Juft as he had done fpeakiog, he came to the cen- 
ter of four roads, and prefently it came into his ima- 
gination, that the knights-errant, when they came to 
thefe crofs ways, fet themfelves to confider, which of 
the roads they (hould take ; and to imitate them, he 
^od fiill awhile, and at lafl, after mature coniidera- 
tton, he let go the reins, fubmitting his own will to 
be guided by that .of his horfe, who, following his fiift 
motion* took the diredl road toward his own (bble» 
And having gone about two miles, Don ^xete dif- 
covered a great crowd of people, who, as it after- 
wards appeared, were certain merchants of ToUJff, who 
were going to buy filks in Murcia. There were fix 
of them, and they came with their umbreUas, and 
four fervants on horfe-back, and three Muletetrs on 
foot. Scarce had Doh ^xote efpied them, when he 
imagined it muft be fome new adventure : and to imi- 
tate, as near as poflibly he could, the pafljiges he ha4 
read in his books, he fancied this to be cut out on 
purpofe for him to atchieve. And fo with a graceful 
deportment and intrepidity he fettled himfelf firm in 
his (Urrups, grafped his launce, covered his breaft 
with his target, and pofling himfelf in the midft of 
the high- way, he ftood waiting the coming up of thde 
knights-errant ; for fuch he already judged them to 
be : and when they were come fo near ai to be feen 
and heard, Don ^ixott raifed his voice, and with an 
arrogant air cried out ; Let the whole world ftand, if 
the whole worid does not confefs, that there is not in 
the whole world a damfel more beautiful than theem- 
fttk of la Manchi the peerlefs DuUinea del fobofi* 
The merchants ftop'd at the found of thefe words, 
and to behold the ibrange figure^ of him who pro- 
nounced them ; and by one and the other they lOon 
perceived the madnefs of the fpeaker : hut they had a 

snind to ftay and fee wh^ that confeffion meant, whicp 

he 
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jbe required of them ; and one of them, who wu 
fomewhat of a wag, bat withal very difcreet, faid to 
him ; Signor cavalier, we do not know who this good 
lady you mention may be : let us but fee her, and if 
fhe is of (b great beauty as you intimate, we will» 
with all our hearts, and without any conflraint, con* 
fefs that truth you exa£l from us. Should I Ihew her 
to you, replied Don ^xofe, where would be the me- 
rit in confeffing a truth fo notorious ? the bufineis it, 
that, without feeing her, you believe, confefs, affirm^ 
fwear, and onuntam it ; and if not, I challenge yoa 
all to battle, proud and monfbous as you are : and^ 
whether you come on one by one (as the laws of chi- 
valry require] or all together, as is the cuflom and 
wicked pradice of thofe of your ilamp, here I wait 
for you, confiding in the juiftice of my caufe. Sir 
knight S replied the merchant, I befeech your woi^ 
fiiip, in the name of all the princes here prefent, that 
we may not lay a burden upon our comciences, by 
confefling a thing we never law not heard, and efpe* 
cially what is fo much to the prejudice of the em* 
preiles and queens of Alcarrid and Efiremadura ; that 
your worihip would be pleafed to ihew us fome por.-, 
traiture ^ of this lady, though no bigger than a par- 
ley com ; for we ihall guefs at the clue by the thready 
and herewith we ihall reft iatisiied and d^e, and your 
K 5 worihip 

X WKen tKe merchant anfwerM before, he was fuppofed not t» 
know the perfon he fpoke to ; and therdfore he caUs him Signer 
urv^/ier : bat now that Von ^ixott puts it paft all doubt that h# 
fets up for a knight*- errant y he. calls him Sir knight ^ andgoes on la 
the ftyle of romance. 

X Ih a multitude of romances we meet with the cuilom of 
painting the lady's face upon the knight^^s fhield, who maintains 
from countiy ta country, and from court. to court,. that his ml^ 
firefs exceeds all others in beauty and all other perfe^Uons. Nay 
farther, they fometimes carried a lady or ladies with them, and,, 
at their arrival in any country or city, publiihed a cartel or chal* 
knge, defyii^ all the luughts-of thofe- parts to match thoft ra- 
grant beauties, flaking lady againft lady, or three or four. againA 
one, according as they could'lettle it in refped to beauty or qua^ 
Iky, and the conqueror- to carry, off the prizes or prises : foat^ 
times they refu^ to ibew the lady^ andMJyjroduceiher^i^iiSl^- 
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v/orddp remain contented and appeafed : nay I verily 
believe we are already fo .far inclined t<yyour fide, 
that, tho* her pi£lure (hoqld reprefent her fquinting 
'with one eye, and diiHlling vennillion and brimftone 
from the other, notwithHandine all this, to oblige you, 
wc will fay whatever you pleafc in her favour. There 
diflils not, bafe fcoundrels, anfwered Don ^ixote, 
burning with rage, there diib'ls not from her what you 
lay, but rather ambergreafe and civet among cotton » ; 
neither is ihe crooked, nor hump-back'd, but as 
ilreight as a fpindle of Guadarrama ^ : but you ihall 
all pay for the horrid blafphemy you haVe uttered a- 
gainft fo tranfcendent a beauty as my miflrefs. And 
10 faying, with his launCe couched, he ran at him who 
had fpoken, with fo much fury and rage, that, i£. 
good-fortune had not ordered it that kozinante tum- 
bled and fell in the midf( of his career, it had gone . 
hard with the daring merchant. Rozinanti fell, and 
his idafler lay rolling about the field a good while, 
and endeavouring to rife, but in vain, fo encumber*d 
was he with his Taunce, target, fpurs and helmet, and 
with the weight of his antique armour. And while 
he was thus ftruggling to get up, and could not, he 
continued calling out ; I^ly not, ye dallardly rabble ; 
Ray, ye race of flaves i for 'tis through my horfe's 
fault, and not my own, that I \yt here extended. A 
muleteer of the company, who it feems was not over 

f^ood-natured, hearing the poor ^llen gentleman vent 
uch arrogancies, cou'd not bear it without returning 
kim an anfwer on his ribs ; and coming to him, he 
took thb launce, and after he had brokeii it to pieces, 
with one of the fplinters he fo belaboured Don ^ixote^ 
that, in fpite of his armour he threih'd him to chaff*. 
IX^ madefs cried oat not to beat him fo much, and

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to Jeave him : but the muleteer was piqu'd, and wou'd : 
not quit the game, 'till he had quite fpcnt the re- 
mainder- of his choler : and running for the other 
pieces of thelaunce, hefinifhed the breaking them up- 
on the poor fallen knight, who, notwithflanding the 
tempeft of blows that fell upon him, never fhut his^^ 
mouth, but threaten'd heaven and earth, and thofc 
afTaflins, for fuch they feemed to him. At length the 
fellow was tired, and the merchants went on their way, . 
fufficiently furnifhed with matter of difcourfe concern- 
ing the poor belaboured knight; who, when he found, 
hlmfelf alone, tried again to raife himfelf ; but if he 
could not do it when whole and well, how (hould he, . 
when bruifed, and almoft battered to pieces ? yet ftill- 
he thought himfelf a happy man, looking upon this as 
a misfortune peculiar to knights-errant, and imputing 
the whole to his horfe's fiiult ; nor was it poffible for^ 
him to raife himfelf up, . his whole body Was fo horri-r- 
bly bruifed. 

C H A P.. V. 

If^berein is continued the narration of our knight* s mis^ 
fortune, 

BUT finding that he was really not able to ftir, he 
bethought himfelf of having recourfe to his ufual ^ 
remedy, which was to recollect fome pafTage of his 
books ; and his frenzy inftantly prefentcd to his re- 
membrance that of Fa/dovinos and the marquis of -

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men ar^t tbou^ mftre/s •/ nvf hearty 
Uneonfciout of thy Uver^s /mart ? 
Jb me ! tbou kntfw^ft not my diftrefs t 
Or tbnkarU falfi and pitilefs. 

AmKn this miainer he went on with the romance dS 
he came to tho£e verfes, where It is faid ; O nohit 
marquis ^fMantaa* my ancle and lord hy blood. And 
it fo fortuned, that jii]^ as he came to that verTe^ there 
chanced to paTs by a countryman of his own Tillage^ 
and his near neighbour^ who had been carrying a 1^ 
of wheat to the mill: who, feeing a man lying ^tch^ 
cd on the earth, came up, and afiied him who he was,, 
and what ailed him^ that he made fuch a doleful la- 
mentation ? Don ^ixote believed he muft certainly b^ 
the marquis of Mantua his uncle, and ib returned him. 
BO anfwer, but went on with his romance^ giving aa 
account of his misfortune, and of the amours of the 
emperor^s fon with his fpoufe, juft in the fame manner 
as it is there recounte4* ' The peafant flood confound- 
ed at hearing fuck fenfe]ef& extravagancies, and tak- 
ing off his vifor, which was beaten all to-pleces, he 
wiped' his face,, which wa& covered with duft ; and tha 
moment he had done wiping it, he knew him, and 
(aid. Ah Signor ^ixada (for fo he was called before 
he had loft l^is fenfes, and was transforjned kcm a 
Ibber gentleman to a knight* errant) how came yow 
worbip in this condition ? but he anfwered out of his 
romance to whatever queftion he aikcd him : which 
the good man perceiving, made a ihift to take off bis 
back and breaft-piece, to fee if he had received any 
wound : bnt he faw no blood, nor fign of any hurt. 
Then he endeavoured to raife him from the ground, 
and with much ado fet him upon his afs,. as being the 
bcaft of eafieft carriage. He gathered together all 
the arms,, not excepting the broken pieces of the 
Jaunce, and tied them upon Rozinante f and fo taking 
iim by the bridle, and his ai& by the halter, he went 
on toward his village, £ull of reflexion at hearing ^ 
extravagancies which Don ^ixote\xxxtseA', and no left 
thoughtful was the knight^ who throofh the mere 
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force of braifes and bangs could fcarce keep himfelf 
upon the afs, and ever and anon fent forth (ach groans 
as feemed to pierce the flues ; ix^omuch that the pea- 
fant was again forced to aflc him what ailed him : and 
fare nothing but the devit himfelf cou^d fumiih his 
memory with ftories fo fuited to what had befallea 
him ; for at that inftant, forgetting Valdtminos^ he be* 
thought himfelf of the Moor Ahiuiarrae%t at the time 
when the governor oi AnUquera Koderigo of Narcotic 
lad^ taken him prifoner, and conveyed him to his ca* 
file.* So that when the peasant alked him again how 
he did, he anfwered him in the veryMame words and 
expreffionsy in which the prifoner AbindarraeK an- 
gered Roderigo of Niaruaez^ according as he had read 
the ftory in the Diana of George of Montemayor, ap- 
plying it fo patly to hi^ own cafe, that the peafant 
went cm cur£ng himfelf to the devil, to hear fuch a 
monftrotts heap of nonfenfe : ^om whence he colIeA- 
ed that his neighbour was run mad, and therefoi>e 
made what hafte he cou^d to reach the vilFage, to free 
himfelf from the vexation of" Don ^ixote^s tirefome 
and impertinent fpeeches. In the mean time Dom 
Quixote went on faying : Be it known to your worfhip^ 
Signor Don Rodtrigo dt Narva$ic^ that this beauteous 
Xarifa^ whom I mentioned, is now the fair Dulcinea 
del Tohofis for whom I have done, do, and will do« 
the moft famous exploits of chivalry, that have beeuj, 
are, or (hall be feen in the world. To this the pea* 
(ant anfwered; Look you. Sir, as I am a finner, I am 
not Don Roderigo de Narvaez^ nor the marquis of 
Mantua^ but Pedro Ahnfi your neighbour : neither is 
your worfhip FaldovinoSf nor Abindarraex^ but the 
worthy gentleman Signor ^ixada, I know who I 
am, anfwered Don ^ixote^ and I know too that I am 
not only capable of being thofe I have mentioned, but 
all the twelve peers of F^-ance, yea and the nine wor- 
thies, fince my exploits wiU-fer exceed all that they 
have atchieved,^ jointly or feparately taken.. 

With thefe and the like diu:our&s they reached th« 
village ; but the peafant (laid till the night was a little 
advancedj^ that the people might not fee the poor bac> 

tcre4t 
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tcrcd gentleman fo fcorvily mounted. . When the hour* 
Je thought convenient was come, he entered the vil- 
lage, and arrived at Don ^ixote^s houfe, which he 
found all in an uproar.- The prieft and the barber 
^ of the pliace, who were Don ^ixoti*s great friends,, 
happened to be there ; and the houfe-keeper was fay- 
ing to them, aloud ; what is your opinion, . Signer Li- 
cenciate Pero Perez^ (for that was the prieft's name) of 
my mailer's misfortune ? for neither he, nor his horfe,. 
nor the target, nor the launce, nor the armour, have 
been feen thefe fix days paft. Woe is me ! I am ve- 
rily perfuaded, and 'tis as certainly true as I was bom 
to die, that thefe curfed books of knight-errantry, . 
which he keeps, and is fo often reading, have turned his 
brain ; and now J think of it, I have often heard him 
fay, talking to himfelf, that he would turn knight- 
errant, and go about the world in queft of adventures. 
The devil and Barabbas take all fuch books, that have 
thus fpoiled the fined underflanding in all la Mancha, 
The niece joined with her, and faid moreover : know,, 
matter Nicholas (for that was the barber's name) that 
it has often happened, that my honoured uncle has 
<Jontinued poring on thefe confounded books of dif- 
ventures two whole days and nights ; and then throw- 
ing the book out of his hands, he would draw his 
iWord, and fence, back-flroke and fore-flroke, with 
the walls ; and when he was heartily tired, would 
fay, he had killed four giants as tall as io many fteeples, 
and that the fweat, which ran from him when weary, 
was the blood of the wounds he had received in the 
£ght ; and then he would prefently drink oS a large 
jttg of cold water, and be as quiet and well as ever, 
teHing us, that water was a moft precious liquor, 
brought him by the fage Efquife *, a^reat enchanter 
and his friend. But I take the blame of all this to my- 
itis,

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felf, that I did not filvertife you, gentlemen, of my 
dear uncle's extravagancies, before they were come 
to the height they now are, t^iat you might have pre- 
venfed them, by burning all thofe curfed boqks, of 
ivhich he has fo great ftore, and which as jaftly deferve 
to be committed to the flames, as if they were hereti- 
cal. I lay the fame, quoth the priefl, and in faith to- 
morrow Ihall not pafs, without holding a public In- 
qui£tion againft them, and condemning them to the 
fire, that they may no more miniftcr occafion to thofe,, 
who read them, to do what I fear my good friend has 
done. All this the peafant and Don ^ixote over- 
heard, and it confii-med the countryman in the belief 
of his neighbour's infirmiQr ; and fo he began to cry a* 
loud i Open the doors, gentlemen, to Signor Valdth- 
<vinos and the marquis oiMantnay who comes danger- 
ouily wounded, and to Signor Abindarraex the Moor, 
whom the valorous Roderigo de Nar'vaexy governor of 
AnUquera^ brings as his prifoner. At hearing this, 
they all came out, and as fome knew ^their friend, 0- 
thers their mailer and uncle, all ran to embrace him,, 
who was not yet alighted from the afs, for indeed he 
could not. Forbear all of you, he cried, for I am. 
forcly wounded thro' my horfe's fault : carry me to 
my bed, and, if it be poifible, fend for the fage Vr* 
ganda ^ to fcarch and heal vsiy wounds. Look ye, in 
the devil's name, faid the houfe-keeper immediately^ 
if my. heart did not tell me right, on which leg my 
mailer halted. Get up flairs, in god's name 5 for, 
without the help of that fame Vrganda^ we ihall find 
a way to cure you ourfelves. Curfed, fay I again^ 
and a hundred times curfed be thofe books of knight- 
errantry, that have brought your worihip to this pafs. . 
They carried him prefently to his chamber, and fearch- 
ing for his wounds, they found none at all : and he 
toU them, he was only bruifed by a great fall he got 
with his horfe Rozinante^ as he was nghting with ten 
of the mod Prodigious and audacious giants that were 
to be found on the earth.

They 
found above a hundred volumes in folio very well' 
bound, beiides t great many fmall ones . And no fooQ-

fbrtune of aB tiide, who undertake to tranflate books 
of rerfe into other languages ; for, widi all their care 
and fldtt, they can never raife than to the pcch they 
were at in their firft produ^on* I proooance, iit 
flfort, that rhn, and aH other books that ^11 be fbitnd 
treating of Fr'en^h matters 4*, be thrown aMe, and it*. 
po&ted in Ibmedry vault, *tiU we can determine with. 
more deliberatkm what is to be done with them ; ex<-, 
citing Bernard$ del Cdrfioy and another Called Ron* 
cefvalles^ who, if they fall into my hands^ fhall pa& 
into the houie- keeper's, and thence into the fire, with- 
out any remifilon.

and next it another called Paimerin of England \ which 
the Licendate efpying, faidf Let this Oiiva be tora 
to pieces and burnt, that not fo much as the allies' 
nay remain : but let Palmerin of England be preferr- 
ed, and kept, as a lingular piece ; and let fuch anO' 
ther cafe be made for it, as that which Alexander found 
among the fpoib of Darius^ and appropriated to pre- 
ferve the works of the poet Homer. This bopk, goffip». 
is coniiderable upon two accounts ; the one, that it is- 
Vtry good in itfelf ; and the other, becaufe there is a.

cd; This, with the fecond, third, and fourth partt^ 
wants a little rhubarb to purge away its exceffive 
choler : befides we muft remove all that relates to the 
caftle of Fame^ and other impertinencies of greater 
confequence ; wherefore let them have the benefit of 
traniportation, and, as they (hew figns of amendment, 
they ihall be treated with mercy or juftice : in the 
mean time, neighbour, give them room in your houfe i 
but let no body read them. With all my heart, 
quoth the barber, and, without tiring himfelf any fiu:* 
ther in turning over books of chivalry, he bid the 
houfe-keeper take all the great ones and throw them 
into the yard. This was not fpoken to one ftupid or 
deaf, but to one who had a-greater mind to be burn- 
ing them, than weaving the fineft and largeft > web.

Jtaiy : let them l>e pj^ferved as the beft perforaiaiices 
in poetry Spain can boaft of. The prieft grew tired of 
looking over fo many books, and fo, infide and con- 
tents unknown S he would have all the reft borat. But 
the barber had already opened one called TJbi tears $/ 
jUgilica. I (hottld have flied tears myfelf (faid the 
prieft* hearing the name) had I ordered that book to 
be burnt i for its author was one of the mod famous 
poets, not of Spain only, but of the whole world, and 
tranilated tomt fables of Ovid with' great fucceis. 

CHAP. VII. 

Oftheficondfally of our good kuigbt Don Quixote de la 
Mancha. 

WHILE they were thus employed, Dom^xote 
began to call out aloud, uying : Hoe, here, 
valorous knights, here ye muh exert the force «f 
your valiant arms ; for the courtiers begin to get the 
better of the tournament. This noife and outcry, to 
which they all ran, put a ftop to all farther Arutiny of 
the books that remained; and therefore it is believed, 
that to the fire, without being feen or heard, went 
the Caro/ea, and Leon of Spain, ytvXhih&JBsofihi 
Emperor compofed by Don Louis de A^vila, which with« 
out doubt vomSl have been among thofe.that were left : 
and perhaps had the prieft feen them, they had not 
undergone fo rigorous a fentence. When they came 
to Don ^ixote, he was already got out of bed, and 
continued his outcries and ravings, with his drawn fword 
laying furioufly about him, back-fb^e and fore-ftroke, 
being as broad awake as if he had never been afleep. 
They clofed in with him, and laid him upon his bed by 
main force, and after he was a little compofed, turning 
lumfelf to talk to the prieft, he faid ; Certainly, my loxd 
archbiihop Turpin, it is a great difgrace to us, who call

it may be god*8 will to change our fortune, and What it 
loft to*day may be won to*morrow : mind your health 
for the prefeat 1 for I think you muft needs be ex- 
tremely fatigued, if not forely wounded. Wounded f no» 
laid Dptt fixate ; but bruhfed and battered I am for 
certain ; for that baftard, Don R»ldan^ has pounded 
me to maih with the trunk of an oak, and aU out of 
mere envy, becaufe he fees that I am the fole rival of 
his prowds. But let me never more be called Rinalik 
of Memtauhant if, as foon as I am able to rife from 
this bed, I do not make him pay dear for it, in fpit^ 
of aU his enchantments 1 but at prefent bring me fomc 
hreakM, for I know nothing will do me fo muck 
good, and let me alone to revenge myfelf. They did 
fo ; they gave him fome viduab» and he fell fail afleep 
again, and left them in freih adndration at his madnefs; 
That night the houfe-keeper fet fire to, and burnt, all 
the books that were in the yard, and in the houfe tooi 
and fome muft have periflied that deferved'to be trea* 
fnred up in perpetual archives ; but their fate, and the 
lazii^ft of the fcrutineer, would not permit it ; and in 
them was fulfilled the ^ying, that the juft fimetiwue 
fufferfir the ut^ufi. One of the remedies, which the 
prieft and barber prefcribed at that time for their 
mend*s malady, was, to alter his apartment, and wall 
op the room where the books had been, that when he 
got up he might not find them ; in hopes that, the 
caofe being removed, the effed might ceafe ; and that 
diey ihottld pretend, that an enchanter had carried them 
away, room and aU ; whioi was prefently done ac*

after fome time heaflced the houfe-keeper whereabouts 
^Qod the room,, where his books were. She, who was 
l^eady wdl'tutored what to anfwisr, (aid to him : 
What room, or what nothing, does your worfhip look 
for? there is neither room, nor books, inthi&houie; 
for the devil himfelf has carr^ all away. It was not 
Che devil, (aid the niece, but an enchanter^ who came 
one night upon a cloud, after the day of your depar* 
Cure hence, and alighting from a ferpent, on which he 
rode ', entered into the room ; and I know not what 
he did there, but after fome little time out he came, 
flying thro' the roof, and left the houfe full of fmoke i 
and when we went to fee what he had been doing, we 
faw neither books nor room ; only we very wdl re- 
member, both I and miflrefs hoiife-keeper here, that 
when the old thief went away, he faid, with a loud 
voice, that; for a fecret enmity he bore to the owner 
of thofe books wd of the room, he had done a mif-' 
chief in this houfe, which fhoald foon be manifeft : he 
told us alfo, that he was called the fage Munniatm *. 
frefion 3, he meant to fay, quoth Don fixate. I 

know

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know not, anfwer'd the houfe-keeper, whether hit 
name be Frefton^ or Triton ; all I know is, that it end- 
ed in ton. It doth fo, replied Don fixate: he is a 
wife enchanter, a great enemy of mine, and bears me 
a grudge, becaufe by his (kill and learning he knows^ 
that, in procefs of time, I fhall engage in fingle com* 
bat with a knight» whom he fevours, and &all van- 
qaiih him, without his being able to prevent it ; and, 
for this canfe he endeavours to do me all the di&ind- 
nefs he can ; but let him know from me, it will be 
difficult for him to withftand or avoid what is decreed 
by heaven. Who doubts of that? fiaid the niece ; but^ 
^ear uncle, who puts you upon thefe fquabbles ? Would 
It not be better to iky quietly at home, and not ram- 
ble about the world, looking for better bread than 
wheaten» and not confidering that many go to feek 
wool and return ihom themfelves. O dear niece, an- 
fwered Don fixate, how little do you know of the 
matter ? before they fhall fhear me, I will pluck and 
tear off the beards of all thofe who dare think of touchr 
ing the tip of a iingle hair of mine. Neither of them 
would make any farther reply ; for they faw his choler 
begin to t^e fire. He ilaid after this fifteen days 
at home, very quiet, without difcovering any fymp; 
torn of an inclination to repeat his late froHcks ; in 
which time there paffed very pleafantdifcourfes betweeil 
him and his two goffips, the prieft and the barber ; he 
affirming, that the world flood in need of nothing fo 
inuch as knights-errant, and the revival of chivalry. 
The priefl fometimes contradided him, and at other 
times acquiefced ; for had he not made ufe of this ar- 
tifice, there would have been no means left to bring 
bim to reafon.

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with him willingly i for fome time or other fuch an 
jidventure might prefent, that an iiland might be wooy 
bk the tarn of a hand, and he be left governor there- 
of. With thefe and the like promifes, Sancho Pan^ 
(for that was the labourer's name) left his wife and 
children, and hired himlelf for a fquire to his neigh- 
jbour. Dm ^ixote prefently caft about how to raife 
inoney, and by felling one thing, and pawning ano* 
ther, and lofine by aU, he fcraped together a< tolerable 
fnm. He fitted hunfelflikewife with a buckler, which 
lie borrowed of a friend, and patching up lus broken 
lielmet the beft he could, he acquaintra his fquire Sm- 
£h$ of the day and hour he intended to fet out, that he 
anight provide himfelf with what he fhould &idto be 
jnoH needfuL Above all, he charged him not to for- 
geta walleti and Sanclf§ (aid, he would be fure to 
carry one, and that he intended alfo to take with him 
mn ais he had, beinga very eood one, becaufe he wai 
jaot ufed to travd much on ^ot. As to the afs, Du 
^uiffti paufed alitde, endeavouring to recoiled whe- 
ther any icnight-errant had ever carried a fquire mount- 
ed ais-wife : but no inftance of the kind occurred to 
Ills memory. However, he confented that he fhoaU 
take his ais with him, purpofing to accommodate hiai 
more honourably, the firft ojpportunity, bv dkinooot- 
Sng the firft difcourteous knight he fliould meet. He 
provided himfelf with ihirts, and what other tBingt he 
could, conformably to die advice given him vj the 
inn-keeper. All which being done and accompliihedi 
PaMfUt without taking leave of his wife and chtldreo, 
or Dom ^ix9ti of his houfe-keeper and niece, one I 
night (allied out of the village without being pero^red 
1^ any one ; and they travdled fo hard, that, bf 
break of day, they beb'eved themfelves fecure of oot 
being found, tho* (earch were made for them. Sanch 
Ptffffii went ambling upon hisais like any Patriarch* 
with his wallet and feathem bottle, and with a vehe* 
inent defire to find himfelf governor of the iflaod* 
whidi his mafter had promiifed him. It (b U& cei$ 
tiiatDM ^X9te took the (ame route he had done io 
liii firft expedition, thro* the pUtn of Umtifl, wUch 

hi 
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he poficd over with lefs aneafinefs than the tjme be» 
fore ; for it was early m the moming^ and the rays of 
the fan darting on them aflant gave them no cUftor* 
banco. Now Sancbo Pan^a faid to his mafter ; £ be- 
feech your wbrfhipy good fir knight-errant, that yom 
forget not yoar promife concerning that fame ifland i 
for I (hall know how to govern it, be it never fo big» 
To which Don fixate anfwered i you muft 'know^ 
friend Sancbo Fanqa^ that it was a coftommudi in db 
among tlie ancient knights-errant, to make their iqairet 
governors of the iflands or kingdoms they conquered i 
and I am determined that fo laudable a cuHom mall not 
be loft for me : on the contrary, I refolve to outdo 
them in it : for they fometimes/and perhaps moft 
times, fbiid till their fquires were grown old ; and 
when they were worn out in their fervice, and had 
undergone many bad days, and worf<( nights, they gavf 
them fome title, as that of Gnm/, or at leail Marfuis^ 
of fome valley or province, be it greater or left : but 
•if you Hve, and I live, b^re fix days are ended, I 
may probably win fueh a kingdom as m«y have otbest 
< depending on it, as fit as if they were caft in a mold^ 
for thee to be crowned king of one of them. And do 
not think this an extraoidinary matter ; for things fidl 
•out to fuch knights-adventurers as we are, by fuch un« 
fbreieen and unexpeded ways, that I may eafily give 
thee even more than I j^omife. So then, anfwered 
Smncho Fanqa^ if I were a kingly fome of thofe num- 
cles you are pleafed to mention, Mary Guturrt%^ my 
•crooked rib, would at leaft come to be a queen, and 
my children infantas. Who doubts it ? aniwered Dom 
Sl^xote, IMoubt it, replied Sancho Pan fa ; for I an 
verily perfwaded that, if God were to rain down king* 
doms upon the earth, none of them would fit well up- 
on the head of Maria Gutierrm ; for you muft know, 
fir, (he is not worth two farthings for a queen. The 
title of countefs would fit better upon her, and that too 
with the help of god, and good friends. Recommend 
her to' god, Sancbo ^ anfwered Don ^ixote, and he 
will do what is beft for her : but do thou have a care 
not to debafc thy mind fo low^ as to content thyfelf 
L 3 with 
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with being lefs than an Adelantado >. Sir, I will no^ 
l^fwered SancJbo, efpedaU/ having fo great a xnan for 
my mailer as your worihip, who will know how to 
give me whatever is moft fitting for me, and what yoa 
find me beft able to bear. 

CHAP. VIIL • 

€)/ tie good fuccefs^ which the valorous Don Q^Ote 
had, in the dreadful and nenfer-imaginedadfuentun ^ 
the mtind-miilsf njoitb other . events ivortiy to be rt^ 

• <orded. 

AS they were thus difconrfing, th^ perceived fome 
thirty or for^ wind-mills that are in that plain ; 
«nd as foon as Don ^ixote efpied them, he faid to hii 
Squire : Fortune 4i^fpofes our affairs better than we oar- 
felves could have defired : look yonder, hxtxA^ancho 
Fait fa, where you may difcover foniewhat more than 
thirty monftroos giants^ with whom I intend to ^^ 
mod take away aU their lives ; with whofe fpoils we 
will begin to enrich ourfelves ; for it is lawful prizCi 
land doing god good fervice, to take away To wicked 
ia generation from off the face of the earth. Wha^ 
^ots ? faid Safuho Pan^a. Thofe you fee yonder, 
{lmfwc^^d^hi3 mufler, with' thofe loQg arms j, for imt 
»f them are wont to have them almoft of the length of 
4W0 le9gues.. > Cotfider^ Sir, anfwe^ed Sancho^ that 
thofe, which appear yonder, are not giants, but wipd- 
anilU: «nd wh^ feem tabe arms, are the fails, whk^i 
d^ijiirledabout .by the wind, make the miMon^ go. 
iOne may eafily fee^ anfwered Don ^ipcou, that yoo 
4re not verfedm the biifiDefs of adventures : they are 
-giants, van^M you are afraid^ get afide, and pray, 
«whilfi X enga^ with them in a cruel and unequal ooa- 
j>at. And fo iaying,^ he dap'd fpurs to Roeanantt^ 
(Mfithout minding the cries his fquire fent after him, ad- 
verse

oat all doubt wind-mills, and not giants. But he wa» 
fo fully poiTeiTed th^t they were giants, that he neither 
heard the outcries 6( his fquire Sancho^ nor yet dif- 
cemed what they were, tho' he was very near them, 
but went on crying out aloud ; fly not, ye cowards 
and vile caitifs ; for it is a iingle knight who aiTaults you. 
•Now the wind rofe a little, and the great (ails began to 
snovQ 5 which Don fixate perceiving, faid ; Well^ 
tho* ye ihou'd move more arms than the giant Briareut^ 
ye ihall pay for it. And fo faying, and reconmiend- 
ing himfelf devoutly to his lady Dulcinea, befeeching 
her to fuccour him in the prefent danger^ being well 
covered with his buckler, and fetting his launce in the 
reft» he ruihed on as fail ^s Roxinanti could gallop, an4 
^Utacked the firfl mill before him; ahd running his 
Jaonce into the fail, the wind whirled it about with fo 
jndch violence^ that it broke the launce to fhivers, 
dragging horfe and rider after it, and tumbling them 
pver and over on the plain, in very evil plight. San* 
fbo Panqa haftened to his aifiilance as fait as his af# 
<coii*d carry him : and when he came up to him, he 
found him not able to ftir ; fo violent was the blow 
1^ and RoxinanU had received in falling. God fave 
met quoth Sancbo^ did not I warn you to have a care 
.of what you did, for that they were nothing but wind- 
mills s and no body couM miflakethemi but one that 
)iad the like ia his head. Peace, friend Sancbo^ anfwer- 
ed Do9 ^ixote i for matters of war are, of all others^ 
jDoft fubjed to continual mutations. Now I verily 
j^lieve, audit is moft certainly fo, that the fage Fref^ 
ton, who ilole away my chamber and books, ha$ 
metamorphofed thefe giants into wind -mills, on pur- 
ppfe to deprive me of the glory of vanquiihing them^ 
K> great is the enmity he bears me : but when he 
Ms done bis woril, his wicked arts will avail bu( 
little agginil ^e goodnefs^ of my {word. God gran( 
it, .as he can, anfwered Sancho Panqa ; and helping him 
to rife, he mounted him again upon Rozinante, who 
was half feoulder-flip'd : and difcourfing of the fete 
adventure, they followed the road that led to the 
L 4 paft 
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pifi of Lafiti ' ; for there, Dw ^xou ikid, they 
coald not ^1 to meet with many and varioas adven- 
toresy it being a ereat thoroughnire : and yet he we&t 
on very melancholy for want of hit laoncei and 
faking of it to his fquire, he iaid : I remember very 
weU to have read, that a certain Bpaniftf knight, cal* 
led Diego Ptrex Je Vargas^ having broken his (word 
in fight, tore off a huge branch or Urab from an 
os^, and perfoaned fuch wonders with it thatd^, 
«nd daihed out the brains of fo many Moors^ that he * 
was for named Macbuca * ; and from that day forward, 
ht and his defcendants bore the names of Vargeu and 
Macbuca. I tell you this, becanfe ftom the firft oak 
or crabtree we meet I mean to tear fuch another 
limb at leaft as good as that, and I parpofe and intend 
to do fuch feats with it, that you &a]l deem yourl^ 
moft fortunate, in meriting to behold them, and to 
be an eye- witne^ of things which can fcarcely be be- 
lieved. God's will be done, quoth Sancbo ; I believe 
all juft as you (ay, Sir ; but, pray, fet yonrfelf upright 
Sn your faddle ; for you feem to me to ride fideling^ 
and it mnft be occafioned by your being fo forelf 
bruifed by the fall. It is certainly fo, anmered Dm 
^ixote ; and if I do not complain of pain, it is be- 
caufe knights-errant are not allowed to complain of 
any wound whatever, tho* their entrails came out at it. 
If it be fo, I have nothing to reply, anfwered Samcba; 
but god knows I Ihould be glad to hear your wodhip 
complain when any thing ails you. As for myfdf, 
I mud complain of the leafl pain I feel, unlefs this ba- 
finefs of not ccnnplaining be* anderftood to extend to 
the fquires of knights-»errant. Doh ^x9U could not 
forbear fmiling at the fimplicity of his (qoire, and told 
him he might complain whenever, and as much a^ 
he pleafed, with or without caufe, having never yet 
read any thing to the contrary in the laws of chivalry. 
Sancbo put him in nund, that it was time ta dine.

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Hh mafter anfwered, that at prefent he had no need i 
but that he might eat whenever he thou^t fit. With 
this licence, SancJ^$ adjufted himfelf the beft he coa*d 
Upon his beaft, and taking out what he had put in hit 
unidlet, he jogged on eatings behind his mafter, rtry 
kiibrely, and now and then lifted the bottle to his 
flioath with fo mitch rdiih, that the beft fed 'viSualltr 
of ' Malaga might have envied him. And whilft he 
went on in this manner, repeating his draughts, ho 
t dioaght no more of the promifes his ntafter had made 
him ; nor did he think it any toil, bat rather t recre* 
atipn^ to go in qaeft of adventures, tho* never fo pe* 
idlon^i. In fine, they paiTed that night among fomo 
trees, and from one of them Don ^xote tore a wt« 
diered branch, that might ferve him in fome fort for 
a laonce,. and ^tdi to it the iron head or fpear of that 
which was broken. All that night Don ^ixote ilepC 
BOt a wink,, ruminating on his lady Dulcsneap in con- 
formity to what he had read in his books, where tho 
knights are wont to pafs many nights together, with- 
out dofii^ their eyes, in foreils and deferts, enter- 
tsunjng themfelves with the remembrance of their mi^ 
ftreflesl Not fo did Sancbo/pad the night ; whofe fb*- 
mach being full (and not of dandelion- water) he mado 
but one fleep of it : and, if his mailer had not rouzed 
him, neither the beams of the fun that darted full in 
his face, nor the melody of the birdf , which in great 
numbers moll cheerfully faluted the approach of the 
new day,.couM have awaked him. At his uprifing he 
took a fwig at his leathern bottle, and found it much 
lighter than the evening before; which grieved hia 
very heart, for he did not think they were, in the way 
lo remedy that defed very foon. Don ^ixote would 
not break his faft ; for,, as it is (aid, he refolved ta 
(ubfift upon fiivoury remembrances. 
, They returned to the. way they had ottered upo» 
the day hefbrej^. toward the pais of Z^/vV^, which they.

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difcovered about three in the afternoon. Here ((aict 
Doft ^ixote efpying it) brother Sancho Pangay we 
knay thrud our hands up to the elbows in what they 
tall adventures. But take this^ caution with you, that, 
tho^ you ihould fee me in the greateft peril in the 
world, you mud not lay your hand to your fword to 
defend me, unlefs you fee that they who a&ult me 
are vile mob and mean fcoundrels ; in that cafe yea 
may aflift me : but if they fhould be knights, it is itt 
no wife lawful, nor allowed by the laws of chivalry^ 
that yon Ihould intermeddle, 'till you are dpbbed a 
knight. I aflure you. Sir, anfwer*d Sancha^ your 
Worfhip (hall be obeyed moft pun^ally herein, and 
the rather, becaufe I am naturally very peaceable^ 
^nd an enemy to thrufting myfelf into brangles and 
fquabbles : but for all that, as to what regards the de« 
fence of my own perfon, I Mil make no great ac^ 
count of thofe fame laws, iince both divine and human 
allow every one to defend himfelf againft whoever 
would annoy him. I fay no lefs, anfwered Dm 
^ixotey but in the bufinefs of affifting me againft 
knights, you muft reftrain and keep in your i^ural 
impetuofity. I fay, I will do fo, anfwered Sancbo%. 
and I will obferve this precept as religiouily as the 
liOrd's-day. 

As they were thus diicourfing in the way, tJiere 
appeared two monks of the order of St. BenediSf^ 
mounted upon two dromedaries ; for the mulea where* 
0n they rode were not much lefs. They wore tra^ 
veiling mafks with fpedlacle-glaiTes, and carried um- 
brellas. Behind them came a coach, ^nd four or five 
men on horfeback, who accompanied it, with two 
muleteers on foot. There was in the coach, as waa 
afterwards known, a certain Btfcaine lady going to 
Se^vil to her hufband, who was there ready to embark 
i^r the htdits in a very honourable poft. The monksw 
came not in her company, tho* they wfefe travdling 
the fame road.. But fcarcely- had Don ^ixdtte efpied 
them, when he /aid to his fquire : Either. I aiu, de- 
ceived, or this is like to prove the moft famous ad» 
venture that ever was feen i for thofe black bulks that 

appear 
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appear yonder mnSt be, and without doubt are, en-* 
ehantersy who are carrying away fome princefs, whom 
they have ^len, in that coach ; and I am obliged to 
redrefs this wrong ta the utmoft of my power. This 
may prove a worfe job than the wind-mills, faid Sam>^ 
tbo : pray. Sir, obferve, that thofe are Benedi^im 
monks, and the coach muft beloi^ to fome travellers* 
Pray hearken to my advice, and have a care what yon 
60^ and let not the devil deceive yoo. I ha;ire already 
told yoxx^ Sancboy anfwered Don ^ixote^ that yoa 
know little of the bufinefs of adventures : what I fay 
is true, and you will fee it prefently ; and fo faying ht 
advanced forward, and planted himfelf in the midA of 
the high^way by which the monks were to pafs ; and 
when they were fo near, that he.fuppofed they could 
hear what he ikid, he cried out with a loud voice 1 
Diabolical and monfh-ous race, either initantly releafe 
the high-born princeifes, whom you are carrying, 
away in that coach againft their wills, or prepare for 
inflant death, as the juil chaftifement of your wicked 
deeds I. The monks checked their mules, and flood 
admiring, as well at the figure oi Don ^ixote^ as at 
his e^^effions 5 to which they anfwered : Signor ca- 
valier, we are neither diabolical nor monHrous, but a^ 
couple of religious of the BenediHine order, who are 
travelling on our own bufinefs,. and are entirely igno*- 
lant whether any princefTes are carried away by force in 
that coach,, or not. Soft words do nothing with me i^ 
(&r I know ye, treacherous fcoundrels„faidi>^ff Quixote y 
ind, withont ftaying for any other reply, he 'dapped 
ipurs to Rozinaffte,. and with Jiis launce pouched ran at 
^e foremoft monk with fuch fury and. undauntednefs, 
that, if he had not Aid down, from his mule,, he wou'di 
have brought him to the ground in fpite of his teeth^, 
and wounded him to boot, if not killed him outright. 
The fecond religious, feeing his comrade treated iu. 
this manner, clapped, fpurs to his mule's fides^ and be^^ 
gan tafcour^ along the plain, lighter than the wind itfelf.. 
Sancbo Pan^ feeuig.tiie monk on the ground, leaped 

&imbl|^ 
' it^Tbo ftfsal %Uof 4»fiaftc»> ig ths-old tosMmHf 
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nimbly from hit afs, and running to him began to 
take o9F his habic In the mean while the monks two 
lacqueys coming up afked him why he was ftrippii^ 
their mailer of his doaths } Sancho anfwered, diat they 
were his lawful perquifites, as being the ijpoils of the 
ixutle, which his lord Don ^xote had jaft won. The 
Incqueysy who did not underftand raillery, nor what 
was meant by fpoils or battles^ ittitxg Ihn Quixote at 
a diilancey tsdkii^ with the lady in the coach, feUup* 
<m SattcJbo, and threw him down, and leaving him oot 
a hair in hb beard, gave him a hearty kicking, and 
left him fbretched on the ground, breathlefs and ieofe- 
leis. And, without lofing a minute, the monk got 
vpqgi his mule again, trembling, and terribly flighted, 
>md as pale as death i and nolooner was he mounted, 
but he fpurred after his companion, who flood wait- 
ing at a good diffamce, to fee what would be the iffiic 
of that fbange encounter ; but being unwilling to 
wait the event» they went on their way, crdSiog 
themfelves oftener than if the devil had been dofe at 
their heels. Don ^ixott^ as was (aid, ffaK>d talking ta 
the lady in the coach, faying ; Your beauty, dear la* 
dy, may difpofe of your perfon as pleafeth yoa beft; 
. for your haughty ravifhers lye profbate on the ground, 
overthrown by my invincible arm : and that you raxf 
not be at any pains to learn the name of your ddi- 
verer, know that I am called Don Quixote dt la Mt»^ 
fhoj knight-enaat and adventurer, and captive to die 
peerlefs andbcaoteous UulciiuaieU^hiJpi and in re« 
quital 6f the benefit you have received at my hands, I 
defire nothing more, than that you would return to 
^^ohofof and in my name prefent yourfelves before that 
iady,, and tell her what I have done to obtaia yoai 
liberty. ^ f 

All that D$n fixate faid. waa over-heard bjr a cer^ f 
lain (quire, who accompanied the coach» ^iBifcMmri 
who finding he would not let the coach go forward, 
but infifled upon its immediately returning to f«^» 
flew at Don ^xotey and taking hold of his lauflcj, 
iu}dre£ed him, in bad Caftilian and worfe Bifcaim^ ti- 
ter thi& manncr*^ Be gone^ cavalier, and the dri^ ^ 

iii» 
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with thee : I fwear hy the god that mtde me, tf tho« 
doeft not qait the coach, thou Ibrfeiteft thy life^ at I 
am a Bifcainer. Dqm ^ixou anderftood him Ttrjt 
well, and with great cahnnefs anfwered ; Wert thoa 
a gentlemao, as thou art not,. I would befinnB sow 
have chaftifed thy folly and prefiunption^ thou. pitlM 
iiavc. To which the Bifemntr replied : I no gcnde* 
man L I fwear fa^ the great god thoo lyeft, at I am a 
chriftian ; if thoa wik throw away thy laance, and 
draw thy fwotd, thoa fiialt fee I will make no more 
of thee than a cat doet of a moafe: Bifcaimer by land^ 
gentleman by fea,, gentleman for the deviU and thoa 
tyeft : look then if thoa haft aoy thing elfe to (ay* 
Thoa ihak (ee that prefently, at laid Jgrages, an*- 
fwered Dom ^xote; and throwing down his laancc^ 
he drew his fword, and grafping his buckkr fet upon 
the Bi/caimr, with a refolotion to kill him. The 
Bifcainery who (aw him come on in that mamier^ 
though he would fain have alighted from his mul^ 
which being of the worft kind of hackneys was not to . 
be depended upon, had yet only time to draw hit 
fword : but it happened well for him that he wat doft 
to the coach-fide, out of which he ihatched a cafluon^ 
which fervcd him for a Hueld ; and immediately to it 
they went, as if they had been mortal enemies. Tha 
left of the company would have made peace between 
(hem ; but they could not i for the Bifcaimr fwore in 
his gibberifh, that, if they would not let him finifli the 
combat, he would kill his mifbefs, and every boc^ 
that offered to hinder him. The lady of the coach^ 
amazed and affrighted at what ihe iaw, bid the 
coachman put. a httle out of the way, and fo fat at 
a diiUnce, beholding the vigorous confti^ : In th^ 
progrcis of which the Bifcainer g^vc D»n ^ixot$ 
■ uich an hugq ilroke on one of his fhouldecs, and a? 
bovc his buckler, that, had it not been for. his coat 
of malt he had cleft, him down to the girdle. Dom 
^xoUf who felt the weight of that unmeafurable 
blow, cried out aloud, faying : O Lady of my foul^ 
l^Mlcinta^ flower of all* beauty^ fuccour tikis' thy 
kni^ wbo^ to iatitfy thy great goodncft, expote 

hunfelf 
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him(df to this rigorous extremity. The faying tbi&, 
the drawing his fword, the covering himfelf well with 
kis buckler/ and falling furiouily on the Bi/cainer^ 
was ail done in one moment^ he refolving to Venture 
all on^e fortune x)f one fingle blow. The Bifsainer^ 
irho ilw htm coming thus upon him» and perceived 
Iris bravti^ by his refolution, reiblved to do the fame 
tiling th9t Don ^ixote had done; and fo he waited 
for him, covering himfelf well with his cuihion, but 
was not able to turn his mule about to the right or 
the left, file being already fo jaded, atid fo little ufed 
to fuch fporty that ihe \vould not flir a ftep. Now 
Dm ^ixote, as has been faid, advanced againft thee 
wary Bifcaher^ with his lifted fword, fully determin- 
fid to cleave him in funder ; and the Bifiainer ejg)ed* 
cd him, with his fword alfo lifted up, and guarded hyt 
kis cuihion. All the by-ftanders were trembling, and 
in fufpenfe what might be the event of thofe prodi- 
gious blows, with which they threatened each other i 
and the lady of the coach and her maidens were mak* 
tng a thou(and vows, and promifes of offerings, to all 
the images and places of devotion in Spain^ that god 
would deliver them and their fquire from the great pe*^ 
^1 they were in. But the misfortune is, that the au-^ 
tlior of this hiftory, in this very crifis, leaves the com- 
bat doubtful V excufing himfelf, that he could £ndi 
fto more written of thefe exploits of Don fixate than, 
what he has already related. 'Tis true indeed, that 
the fecond undertaker of this work could not believe- 
^at fo curious an hiftory could be loft in oblivion, or 
that the wits of la Mancha fhould have fo little cu«- 
liofity, as not to preferve in their archives, or their 
«abinets> fome papers that treated of this famous, 
knight I and upon that prefumption he did not defpair 
to find the concluiion of this delei^able hiltory ; whiich^ 
iu»ven favouring him, he has at lafl done, in the 
manner as ihall be recounted in^lhe fecond part.

Wherein u concluded^ and a» end put t9, the fiufeudeu^ 
battle hetnveen the ^goroiis Biicainer and tbf valiant 
Manchegan. 

IN the firft part of this hiftory, we left the valiant 
Bifcainer and the renowned Don ^ixote^ with 
their fwords lifted up andna-ked, ready to dif-- 
charge two fach farious and cleaving flrokes, as muft^ 
if they had l^hted fuU, at leaii: have divided tht! 
coniI>atants from head to heel, and fplit them afunder 
like a poxngsanate : bat in that critical inftant this re- 
siling hiftory ftopped &ort» and wa^ left imperfe^ 
modioot the author's giving us any notice where what 
iremaiiKd of it might be. found. This grieved me ex- 
tremdy, and the pkafure of havii^ read fo little was, 
tamed into difguft, to think what finall pEobabilit]r 
there was of . finding the nuoch tha^ ia my opinion^ 
was wanting ^ talus txmy a fiory». , It feemed to me 
unpofiible^ and quite beiide all laudable cuftom, that 
£> accompUflveid a knight fhould u^nt a iage^ to un^ 
dertake the penning £9 ^inpandldled ejqploits \ 9 cir^ 

cuoiflanc^ 
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cumftance that never before failed any of thoib 
knights- errant, who travelled in queft of adventures ; 
every one of whom had one or two fages, made as it 
were on purpofe, who not only recorded their adions» 
bat deicribed likewife their moft minute and trifling 
thoaghtSy thoagh never fo fecret. Surely then fo wor- 
thy a knight could not be fo unfortunate, as to want 
YfhsLt P/atir ', and others like him, abounded with; 
For this reafon I could not be induced to believe, that 
fo gallant a hiftory could be left maimed and impev- 
fed I and I laid the blame upon the malignity of time^ 
the devonrer and confumer of all things, which either 
kept it concealed, or had deftroyed it. On the other 
fide, I confidered, that, fince among his books there 
were found ibme (o modem as the Curt ofjealwufy^ and 
the Nymphs and fiepberds of Henarti \ his hi^ry air 
lb muft be modem v and if it was not as yet written, 
might, at leaft, iUll remain in the memories of the 
pem)le of his village, and thofe of the. neighbouring, 
places. This thought held me in fufpenfe, and made 
me defirous ta learo,. really and tiuly^ the whole lift 
and wonderful a£U(ms of our renowned Sfamatid, Dam 
^ixote ie la Mancbay the light and mirrour of Afiur- 
chegau chivaTry,. and the firft who, in pur ^e, and ini 
thefe calamitous times, took upon him the toill anL 
exercife of arms-errant; to redcefs wrongs, fuccour' 
widows, and relieve that ton of damfels, VKho with 
whip and palfrey, and with all their virgini^ sdxmt 
them, ranibled up and down from mountain to mounv 
tain, and hom valley to vall^ : fbi: unkis fome miA 
creant, or fome lead clown, with hatchet and. Aeel 
cap, or fome prodigious gi^uit, raviihed thens, dam? 
ftls there were^ in days of yore,, who at the expira* 
tibn of fourfcora years, and nevef^ ileef^g in all that 
time under a ro^, went as fpotlefs virgins to. the 
grave, as the mothers that bore them.. Now, I iay^ 
upon thefe j and nsany otto* accounts, our. gallant Dm 
^iieoti n worthy of immortal meinory ^ praife:

hiboxir and pains I have taken to difcover the end of 
this deledable hiftoiy ; though I am very fenfiUe^ 
that, if heaven and fortnne had not befriended me^ 
the world would have fUll been without that paftime 
toad pleafare, which an attentive reader of it may en* 
joy for near two hours. Now the manner of finding 
it was this. 

Wadking one day on the exchange of Toledo, a boy 
came to fell fome bundles of old papers to a mercer $ 
and, as I am fond of reading, though it be torn pa- 
pers, thrown about the ilreets, carried by this my na- 
toral inclination, I took a quire of thofe the boy was 
felling, and faw it had charaders, which I knew to 
be Arabic, And whereas, though I knew the letters^ 
I could not read them, I looked about for fome Moor* 
if9 rabbi, to read th«m for me : and it was not very 
difficult to Imd fuch an interppeter 1 for, Imd I fougltt 
one for fome better and more ancient language ', t 
fliould have found him there, hi fine, my good fo^- 
tone prefented one to mej and acquainting him witb 
my 4efire, and putting the- book into his hands,, he 
opened '^ towards the middle, and reading a little in 
it began to laugh. I afred him, what he fmiled at \ 
and heanfwered me, at fbmething which he found writ- 
ten in the margin, by way of annotation* I defired 
bim to tell me what it was ; and he, laughing on^ 
£ud ; there is written on the margin as fbllov^s : 7ii> 
Dulcinea del T^hok^ Jo ofttn mentioned in this hiftorj^ 
badf tbeyfay^ the hft band at pickling porK o/anjn nno^ 
man in all La Mancha. When I heard the name of 
Dulcinea del Tohofi^ I ftood amazed and confounded % 
for I preTently £uicied to myfdf, that thofe bundles of 
wafte- paper contained the hiftory of Don ^ixote. 

With this thought, I haftened him to read the be- 
ginning ; which he did, and, rendering extempore the 
Arabic into Caftilian^ faid that it began thus .-: 7be hi* 
fiory of Don Quixote de la Mancha, ^writt^ by Cide 
Hiunete Benengeli, Arabian bifioriographer^ Much

s Meaning fome Jtw^ to interpret the Hebrrw or CbaUte^ 
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difcretion was necei&ry to difTemble the joy I feTt at 
Clearing the title of the book i and, inatching it out of 
the mercer*s hands, I bought the whole bundle of pa* 
^rs from the boy for half a real ; who» if he had beoi 
cunning, and had perceived how eager I was to have 
them, might very well have promifed himfelf, and 
]iave really had, more than fix for the bargain. I 
Went off immediately with the Morifco^ through the 

goifler of the great church, and de£red him to tranf- 
te for me thofe papers (all thofe that treated of Don 
fixate) into the Cafii/ian tongue, without taking a« 
way or adding any thing to them, offering to pay him 
whatever he fhould demand. He was fatisfied wit^ 
]^fty pounds of raiiins, and two buih^ls of wheat i an4 
promifed to tranflate them faithfully and expeditiouHyji 
But I, to make the bufmefs more fure, and not to. i€$ 
£o valuable a prize. flip thro\ my fingers, tookhini 
Jiome to my own houfe» where^ in little more than fi^ 
weeks time, he tranflated the whole, in the ^aDoer

In the firil fheet was drawn, in a.moft lively maof 
^er, bon ^ixote^s combat with the Bifcainer^ int|^ 
Tame attitude in which the hifiory fets it forth ; the 
fwords lifted up ; the one covered with his bucklov 
the other with his cuihion ; and the Bifcainer'^mx^ 
k to the life, that you niight difcover it to be a hack- 
iiey-jade a bow-fhot ofF^ The Bijcainer had a lab^ 
at his feet, on which was written, Don Samch^ d^ Ja^r 
tetiai which, without doubt, muft have been hi^ 
name : and at the, feet of Rovdnante was another, on 
which was written^ Don ^ixote. ^Rozitfontt was woi>r 
derfuUy well delineated i io long and lank, foleanao^ 
feeble, with fo fharp a back-bone, and fb like one in.f 
galloping confumption, that you migh^ fee pkin^ 
with what ex^^efs and propriety the name of Rvxi- 
pante had been given him. Clo£s by him flood Sa^ 
cho Panfa, holding his afs by the halter ; at whoib feet 
)vas another fcroll, whereon was written, Sancho ZoMr^ 
ias : and not without reafon, if he was, as the painty 
m^ exprefied, paunch-bellied, fhort of flature, and 
ipmdle-fhanked : which, doubtlefs, gave him the naxjpieft 

of 
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tf Pan^a and Zancas ; for the hiHoiy fometimes calif 
lum by the one, and fometimes by the other of thefe 
farnames. There were fome other minuter particulars 
bbfervable ; but-they are all of little importance, and 
contribute nothing to the faithful narration of the hi- 
ftory ; though none are to be defpifed, if true. But^ 
if any obje^ion lies againft the truth of this hiftory^. 
It can only be, that the author was an Jrai, thofe of 
diat nation being not a little addided to lying: though^, 
diey being fo much our enemies, one fhould rather 
think he fell fhort of, than exceeded, the bounds of, 
truth. And fo, in truth, he feems to have done ; for 
when he might, and ought to have launched out, in 
€eld>rating the praifes of fo excellent a knight, it 
looks as if he induHriouily pafTed them over in filence:. 
a thing ill done, and worfe deiigned ; for hifloriogra- 
jphers ought to be precife, faithful, and unprejudiced ; 
and nciither interefl nor fear, hatred nor ^edion, 
ftould make them fwerve from the way of truths 
wlu>fe mother is hiilory, the rival of time, the depo- 
itory of great adions, the witnefs of what is pad, the 
fzample and inflrudtion to the prefent, and monitor^ 
if) the future. In this you will certainly find what- 
ever you can defire in the moft agreeable ; and if any. 
perfedion is wanting to it, it mufl, without all que-* 
fl;ion, be the fault of the infidel its author, and not 
^wjng to any defed in the fubjed. In fhort, its fe- 
90nd part, according to the tranflation, began in this 
Bianner. 

, The trenchant blades of the two valorous and en- 
saged combatants, being brandifhed aloft, feemed to 
fiand threatening heaven and earth, and the deep abyfsj^ 
^ch was the courage and gallantry of their deport-^ 
ment. And the firfi, who difcharged his blow, was the 
choleric Bi/cainer; which fell with fuch force and fury, 
that, if the edge of the fword had not turned aflant by 
the way, that fingle blow had been enough to have put 
an end to this criiel conHid, and to all the adventures 
of oar knight ; but good fortune, that preferved hini 
for greater things, fo twilled his adverfary's fword, 
^bat^ though it lij^tcd on the left ihoulder, it did him. 

no 
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no other hurt, than to dt&riki that fide, carrying off hj 
the way a great part of his helmet* with half an ear; 
all which, with hideous ruin, fell to the ground, 
leaving him in a piteous plight. 

Good god! who is he that can worthily recount the 
rage that entered into the breaft of our Mancbegan^ at 
feeing himfelf fo roughly handle^? Let it fuffice that 
it was fuch» that he raifed himfelf afivlh in his ftirrups. 
And graining his fword fafter in both hands, difcharged 
at with (uch fury upon the Bifcaintry taking him fnU 
upon the cuihion, and upon the head (that excdlent 
defence (landing him in little ftead) that, as if a moun- 
tain had fallen upon him, the blood began to gn(h out 
at his nofbifs^ his month, and* his ears; and he feemed 
flis if he was juft falling down from his mule, which 
doubtlefi he n^ufl have done, if he had not laid faft 
hold of her neck : but notwithilanding that, he loft hii 
ftirrups, and let go his hold*; and the mule^^ghied'by 
the terrible ftroke, began to run about the field, and 
at two or three plunges laid her mafler flat upon the 
ground. Don Quixote ftood looking on with great 
calnmefs, and, when he &w'him fall, leaped from hit 
horfe, and with much aeility ran up to hhn, and dap- 
I»ng the point of his iword to his eyes, he -bid hun 
yield, or he would cut off his head. The Bifiaimr 
was fo ftunned, that he could, not aniwer a word, and 
it had gone hard with him (fo blinded with rage was 
Don ^xo$€) if the ladies of the coach, who hitherto 
in great difmay beheld the conflid, had not approached 
him, and earneftly befought him, that he would do 
them the great kindnefs and &vour to fpare the \ji6 
of their fquire. Don fixate anfwered with mnch fb- 
kmnity and gravity r Affuredly, hxt ladies„ I am very 
willing to grant your requeft,. but it is^ upon a certatir 
condition and compa6t ; which is, that this knight fiiall 
promife me to repair to thetownofTV^e/^, and prefent 
himfelf, on my behalf, before the peerlefs Dulcinia^ 
that ihe may difpofe of him as fhe (hall think fit. 
The terrified and difconfolate lady, without confider- 
ing what Don ^ixoti required, and without enquiring 
who Dulcima was, pronsifed him her fqoire fhoulS 

perfiva 
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perfomf whatever he enjoined him. In reliance opos 
this promife, Taid Don ^ixote^ I will do him no far« 
ther hurt^ though he has well deferved it at mj hands. 

C H A P. II. 

O/tbi £f€wrfiTyotiQ:^ixx)tt bad nvitb his good fquiri 
SanchoPanfa. 

T>Y this time Sancho Pan^a had gotten up, ibmewhat 
Jl roughly handled by the monks lacqueys, and ftood 
beholding very attentively the combat of his mafter 
Don ^ixote, and befought god in his hfcart, that he 
would be pl^ed to give him the vi^ry, and that he 
night thereby win fome ifland, of which to make him 
gpvemour, as he had promifed him. Now feeing the 
confli^ at an end, and that hb maAer was ready to 
mount again upon Rozinante, he came and held his 
ftirmp ; and before he got up, he fell upon his knees 
before him« and taking hold of his hand, kifled it, and 
fiud to him: Be pleafed, my lord Don ^xote^ to be- 
ftow upon me the government of that ifland, which 
you have won in thn rigorous combat ; for, be' it ne-. 
Ter fo big, I £nd in myfelf ability fnffident to govern 
it^ as welTas the beft he that ever governed ifland in 
the world. To which Don ^ixott anfwered 1 Confider, 
brother Sancho^ that this adventure, and others of this 
nature, are not adventures of iflands, but of crofs-ways. 
In which nothing is to be gotten but a broken head, 
or the lofsof an ear. Have patience; for adventures 
win offer, whereby I may not only make thee a go- 
Temor, but fomething better. Sancho returned Mm 
abnndance of thanks, and kiffing his hand again, and 
the fkirt of his coat of mail, he helped him to get 
open Rozinante, and himfelf mounting his afs began 
to follow his niafter; who going off at a round rate, 
without taking his leave or fpeakine to thofe of the 
coachf entered into a wood that was hard by. Sancho 
foUewed )um as faft as his beaft could trot; but i^- 
tunoiae made fuch way, that, feeing bimfelf like to be 
left behind^ he was forced to call aloud to his matter 

to 
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to Aay for him. Don Siuixote did fo, checking i^- 
xinante by the bridle, 'till his weary fquire overtook 
him; who, as foon as he came near, faid' to him: 
Methinks, fir, it would not be amifs to retire to fome 
dinrch; for confidering in what condition you have 
left your adveriary, it is not improbable they may give

mitted never fo many homicides. X know nothing of 
your Omeci/ls, anfwered Sancho, nor in my life have I 
ever concerned myfelf about them : only this I know, 
that the holy brotherhood have fomething to &y tQ 
thofe who fight in the fields ; and as to this other mat- 
ter, 1 intermeddle not in it. Then fet your heart at 
reft, friend, anfwered Don ^ixote; for I ihould de« 
liver you out of the hands of the Chaldeans ; how much 
more then out of thofe of the holy broth^hood? fiut 
iell me, on your life, have you ever feen a more va« 
lorous knight than I, upon the whole face of the knowd 
earth ? Have you read in ftory of any other, who has, 
or ever had, more bravery in afiailin^ more breath h^ 
holding out ^, more dexterity in wounding, or more ad* 
drefs in giving a fall? The truth is, anfwered Sancho^ 
that I never read any hiftory at all; for I can neither 
read, nor write: but what 1 dare afiirni is, that I never 
ferved a bolder mafter than your worftiip, in all die 
days of my life; and pray god we be not called to ao 
account for thefe darings, where I juil now hinted. 
What I beg of your worfliip, is, that you would let

And there- 
fore, when I (hall have made it,' and given it you, alt 
yotl will have to do, is, when yon fee me in (bme bat- 
tie cleft afunder (as it frequently happens) to take up 
feir and foftly that part of my body, which (hall fafr 
to the ground, and, with the greateft nieety, before 
the blood is congealed, place it upon the other half 
that (hall remain in the faddle, taking efpecial care to. 
make them tally exaftly. Then muft you immediately 
give me to drink only two draughts of the balfam^ 
aiforefaid, and then will you fee me become founder 
than any apple. If this be fo, faid Sancho, I renounce 
from henceforward the government of the promifed 
iiland, and deiire no other thing, in payment of my^ 
many' and good fervices, but only that your worfhip 
will give me the receipt of this extraordinary liquor ; 
for I dare fay it will any where fetch more than two 
reals an ounce, and I want no more to pafs this life 
creditably and comfortably. But I fbould be glad to 
know whether it will coft much the making ? For lefs

the cure ; for my ear pains me more than I could wiih. ^ 
Accordingly, Sancbo took fome lint and ointment out ' 
of his w^et: but when Don ^ixote perceived that' 
his helmet was broken, he was ready to run ftark 
mad; and| laying his hand on his fword, and lifting 

up 
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» hia eyes to heaven^ he (kid : I fweac, by the creator 
<tf all things, abd by all that is contained in the fbor 
Iioly eyangelifts, to lead the life that the great marquis 
of Mantua led, when he vowed to revenge the*death 
of his nephew VaUovinos ; which was, not to eat bread 
on a table-cloth, nor folace himfelf with his wife, and 
other things, which, thoagh I do not now remember, 
I allow here for exprefled s till lam fully revei^ed 
<ln him who hath done me this outrage. Saacbo^ 
hearing this, (aid to him; Pray, confid^r. Signer jDm 
^uix$te, that, if the knight has performed what was 
enjoined him, namely, to go and prefent himfelf be- 
fore my lady Dulcima del Tobofi^ he will then have 
done his dn^, and deferves no new puniihment, onlels 
ke commit a new crime. You have fpoken and re- 
i^iarked very juftly, anfwered Don ^xott, and I an- 
nul the oath, fo far as concerns the taking a freih re- 
Tenge: but I make it, and confirm it anew, as to 
]eadin| the life I have mentioned, till I ihall uke by 
force Inch another helmet, or one as good, from fome 
Other knight. And think not, Sancho, I undertake 
this lightly^ or make a fmoke of Anw ; for I have a 
folid foundation for what I do, the fame thing having 
Jiappened exadly . with regard to Mambritio'^ helmet, 
which coft Sacripanti fo dear <.

^ancho^ to be |n no pain apon that account i for, \i an 
ifland cannot be had, there is the kingdom of Denmark^ 
or that of Sobradi/a ?, whith will fit yon like a rmg 
to yonr . finger i atod ttiortover, being np^^n Tert^ 
FirfHa ', you ihoukl rejoice the more. But let 01 
Ieav6 this to ks bwn tinie, and (ee if yon have eiaf 
thing for ^s to eat in your wallet; and we wiU'^d 
prefently in queft of fome caftle, ¥^hcre we may lodge 
this night, and mi^e the balfam that I told yon of; 
for I vow to god^ my ear pains me ^tty much. I 
have here an onion, and a piece of chee^, and Ikfto# 
not how many crufts of Iwread, faid Sancbo; tut they 
are not« eatables fit for fo vaHant a knight as yoti^ 
worlhip. How in you underftand this matfeer f ah^ 
Avered Dan^ixo^e: you muft know, Sanebo^ that it 
is an honour to khights errant not to eat in a month $ 
and, if they do eat, it maft be of what: comes next to 
hand : and, if you had read as many hifto^ies as I hav^ 
done, you would have known this: for, though I 
have pernfed a great many, I never yet found any ac* 
^unt given in them, that ever knights-ermnt did eatj 
snlefs it were by chance, and at certain fotmptuous ban^ 
^eta made on purpole for them ; and the reft, of their 
days they lived, as it were, upon' their fmelling; 
And diough it is to be prefnmed, they could not fub« 
fift without eating, and without fatisfying all other na- 
tural wants, it muft likemfe be fuppofed, that, as 
they pafied moft part of their lives in wandering

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through forefts and deferts, and without a cook, their 
moft nfual diet muft confifl of ruAic viands^ fUch as 
thofe you now offer me. ^SothaCy friend ^^wrr^^, let 
not that trouble youy which gives me pleafure;;nor 
endeavour to make a new world, or to throw the coa- 
fiitution of knight-errantry off the hmges. Pardon 
me, fir, faid Sancboi for, as I can neither read nor 
write, as I told you before, 1 am entirely unacquainted 
with the rules of the knightly profeffion : and therefore 
from henceforward I will fumiil^ my wallet with all 
forts of dried fruits for your worihip, who are a knight; 
find for myfelf, who, am none, I will fupply it with 
poultry, and pther things of more fubftance. I do not 
fay, Sanchot replied D^n ^wote^ that knights-errant 
are obliged to eat iiothing but dried fruits, as you fay ; 
but that their mod ufual fuflenance was of that kiod^ 
and of certain herbs they found up and down in the 
fields, which they very well knew; and fo do I. It 
is a happinefs to know thefe fame herbs* anfwered 
Sancboi for I am inclined to think, we ihalloneday 
have occaiion to make ufe of that knowledge. And 
fo faying he took out what he had provided, and they 
eat together in a very peaceable and friendly manner. 
But being deiirous to feeic out fome place to lodge in 
that night, they foon finiihed their poor and dry com- 
mons.

that they were not able to reach fome habitation, his 
mafter was as qiuch rejoiced to lie in the open air, 
making account that, tvtry time this befel him, he 
was doing an a& fojeffi'vi^ or fuch an zidi as gave a 
frefli evidence of his thle to chivalry. 
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C H A P. III. 

Of what baffentd to Don Quixote wtb certain 
goatherds. 

HE was kindly received by tlie goatherds ; and 
. Sancho, having accommodated RozinatUi and hit 
afs the bed he could, followed the fcent of certain 
pieces of goats-ileih that were boiling in a kettle on 
the fire; and though he would willingly » at that in« 
ftant, have tried whether they were fit to be tranflated 
from the kettle to the ftomach, he forbore doing it; 
for the goatherds themfelves took them off the fire, and 
JTpreading fome iheep fkins on the ground, very fpeedily 
ferved up their rural mefs, and invited them both, with 
(hew of much good-will, to take fhare of what they 
had. Six of them, that belonged to the fold, fat down 
round about the ikins, having firH, with ruflic com* 
pliments, defired^Z)<7« ^ixoteX\i2Ll he would feat him- 
lelf upon a trough, with the bottom upwards, placed 
on purpofe for him. Don ^xot^ fat down, and Sancho 
remained (landing, to ferve the cup, which was made 
of horn. His mailer, feeing him Handing, faid to 
him ; That you may fee» Sancho, the intrinfic worth of 
knight-errantry, and how fair a profped its meaned 
retainers have of fpeedily gaining the refped and eHeem 
of the world, I will, that you fit here by my fide, and 
in company with thefe good folks, and that you be one 
and the fame thing with me, who am your mailer and 
natural lord; that you eat from off my plate, and 
drink of the fame cup ia which I drink : for the fame 
may be iaid of knight-errantry, which is faid of love, 
that it makes all things equal* I give you a great 
inany thanks, fir, faid Sancho ; but let me tell your 
woHhip, that, provided I have vidualf enough, I can 
eat as well, or better, flanding, and alone by myfelf, 
than if I were feated clofe by an emperor. And far« 
thex*, to tell you the truth, what I eat in my corner, 
without compliments or ceremonies, though it were 
nothing but bread and an onion, relifhes better than 
M 2 turke/i 
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tarkeys at other folks tables, where I am forced to 
chew Icifurely, drink Uttley wipe my mouth often j 
neither freeze nor cough when I have a n^ind ; nor 4^ 
bther things, which follow the being alone and ^t li- 
berty. So that, good fir, as to thefe honours your 
worfiiip is pleafed to confer upon me, as a menial fer^ 
vant, and hanger-on of knight-errantry (being fquire 
to your worfhip) be pleafed to convert them into fome- 
thing of moreufe iand profit to me: for, though 1 
place them to account, as received in full, I renbunce 
them from this time forward to the end of the ivoiid.' 
All this notwithftanding, yoti !hdl fit down i for who^ 
focver humbleth' himfelf, god doth exalt ; and, pqBEng 
liim by the arm; he forced him to fit doWn next him. 
The goatheids did hot underftand this jargon of fquirei 
and knights errant, and did nothing but eat, and^iftcb, 
and ihtre at their guefts, who, with much eheerfuliieii 
and appetite, fwallowcd down pieci?s as big is one's 
M. ITic fervicfe of flefli being finilbcd, they fpread 
upon the fkins a great quantity of acorns, together 
with half a cheefe, harder than if it had been m^de 
of plaifter of ?aris. The horn ftood oot idle all thiii 
while; for it went round fo often, nqw full, now 
tmpty, like the bucket of a well, that they prcfently 
emptied one of the two wine-bags that hung in view; 
After Don ^ix9te had fatisfied his htihger, he took 
up an handful of acorns, and, lookii^ on them: at^ 
tcritively, gave utterance to expreffions' like thefe*/ -* 
Happy times, and happy ages thofV, to which ihii 
ancients gave the name xjf'g&idSkl notbecaiife ^o4d 
(which, in this our iron age, te lb much dleemed) 
was to be had; in that fortunate period/ withdut tbil 
and labour; but bccaufe they, who then' lived", .were 
ignorant of thefe wo words, Mium aiidTiOi^, ^*Xri 
that age of innocence, all things' wereinxrommoii: nd 
One needed to take any other pains fbr'his oi^dinary 
fuflenance, than to lift up his hand and' take ft "^ from 
the flurdy oaks, which flood inviting him^ KberaMJr to 
tafte of their fweet and relifhimjf fruit# ''ttiilioipid 
fbuntains, and running dreamt, offered themf, in mag- 
nificent abundance, 'their ^delicious add -tranlpireBt 
' waters. 
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waters. In thexlefts of rocks» and in the hollow o^ 
trees, did the induflrious and provident bees fonn their 
commonwealths, offering to every hand, without ufury, 
the fertil produce of ^their mofl delicious toil. Th^ 
ibut cork-trees, without any other inducement than 
that of their own courtefy, davefted themfelves of their 
light and expandec^ bark ; with which men began to 
cover their houfes, fupported by rough poles, only for 
a defence againft the inclemency of the feafons. All 
then was peace, all amity, all concord. As yet the 
heavy coulter of the crooked plow had xfot dared tq 
force open,' and iearch into, the tender bowels of our 
£rft mother, who, unconflrained^ offered from every 
j)art of her fertil ^ml (pzcipup bofom whatever might 
fefd, fuftain, af}d ^slight thofe her children, who then 
Jbad hef jn po£effi(ni. .Then did the fimple and beau^^ 
ieous yofipg ihepherdeiTes trip it frpm dale to dale, 
and fro^* hill tq hi]l>. tiieir treiiTes fpmetimes plaited^ 
fbmetimes loosely flowing, with no more cloathing 
^dian was neceflary modeilly to cover what modefty 
has always required to be concealed : nor were their 
ornanfents'Ucethofe now-a-days m faihion; to whick 
the Tyrian purple and the fo-many- ways martyred £lk 
^iveayaluej^ but compofed of green dock- leaves and- 
ivy interwoven ; with which, perhaps, they went as 
iplendidly an|d elegantly decked, as our court-ladies do 
now, with all thofe rare and foreign inventions, which 
idle, qariofity hath taught them. Then were the amo- 
roj99 conceptions of the foulcloathed in fimple and fin* 
cere expi^effions^ in, the fam^ >yay and manner the/ 
were conceived, without feekfng artificial phrafes tp 
iet them off. Nor as yet were frauds deceit, and ma- 
lice, inteiinixt with^ truth and plain-dealing. JufUcp 
kept within her proper bounds ; favour and intereft, 
which, now fo much depreciate cpnfound, and perl'e- 
cute her, .no( daring thep to diil^rb or offend her. As 
yet the judge did not make hjs^ own ^ill the .meafure 
;0f juflice ; for then there was neither 'caufe, nor perfon, 
to be judged. Maidens and modefty, as I faid before, 
went about, alone and miftrefTes of themfelves, without 
fear of any danger from the tii^ridled freedom and 
M 3 kud 
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Iciid dcfigtis of others j and, if they were undone, it 
was entirely ^wrng to their own natural inclination and 
will. Bat now, in thefe deteftable ages of ours, no 
damfel is fecare, though ihe were hidden and locked 
tip in another labyrinth like that of Crete ; for even 
there, through fome cranny, or through the air, by 
the zeal of curfed importunity, the amorous peftilence 
Ihids entrance, and they mifcarry in fpite of their clofeft 
netreat.^ For the fecurity of whom, as times grew 
worfe, "and wickednefs encreafed, the order of knight- 
errantry was tnftitutcd» to defend maidens, to proted 
ji;vidows, and to relieve orphans and perfons diftreffed. 
Of this order am I,, brother goatherds, from whom I 
take kindly the good cheer and civil reception you 
lave given me and my fquire; for though, by the 
law of nature, every one living; is obliged to favour 
knights erranti yet knowing, that, without your being 
•acquainted with this obligation, you have entertained 
apd regaled me, it is but reafon that, with all poffibk 
goodwill towards you, I ihould acknowledge your» 
to me. 

' Our knight made this tedious difcourfe * (whidi 
might very well have been fpared) becaufe thd acorns 
" they had given him put him in mind of the goUen 
age^ and infpired him with an eager defire to make that 
impertinent harangue to the goatherds, who flood in 
amaze, gaping and liftening, without anfwering him 
a word. Sancho himfelf was filcfnt, fluffing himfelf 
with the acorns, and often vifiting the fecond wine-bag, 
which^ that the wine might be cool^ was kept hung 
wpon a cork-tree; 

Don ^ixote ipent more time- in talking than in 
eating ; but, fupper being over, one of the goatherdt 
iaidj that your worfhip, Signor knight errant, mxf 
the more truly fay, that we entertain you with a rea<^ 
good- will, we will give you fome diverfion and amufe- 
ment, by making one of our comrades fiag, who wiD 

foon 

I Cervantes fccms to fatirize the pedantic, declamatory, man- 
ner of the writers of thofc times, efpecially the fchoQl-dtriney^ 
with which S^ai/i. (warmtd* 
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foon be here : he i^ a very intelligent fwain, and deep- 
ly enamoured ;, and, above all, can read and write, 
and plays upon . the rebeck to heart's content. The 
goatherd had fcarce faid this, when the (bund of the 
rebeck ' reached their ears, and, prefently after, came 
he that plaid on it, who was a youth of about 
two and twenty,' and of a very good mien. His 
comrades aiked him, if he had fupped ; and he an* 
fwering, yes; then, AntoniOf faid he who had made 
the offer, you may afford us the pleafure of hearing 
you fing a little^ that this gentleman, our gueft, may 
fee, we have here, among the mountains and woods, 
ibme that underiland mufic. We have told him your 
good qualities, and would have you (hew them, and 
make good what we have faid; and therefore I intreat 
you to fit down, and fing the ditty of your loves, 
which your uncle the prebendary compofed for you, 
and which was fo well liked in our village. Wkh all 
my heart, replied the youth; and, without farther in* 
treaty, he fat down upon the trunk of an old oal^ 
and tuning his rebeck, after a while,' with a fingular 
good grace, he began to fiiig as follows.

his mailer ; Sir^ yoa hatd better ooniider where yott 
are to lie tonight; for. the* pains thefe honeft meii 
take,all day will not fniFer them to pafs the nights ill 
finging. I ufKlerftandv you.. ^Sancho, anfwer^ Don 
Siuixote ; for I fee plainly, that the vifits to the wine- 
bag Jts^it to be paid rathe^ witlL fleep- than mufie.

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It reliftied well with us all, blefled be god, anfwered 
Sattcbo, I do not deny it, replied Don Quixote i but 
lay yomfelf down where you will, for it better be- 
comes thofe of my profeflion to watch than to deep.

CHAP. IV. 

JFJbat a certain goatherd related to thofe tlmt •Wirt 
•with Don Quixote-. 

WHILE, this pafled, ^here came another of thofe 
yoang lads, wiio brought them their provifions 
from the village, and &id. Comrades, do you know what 
pafies in the village I How ihould we know ?: anfwer- 
ed one of them. Know then„ continued the youth^ 
that this morningdied that famous ihephefd andicholar 
called Chtyfoftom ; and it is whifpered, that he died for 
love of that deviliih untowacd lafs Marcela, daughter 
of William the rich ;. ihe» who rambles about thefe 
woods and fields, in the drefs of a ihepherdeis. Foe 
Marcela ! fay you ? quoth one. For her, I iay, an- 
fwered the goatherd. And the beft of it is, he has or- 
dered by his will, that they ihould bury him in the 
fields as if he had been a Moor^ and that it ihoald be 
at the foot of tl^e rock by the cork -tree-fountain : for^ 
^iccording to report, and what, they iay, he himfelf 
declared, that was the ve^ place, where he firit iaw 
lier. He ordered alfo other thin^ fo extravagant, 
that the clergy fay, they muiit not be performed i nor 
is it fit they ihould, for they feem to be heatheniib* 
Jo aU which that ^m friend of his jMn^ the ftur 
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ient, who accompanied him likewife in the drefs o^ 
a ihepherdy ^nfwers, that the whole mufl be fulHlledf 
without omitting any thing, as Chryfoflom enjoined ; 
and upon this the village is all in an uproar : but, by 
w'hat I can learn, they will at laft do what Amhrofio^ 
and all the (hepherd's friends require ; and to morrow 
they come to inter him, with great folemnity, in the 
place I have already told you of. And I am of opini- 
on, it will be very well worth feeing i at leaft, I will 
not fail to go, though I knew I (hould not return to- 
morrow to the village. We will do fo too, anfwered 
the goatherds, and let us call lots who (hall (by behind, 
to look after all our goats. You fay well, ?edro^ quoth 
another : but it will be needlefs to make ufe of this ex- 
pedient I for I will flay for you all : and do not attri- 
bute this to virtue, or want of curiofity in me, but to the 
thorn which (Iruck into my foot the other day, and 
hinders me from walking. We are obliged to yoa,^ 
however, anfwered ^edro, Don' fixate defired Pe- 
dro to tell him, who the deceafed was, and who that 
fhepherdefs. To which Pedro anfwered, that all he 
knew was, that the deceafed was a wealthy gentleman, 
of a neighbouring village, among yon rocky moun* 
tains, who had ftudied many years in Salamanca ; at 
the end of which time he returned home, with the 
charader of a very knowing well-read man : particu- 
larly, it was faid, he underftood the fcience of the 
ftars, and what the fun and moon are doing in the fky : 
for he told us pundually the clipfe of the fun and 
moon. Friend, quoth Don ^ixote^ the obfcuration 
of thofe two gtreater luminaries is called an eclipft, and 
not a clipfe. Bat Pedro, not regarding niceties, went 
(fxi with his ftory, faying ; he alfo foretold when the 
year would be plentiful, or cftiril. Sttril, you would* 
fay, friend, quoth Don Quixote, Steril or eftril, an- 
fwered Pedro, comes all to the fame thing.. And as T 
was faying, his father and friends, who gave credit to 
His words, became very rich thereby j for they follow- 
ed his advice in every thing. This year, he would' 
(ay, fow barley, not wheat : in this you may fow 
Yctdiesy. and not barley : the next year^ there will be 

plentjr 
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flenty oflinfeedoil: the three foUoWing, there will 
aot be a drop. This fcience they call aftrologj^ faid 
t)oH ^ixott, I know not how it is called, replied 
Pedro i but I blow that he knew iX\ this, and more 
too. In ihorty not many months after he came from 
$alamanca^ on a certain day he Appeared dreiTed like a 
Ihepherd, with his crook and iheep fldn jacket, having 
thrown aiide his fcholar's gown ; and with him ano* 
ther^ a great friend of his, called jimhrnfio^ who had 
been his fellow -ftudent, and now put himfelf into the 
fame drefs of a (hepherd. I foi-got to tell yon, how 
the deceafed Chr^oftom was a great man at making 
yerfes j infomiich that he made the. carok for Cbrift^ 
mas- eve y and the pious plays fof Corpus ChriJH, wMclf 
the boys of our village rcprefented ; and every bo^ 
iaid they weremoU excellent. When the people of 
the village (aw the two fcholars fo fuddenly habited 
like ihepherds, they were amazed, and could not 

Suefs at the caufe that induced them to make that 
range alteration in their drefs. About this time the 
fzxh^r of Chrjfoftom died, and he inherited a large t- 
$ate, in lands and goods, flocks, herds, and moAey \ 
of all which the youth remained diflblute mailer ; and 
indeed he deferved it all, for he was a very good com- 
panion, a charitable man, and a friend to thofe that 
were good, and had a face like any blefling. After* 
wards it came to be known that he changed his habit; 
for no other purpofe^ but that he might wander about 
thefe defert places after that fhepherdefs MareeU; 
whom our lad told you of before, and With whom the 
poor deceafed Cbryfoftom was in love. I will now tell 
you (for it is fit you (hould know) who this young flat 
is ; for perhaps, and even without a perhaps, yoa 
may never have heard the like in all the days of yoor 
Hfe, though you were tf J «/t/ «/ the itch. Say, asM 
as Sarab, replied Don fixate, not being able to en- 
dure the goatherd's miftaking words. The kch is old 
enough,, anfwered PfflV-i? 5 and. Sir, ifyoumuftat c- 
very turn, be correding niy words, we fhall not have? 
done this twelvemonth. Pardon me, friend, faid Doft 
^ixote, I told you of it, bcciufc there isa\videdif- 
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icrtnothtween^^ intf ^tid Sarah *: aiid fi) go oft 
with your ftory ; for I will interrupt yon no more. I 
fay then, dcat Sir of my foul, quoth the goatherd^ 
that in bur village there was a farmer richer than the 
fkthisr of'Cifry/^m, called William ; to whdm god 
beftowed,' beiides much and great wealthy a daughter^ 
of whom hei' mother died in childbed, and fhe was the 
flM^Tefpeded woman of all our country, f cannot 
kelp thinking I fee her now, with that ptefence, loqk^ 
ing as if file had the fun on i>ne fide of her, ahd thd 
moon on the other * : and, abdve all, fhe was a nota* 
b!e knilewife, and a' friend to the poor ; for which 
i believe her foul is at tliis very moment enjoying god 
in the othet world. Her huiband William died for 
gttefat thfe death t>ffo' good -a woman, leaving his 
daughter Mdrceld^ young and richj uttder' th6 care of 
ttt: nhde, a prieftf and beneficed in our village. The 
^rl grew up with fo much beauty^ that it put us iti 
inind of her niothfer*s, who had a great fhare 5 and tot 
all that it was judged that h^r daughter's wouM furpafs- 
her*s. ■ And fo it fell out j for when Ihfc came to b6 
fourteen or fifteen years of age, no body beheld he^ 
without bleflihg god for making her fo handfome, and 
moft men were in love with, and undone for, heri 
Her uncle kept her very carefully and very clofe : not* 
withftanding which, the fkmc of her extraordinary^ 
beauty fprcad itfelf fo, that, partly for her pcrfon, and 
partly *for her great riches, her uncle was applied toi- 
fbllicited, and importuned, ^not only by thofe of out 
own village, but by many others, andthofe the better 
fort too, for feverd leagues round, to difpofe of her id 

marrij^el

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marriage. Bat he (who, to do him juftice, is a good 
chriftian) though he was defirous to difpofe of her as 
^n as ihe was marriageable^ ytt would notdo it with- 
out her confent, having no eye to the benefit and ad- 
vantage he might have made of the girl's eftate by de*- 
fierring her marriage. And, in good truth, this has 
been told in praife of the good prieft in more compa- 
nies than one in oar village. For I would have yoa 
to know, fir errant, that, in thefe little places, every 
thing is talked of, and every thing cenfured* And, 
my life for yours, that clergyman muft be over and 
above good, who obliges his pariihioners to fpeak well 
of him, efpecially in country-toWns. It is true, faid 
Don ^ixote, and proceed : for the ftory is excellent, 
and, honeft PeJro, you tell it with a very good grace^ 
May the grace of the lord never fail me, which is moft 
to the purpofe. And fimher know, ^uoth PeJro, that» 
though the uncle propofed to his niece,, and acquaint- 
ed her with the qualities of every one in particular, of 
the many who fought her in marriage, adviiing her to 
marry, and choofc to her liking, (he never retnrn- 
ed any other anfwer, but that (he was not diipofed 
to marry at prefent. and that, being fo young, (he did 
not find herfelf able to bear the burden of matrimony^. 
Her uncle, fatisfied with thefe feemingly jufl excufes,. 
ceafed to importune her, and waited till ihe was grown 
a little older, and knew how to choofe a companion to 
lier tafte For, faid he,^ and he faid very well, parents 
ought not to fettle their children againfl their will^ 
But, behold ! when we leail imagined it, on a certain 
day the coy Marcela appears a Ihepherdefs,, and with.- 
out the confent of her uncle, and againft the perfuafi- 
ons of all the neighbours, would needs go into the 
fields, wkh the other country^lafTes, and tend her own 
flock. And now that (he appeared in publick, and 
her beauty was expofed to all beholdcrs,^ it is^impoflible 
to tell you, how many wealthy youths,^ gentlemen, 
and farmers have taken CbryfoftonC% drefs* and go up 
and down thefe plains, making their fuit to her ; one 
of whom, as is faid already, was the deceafed, of 
pbom it is fiud^ that he left off loving her to adore 

h«> 
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her. But think not^ that becaufe Marceta has given 
lierfelf ap to this free and uncon£ned way of life, and 
that with fo little, or rather no referve, fhe ha» given 
fny the leaH colour of fufpicion to the prejudice of 
her modefty and difcretion : no, rather fo great and 
jbri^ is the watch (he keeps over her honour, that 
of all thofe, who ferve and follicit her, no one has 
boafled. or can boail with truth, that Hie has givei^ 
him the leaft hope of obtaining his defire. For though 
(he does not fly nor ihun the .company and converfa^ion 
of the fhepherds, but treats them with courtefy and 
in a friendly manner, yet upon any one's beginning 
to discover his intention, though it be as juft and holy 
as that' of marriage, fhe cafts turn from her as out of a 
ftone-bow. And by this fort of behaviour, fhe does 
more mifchief in this country, than if fhe carried the 
plague about with her ; for her affability and beauty 
attradl the hearts of thofe, who converfe with her, to 
ierve and love her ; but her difdain and frank dealing 
drive them ta terms of defpair : and fo they know 
not what to fay to her, and can only exclaim againfl 
her, calling her cruel and ungrateful, with fuch other 
titles, as plainly denote her charader. And were you ' 
to abide here. Sir, a while, you. would hear thefe 
mountains and valleys refound with the complaints oJF 
thofe undeceived wretches that yet follow her. There 
is a place not far from hence, where there are about 
two dozen of tall beeches, and not one of them but has 
the name of Marcela written and engraved on its 
(mooth bark, and over fome of them is a crown carv« 
ed in the fame tree, as if the lover would more clear* ' 
ly exprefs, that Marcela bears away the crown,, and 
4eferves it above all human beauty. Here fig|is one 
ihepherd; there complains another: here are heard 
amorous fonnets, there defpairing ditties. You ftali 
have one pafs all the hours of the night, feated at the 
foot of fome oak or rock ; and there, without dofing 
his weeping eyes, wrapped up and tranfported in his 
Noughts, the fun finds him in the morning. You fhall^ 
have another, without ceflation or truce to his fighs^. 
ia the midft of the moft irkfome noon-day heat of the 

{ummcr^ 
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fammer, extended on the burning fand, and fending 
tfp hiv^oHipIailits to all -pitying heaven. In the mean 
time, the beaatiful Mareela^ free and unconcerned, tri- 
Hmphs over them all. We, who know her, waitwitK 
impatience to fee what h<ir hanghtine^ will come to^ 
and who is to be the happy man that (hall fubdue fo 
intra^ble a difpoiition, and enjoy ib incomparable a 
beaaty. - All that I have recounted being fo aflbred.^ 
truth, I the more eafily believe what, our companion 
told us concerning the caufe of Chryfoftont'^ death;. 
And therefore I advife you. Sir, that you donot fail 
to-morrow to be at his funeral'^ whidi will be very 
well worth feeing : for Chtyfoftom has. a gr^t many 
Irieods ; and it is not half a league iirom this place to^ 
that where he ordered himfelf to be buried. I witt^ 
c^ainly be there, faid Don ^xote^ and. I thank yoa 
lor the pleafure you have given me by the recital of 
fo entertaining a ftory. O, replied the goatherd, I do 
. not' yet know half the adventures that have happened

cbo faddle and pannd immediately; ^which he did with; 
great expedition ; and with the fame difpatch they all- 
prefently fet ottt on their wayw They had not gonea^ 
qoartes of a leagiie, when, qpon cro^ng a path-way»: 
th^ &w about fix ihepherd^T making towards 'tlwm^ 
olaKi in .black iheep^fkin jef kit^, and their heads crown^ 
ed with gadands o^ cyprefe aiod. bitter rofemary, ^ch: 
of them iiad a. thick holly-club^ in his hand, Theret. ■ 
came alio with tiiem two cavfdiers on horfeb4tck,.iiv 
very handfbme ridingrhabit^, attended by three lac^ 
queys on foot.

. 0|ie :of thofe, dn.lu)crdbacl(„ fpe^iking to his compa* 
nion> faid r I faoicy,, Signor Fivaldo^ we iball not^ 
think the tuae'mif-^fpent in ftaying to fee this famous fu-' 
nerair; fork ^annot choofe but be extraoidmary, con- 
fidertng tfae*ftrange tfimgs thefe fhepher4s Imve re- 
counted^ as well of the deceased (hephe|rd, a^ of th^^ 
murthen^ fh^beiidefs. I think fb too, anfwered Vi- 
mald9% aiS I do not only not think much of fpending 
iSQfi day, but I would: even ftay four to fee it,., Don 
^ixot^ afked thea^ what it was they liad heard of 
MarceU and Cbrffofitmf The traveller iaid, they had 
met thofe ihepherds eariy that momingf and that, 
feeing theo^ in tha^ mournful drefs^ thq^ iuui aiked thct 
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•ccafioiKof their going dad in that manoer ; and that 
one of them had relateid the ilocy^ telling them of the 
beauty, and unaccountable humour, of a certain fhep- 
berdefs called MarceU^ and the k>>«s of many that 
woed her ; with the death of Cbfyfofifim* to whofe bu- 
rial they. were going. In fioe^ he related all tiiatP^- 
dr9 had told to Don ^ixofe^ 

This difcourle ceafed, and another beg^i; be, ^ho 
was called Fi<vaUo^ aiking Dm ^ixote^ what might 
be the reafon that induced him to go armed in that 
manner, through a country fo peaceable ? To which 
Den Quixote aofwered : The,exercife of my profeffion 
will not permit or fuEfer me to go iit any other man- 
ner. The dance, the banquet, and the bed of down,. 
were invented for foft and effeminate courtiers; but 
toil, difquietude, and arms, were invented and de- 
iigned for thofe, whom the world calls knights errant,. 
of which number am I, though unworthy, and the 
haft of them all. Scarcely had they heard this, when 
they all concluded he was a madman. And iov the 
more certainty, and to try what kind of madnefs hir 
Was, Vwaldo afked him, what he meant by knights- 
errant ? Have you not read. Sir, anfwered Z>^ ^Iwx* 
Qte, the annals and hiftories of England^ wherein are 
recorded the famous exploits of, king Arthur, whom, 
in our Caftilian tongue, we perpetually call king Ar- 
tus} of whom there goes an old tradition, and a coni« 
mon one all over that kingdom of Great Brkaim^ 
that this king did not die, but that, by magic art^ he 
was turned into a raven ; and that, in procefs of tinte^ 
be (hall reign again, and recover his kingdom and 
fcepter : for which reafon it cannot be proved, that, 
from that time to this, any Englishman hath killed a 
raven. Now, in this good king's time» was inftituted 
that famous order of the knights of the round table ; 
and the amours therein related, of Don Lancelot dn 
hake with the queen Ginebra^ paffi»l exa£Uy fo, that 
honourable Duenna ^intaniona being their go-be- 
tween and confidante : which gave birth to that well- 
known ballad, fo cried up here in Spain^ of N€*uer 
n»as knight fy l^es Jo nuill fervted^as *wai Sir Lan» 
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eetpt when be <dinifrom Britain : with the reii of that 
fweet and charming reckal of his amours and exploits. 
Now, from that time, the order of chivalry. has been 
extending and fpreading itfelf through many and di* 
vers parts of the world : and in this profeffion many 
tave been difHnguiihed and renowned for their heroic 
deeds ; as, the valiant Amadis de GauU with all his 
fons and nephews, to the fifth generation ; the valor- 
ous FeUxmarte of Hyrcania ; and the- never- enough to 
be praifed Tirant the nvJbite : and we, in our days, 
have in a manner feen, heard, and converfed with, 
the invincible and valorous knight Don Belianis of 
Greece. This, gentlemen, it is to be a knight-errant, 
find what 1 have told you of is the order of chivalry ; 
of which, as I faid before, I, though a £nner, have 
made profeflion ; and the very fame thing that the 
aforefaid knights profefied, I profefs : and fo I travel 
through thefe folitudes and deferts, feeking adventures, 
.wkh a determined refolution to oppofe my arm, and 
my peribn, to the moft perilous that fortune fhall pre- 
* fent, in aid of the weak and needy. 
;.- By thefe difcourfes the travellers were fully con- 
-vinced, that Don ^ixote was out of his wits, and 
.what kind of madnefs it was that influenced him ; 
.whiclL ftruck thetn with the fame admiration, that it 
^id all others at the firft hearing. And nva/do,- who 
was a very difceming perfoh, and withal of a mirthful 
difpoiition, that they might pafs without irkfomnefs 
the little of the way that remained, before they came 
ta the funeral-mountain, reiblved to give him an op* 
•portunity of going on in his extravagancies. And 
therefore he faid to him; Methinks, Sir knight errant, 
you have undertaken one of the ib-idteft profelions upon 
earth : and I verily believe, the rule of the Carthujian 
.monks themfelves is not ib rigid. It may be as Uri^, 
for aught I know, anfwered our D^/r ^ixote ; but 
that it as fo neceflary to the world, I am^ within two 
£ngers breadth of doubting : for, to fpeak the truth,^ 
the foldier, who executes his captain^s orders, does no 
lefs than the captain himfelf, who gives him the or- 
ders. I wou)d fay, that the religious, with all peace

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fui4 )qule^e($^ implore beavea for the good of Che 
.world ; bat we foldkrs, and knights, really execute 
what they pEay.£6r«..d^ending it.with.dbe&ength of 
<mr arms^ and the edge of oiar fwosds; jotd that» not 
vnder covert, but in open fidd ; expo&d as butts, to 
the unfufferable beams of funiiiier*s fun» and winter*$ 
Jiorrid ice* So. that we are god's nmuilers upon, earth, 
and the arms by wldch he exeeiitea his joftice in it; 
And confidering diat matters of war, and tho& relat'*^ 
jns thereto, cs^imot be pot in execution without fweat, 
toil, and labour, it follows, that .they». who profefsit^ 
do unqueftiooably take more pains than they, who, ia 
perfed peace and rqpofe, are empl<^ed in .praying ta 
heaven to aSft thofe,. who can do but UttleL for them«> 
Sdvts^, Ime»ioottqiray,.noRdoiIfi>mit^aainia»> 
gine, that thtt ftate of the knight-errant is' as^ocid as 
that of. the reelufe reHgidus : I wonld only infer hem 
)vhat I fufier, that it is douhtlefs more labmous^ jnoce 
baftinadoed, .more iMingry and: thicfty, more wo-etcfae^ 
miore ragged,, and more loufy ; £or there i^nb doubly 
but that the knights^ errant of old. underwent: ipany 
misforttitt^s wr the cotufe of their, lives. Aad . if &me 
^ them rofe to he emperors, by the valonr qf .tkeir 
Mm, in good ^ruth they paid dearly for it la bkwd 
and fweat : and if tkofe^ who.arrivsd to fuch :honoui^ 
had wanted enchanters and fages to:^a£ft Jthem^Nthey 
Mrottld have t>een mightily d^eivied.in their hopes^ 
and mudi difappointed in their expeftations^ I ana of 
Ihe iame t^aio^, replied the travdler : bat there h 
oae thing, iiv particular, among ^nany others^. Whiclt I 
di^ike jnkntght8^errant,.and itJs this^i whei^theyarp 
prepared to engage in ibme gceat and perih)us adv«i»- 
ture^ ''m which they are in manifeft danger of lofing

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becauib they are not all in love. That cannot be, an- 
fwered D^h ^ixote : I fay, there cannot be a knight- 
errant without a mifb-efs ; for it is as proper and as 
natural to them to be in love, ^s to the iky to be full 
of ftars. And J affirm, you can (hew me no hiftory, 
in which a knight-errant is to be found without ap 
amour : and for the very reafon of his being without: 
one, he would not be xeckoued a legitimate knight^; 
but a baftard, and one that got into the fortress of chi- 
valry, not by the door, but ov6r the pales, like a thief 
and a robber '. Yet, for all that, faid the triaveller,, 
I think (if I am not inuch miilaken}, I have read, that; 
Ihn Galaor, brother to the valorous Amadis de Gault 
never had a particular miftrefs, to whom he might re-, 
commend himfelf ; nptwithftanding which, he was not. 
the lefs efteemed, and .was a very valiant and fEunoos 
knight. To which our Don ^ixote anfwered ; Signor, 
one fwallow makes no fummer. Befides, I very well 
know, that this knight was in fecret very deeply ena- 
moured : He was a general lover, and could not refift, 
his natural inclination towards all ladies whom he- 
thought handfome. But, in (hort, it is very well at- 
teiled, that he had one, whom he had made miftreis 
of his will, and to whom he often commended him- 
felf, but very fecretly i for it was upon this quality of 
fecrecy that he, efpecially valued himfelf. If it be 
efiential that every knight-errant muft be a lover, {aid. 
the traveller, it is to be prefumed that your worihip, 
is one, as you are of the profeffion : and, if you do 
not pique yourfelf upon the fame fecrecy as Don Ga- 
l^or^ I c^nefUy intreat you, in the name of all this 
good company, and in my own, to tell us the name, 
country, quality, ^ beauty, of your miftrefs, who 
cannot but account herielf happy if all the world knew,^ 
that ihe is loved and ferved by fo worthy a knight as 
yjour worihip appears to be. ¥itrt Don ^ixote fetch- 
ed a deep figh, and faid; I cannot poiitively zStam 
lyhether this fweet enen^y of mine^ is pleafed, or not,

ther is fhe of the Rehltas and Fillanovas of Valentia ; 
the PalafoxeSf Nufas, Rocaiertis, Corellas, Lunas, Ala* 
goms, UrreaSf Fofes, and Gurreas of Arragon ; the 
drdaSf Manriques, Mendoqas and Gufmans of Cafiile ; 
the Alencaftros, ? alias and Menefes of Portugal: but 
ihe is of thofe of Tobo/o de la Mancba ; a houfe, though 
modem, yet fuch as may give a noble beginning to 
the moft illuitrious families of the ages to come : and 
in this let no one contradid me, unlefs it be on the 
conditions that Cerbino fixed under Orlando\ arms, 
where it was (aid; Let no one removi ihefe, nvbo can- 
not ft and a trial with Orlando. Although mine be of 
the Cacbopines of Laredo, replied the traveller, I dare 
not compare it with that of Tobofo de la Mancba i 
though, to fay the truth, no fuch appellation hath ever 
reached my ears 'till now. Is it poffible you fhould 
never have heard of it ? replied Don fixate ».

All thie fell went' on liftening'with gitat attention to 
the dialogue betwbcn thefe two : and even the goat- 
herds and fliepherds perceived the notorious diftrac- 
tion of our D^n^ixote, Sancbo Panga alone believed 
all ^at his^^ mafter fsdd to be truey knowing who he 
wasj and having been acquainted wiA him^ from his 
lurtfa. But what he fomewhat doubted of, was, what 
concerned the fair Dulcinea dtl Tchvfo ; for no fuch a 
name, or prinfcefs, had ever come to Hs bearing, 
though he lived fo near To^/o. 

In thefe difcouifes they went On^ when they difco- 
Vered, through an openihg nuui^ by two high moun- 
tains, about twenty fliepherds, coming, down, all m 
jerkim iqf black wool, and crowned with garhuds, 
tvhich {as appeared afterward) were fome of yew, and 
feme of cyprefs. 'Six of them cartied a bier, covered 
Hvith great variety of flowers and boughs : which one 
•of the goatherds efpying, faid; They, who come 
yonder, are thofe who Tjring the corpfe of Cbryfijhm ; 
and the foot bf yonder mountain is the place where 
be ordered them to bury him. They made haftfe 
therefore to arrive \ which they did, and it was juft 
-as th^ bier was fet down on the ground : four of 
them, with (harp pickaxes, were making the grave by 
the iide of a hard rock. They faluted one another 
^courtebufly : and prefently Don fixate and his com- 
pany w^nt to take a view of the bier; upon which 
they few a dead body, ilrewed with flowers ', in the 
briefs of a fliepherd, feemingly about thirty years of 
tige: you might fee, thro' death itfidf, that he had

cent without often^on, grave widtoot arrogance^ 
dieerfiil without momnefs ; in fine^ the £rft in eyerf 
thing that was good, and fecond to none in everj 
dking that was unfortimate^ He loved, he^ was abhors 
red : he adored, he was feomed : he coorted a favagel 
be (blicited marble ; he purfucd the wind i he coiled 
aloud to iblitudef he foved in^^axitude ; and tiid rt^ 
compence he obtained, was, to become a prey to deaths 
in the midft of the career of his li£v to which an end 
was put by a certain ihepherdefs, whom he endeavour* 
cd to render immortal in the meaAori^s of men ; as 
thefe papers yoia ate looking at would fufficientiy de* 
flMiftrate, had )m not ordered them to be committed 
to die ikmes, at die fame tkne that his body was de« 
(ofited in the earth. You would then be more ri^ 
gbrous and cruel to them, ^d Vi'oaldo^ than their 
dialler him^f ; for it is neither juft nor right to fulfil 
^e will of him, who commands ibmething uttetly un« 
jtafonabte^ And Auguftus Gsrfat would not confeilt 
to the execatioii of what the dt vitie Matuuan had comi 
anandied m his will* So thai; Signor Arnhn^fio^ tfao^ 
yon conunit your friend*s bc^y to the eoyth, do not 
therefore commit his writings to oblivion ; and if he 
•rdeit^ it as a perfon injured, do not you fulfil it as 

yoL.I» N onfi 
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one iodifcreet { rather ad fo, that, by giving life to 
diefe papers, the cruelty of Marcela may never be 
forgotten^ but may ierve for an example to tho(e» who 
ihall live in times to come, that they may avoid fal- 
ling down the like precipices ; for I, and all here pre- 
fent, already know the ftory of this your enamoured 
and defpairing friend : we know alTo your fnendihip, 
and the occauon of his death, and what he ordered 
on his death bed : from which lamentable hifiory may 
be gathered, how ereat has been the cruelty ofMar* 
celat the love of Q^y/ofiem, and the finceriQr of your 
^-iendlhip ; as alio the end of thpfe, who run head- 
long in the path that inconfiderate and ungotrerned 
love fets before them. Laft night we heard of CJbty- 
fiftonCt death, and that he was to be interred in this 
place; and A>, out of curiofity and compaffion, we 
turned out of our way, and agreed to come and be- 
Jiold with our eyes, what had moved us fo much in 
the redtaj : anc^ in return for our pity, and our de- 
lire to remedy it, if we could, we befeech you, O 
difcreet Amhrofto^ at leaft I befeech you in my own 
behalf, that you will not bum the papers, but let me 
carry away fome of them. And without ftaying for 
the fliepherd*8 reply, he ib-etched out his hand, and 
took fome of chofe that were neareft ; which AmhroJU 
perceiving, faid : Out of civility, Signor, I will con- 
ient to your keeping thofe you have taken ; but to 
im^ine that I (hail forbear burning tho(b that remain, 
is a vain thought. Vifvaldot who defired to fee what 
the papers contained, prefently opened one of them, 
which had for its title : Tbe/ong ofdejpair. AmbroJU^ 
hearing it, faid : This is the laft paper the unhappy 
man wrote ; and that you may fee, Signor, to what 
Date he was reduced by his misfortunes, read it fo as 
to be heard ; for you will have leifure enough, while 
they arc digging the grave. That 1 will with all my 
heart, faid k'i*vaUo : and as all the by-fianders had the 
iame defire, they drew round about him, and he read 
in a dear voice» as follows.

Chryjoftom'i fong was very wfeU approved by thoft 
wbo heard tt : but he, who read k# faid, it did not 
"tern to tgree with the account he had heard of the re- 
irveand goddnefs of Mareela; $i>r Chry/ifiom <om^ 
plains in it Of jealoaiies, fiifj^ions^ and abfence, aUi 
in prdadice of the credit and good name of Mareela.

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To which Amhrofio anfwered, as one well acquainted 
with the moft hidden thoughts of his friend : To fatisfy 
you, Signor, as to this doubt, you muft know^ that, 
IH'hen this unhappy perfon wrote this fong, he was ab- 
icnt from Me^rcday t'rom whom he had voluntarily ba- 
niihed himfelf, to try whtthcr abfence would have \ts 
ordinary effe^ upon him. And as an abfent lover is 
dilHirbed by every thing, and feized hy every fear, fo 
ivas Chryfoftatn perplcjifd with imaginary jealouiles, 
and fufpicious apprehenfiong, as much as if they had 
been real, /tnd thu5 the truth, which fameprodajms 
of Ma^eia*s goodnefsj remains utiimpeached i and» 
excepting that fhe is cruel, fomewhat arroganti and 
very difdainful, envy itfelf neither oughtj nor can, lay 
any defeftto her charge. It is true^ aiifwcred Fin/^tldoi 
and going to read another paper of ihofe he had faved 
from the fire, he was interrupted by a wondeiful viDoa 
(for fuck' it fecmed to be) which on a fudden prefented 
itfelf to their fight : for on the top of the rock^ under 
l¥hich they were digging the grave, appeared the 0jep- 
Iierdefs Marcela^ fo beautiful, tliat her beauty fi^rpaJled 
the very fame of it. Thofe, who had never fecn her 
till that time, beheld her with fiiencc and admiration; 
and thofe,'Who had been ufed to the fight of her, weiie 
no lefs furprized than thofe who had never feen her be- 
fore. But Ambrofia Jiad fcarcejy efpied her, whea> 
with fign^ of indignation, he fard to her: Comeft thcm^

as did the impious daughter on that of her father 
^arquin? tell us quickly, what you come for, or what 
36 it you would have : for fi nee I know, that Chryfifiom^ 
while living, never difobeyed you, fo much as ia^ 
thought, I will take care that all thofe, who called 
tiienifelves his friend s^ fhall obey you, tho* he be dead. 

J come 
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I come not^ O Amhrofio^ for any of thofe purpoiot 
you have mentioned, anTwered Marcelai but I come 
to vindicate myfelf, and to let the worid know» how 
onreafonable thofe are, who blame me for their own 
iofFerings, or for the death of Cbryfoftom : and there- 
fore I beg of all here prcfenty that they would hear 
me with attention ; for I need not fpend much time, 
nor ufe many words, to convince peribns of fenfe of 
the truth. Heaven, as yourielves fay,^ made me hand- 
foiQe, and to fuch a degree, that my beau^ influences 
you to love me, whether you will or no. And, in 
return for the love you bear me, you pretend and in* 
£ft, that I am bound to love you. I know, by the 
natural fenfe god has given xne, that whatever is beau* 
tiful is amiable : but I do not comprehend that, merely, 
for being loved, the perfon that is loved for bein^ 
iiapdfome is obliged to return love for love. Befides, 
k may chance that the lover of the beautiful perfoa jnajT 
be ugly; ^, what is ugly deiierving to be loathed, it 
would found oddly to fay ; I love you for being hand-^ 
fome; you muft love me, though I am ugly, fiut 
ibppofingthe beauty on both fides to be equ;d, it doe»^ 
not therefore follow, that the inclinations fhould be fa 
too : for all beauty does not infpire love; and there is 
a kind of it, which only pleafes the fight, but does not 
captivate the affediions. If all beauties were to en- 
amour and captivate, the wills of men would be 
eternally confounded and perplexed, without knowii^ 
where to fix : for the beautiful objedts being infinite, . 
the defires mufl be infinite too» And, as I have heard 
iay, true love cannot be divided, and muft be volun*< 
tary and unforced. This being fo, as I believe it is, 
why would you have me fubjedt my will by force, 
being no otherwife obliged thereto, than only becaufe 
you fay you love me I For, pray, tell me, if, as heavea 
nas made me handfome, it luui made nib-ugly, would > 
it have been jufl that 1 fliould have complained of you,. 
becaufe you did not love me ? Befides, you muft con-: 
£der that my beauty is not my own choice ; but fuch 
as it is, heaven beffcowed it on me freely, without my 
afking or defiring it.

Now 
If modefty be one of the virtues which moft adorns 
and beautifijss both body and mind, why ihould Oie, 
wbaia loved for being heamiful, part with it, to gra* 
tify the defires of hiniy who, merely for his own 
pkafure, uies his utmyoft endeavours to deflroy it ? I 
WM born free, and, that I might live free, I chofo 
tbe foiitude of thefe fields; die trees on thefo moon- 
tfixa afe my companions; the traafparent waters of 
thefe brooks my lookiag-gbfe: to the trees and the 
Wfttttv I cooununicale my thoughts and bean^. I 
iMa fire at a diftauce, and a fword afmr offl Thofe^ 
wAk^m the fight of me has^enajaoured, my words have 
Undeceived. And if defires are* kept ^ve by hopes, 
as I gave none to Cbty/^ft^m^ nor to any one eUe, all 
liopebeittg at an end, (inre it may well be ftid, that 
1r6 own oblUnacy, rather than my cruelty, killed hfim. 
And if it be okje^cd to me, that his intentions were

Let him* who calls me a iavage and a ba^ 

filiik^ ihun me as a mifchievoos and evil thing : lee 

him, who calls me ungratefttl* not ferve me * him» 

who thinks me fliy* not know me » who cruel* not; 

fioUow me: for thb &vage* this bafiliik* this un- 

gtatefid* this civdi* this fhy thing, will in no wife either 

feck, fenrc; know* or follow theoi« If Cbryfoft$m'% 

knpataence . and precifntate defirei killed him* why 

fliould he blame my modeft procedure and referve ? If 

I preferve my purity unfpotted among thefe trees* why 

fttonld he deiird me to lofe it among men ? You alt 

know* that I hare riches enough of my own* and do 

not covet other people's. My condition is free* and I 

have no mind tir fnbjed vofkMx- I neither love* nor 

hate any body ; I neither deceive this man* nor lay 

(hares for that i, I ndther toy With, one^ nor divert my* 

felf with another. The modeft converfation of the 

(hepherdefles of thefe viUages* and the care of my 

goats* are my entertainment. My defires are bounded 

within thefe mountains* and if they venture out hence* 

it is to conteoKphUft the beauty of heaven,, thofe flepa 

by which the (bul advances to its original dwelling* 

Anditni &yii^ thiii^ wicfaouC ftaying foy an anfwer* ihe 

turned her. biKk, and entered into the moft iaacceflible 

part of the neighbdimiig moUiKain^ leaving all thofe 

prefeac ia adi^tiofta^ v^ of her kok as of hei; 
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Some of thofe* who had been woanded by the pow. 
erful darts of her bright eyes, difcovered an indinatioa 
fo follow her» without profiting by fo exprefs a deda* 
ration as they had heard her make ; which Don ^uixoi$ 
perceiving, and thinking this a proper occafion to em- 
ploy his chivaby in the relief of diftrefied damiel^ he 
taid his hand on the hilt of his fword, and with a loud 
and intelligible voice (aid : Let no perfon, of what 
Itate or comiition focfver he be, preftune to follow the 
beautiful Marcela^ on pain of incurring my furious in- 
dignation.

Fi'oahh and Ihs compani- 
on did the (ame i and Don ^xate bid adieu xa his 
hofts and the travellers, who prayed him to go< with 
them to Srvil, that bcixf %. place the moft Ukely to 

fiuaiflL 
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tmHh him with tdyentoret, fiiice» in orery ftreee» 
aod at erery laming^ more were to be met with there, 
than in any other place whatever. Dm ^»§fiihxnk 
cd them for the notice they gave him, and die difpo* 
fition they ihewed todo him a courteTy, and Dud, that 
for the prefent he could not» and ought not, tORO to 
Sivi/, *ti]l he had cleared all thofe mountains ofrob- 
bers and affiiffins, of which, it was reported, they were 
foil.

I am as good as 
a hundred, replied Don ^jute t and, without f^yin^ 
lyiore, he laid. his hand on )m fword^ and £ew at die 
Xangu^ ; aad Sancbo did the fame^ ineitcd and moT4 
cd thereto by the example of his mailer. At the fir& 
Wiwjim Sj^hatcfpuM^ pne. of Ifaem^a .tmibte woond^ 
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diroudi a leaAern donblec which he wor^ on the 
flMiiUer. The Yanpufn^ feeing themfelves afiiateed 
in this mnmer t>7 two men only, they being Kti many, 
betook themfelvet to their dobs, and, hemming thraa 
in, bcnw to belabour them with great vehemence and 
animoSty. It is true, that at the iecond peal they 
brought BMQh9 to the eround, and the iame bcM Dm 
Sl^fhfpiif neither his dexterity nor courage flandioe 
him in any ftead : And^ as fitte would have it, he feu 
juft at RMdmmtt*^ feet, who had not yet got np : 
whence we may learn how unmercifully pack-ftavet 
will bruife, when put into ruftic and wrathful hands. 
Now the Tanptefijp perceiving the mifchicf they had 
done, loaded their beafis with all fpeed, and purfned 
Aeir journey, leaving the two adventurersin evil pligltt. 
The firft who came to htmfelf was SaficJlf$ Pmifa » 
who, finding he ky dofe to his matter, with a fteble 
and plaintive voice, cried, Signor Don ^xou! ah, 
Signor Don ^ixotit What would you have, brother 
sZicbof anfwered Don ^ixou, in the iame feeble 
and lamentable tone. I would hdn, if it were pof* 
fible, anfwered Sancbo Panga, that your worfhip would 
give me two draughu of that drink of the F0O Bias, if 
lo be you have it here at hand ; perhaps it may do aa 
well for broken bones, as it does for l^ounds. O that I 
had it here! unhappy I, that wehaveit not f anfwered 
J>on ^xote. But I fwear to you, Sancbo Panfa, on 
the faith of a kntght-erraat, that, before two days pa& 
{if fortune does not order it otherwife) I will have it 
in my power, or my hand ihall be vtxy much out.. 
But in how many dayrdoyou think. Sir, we ihall re-^ 
cover the nfe of our feet, replied Suncbo Pan fa f For 
my part, iaid the battered knight Don ^uixottf I can* 
not limit the number : but it is all my own fault ; for 
I ought not to have laid hand on my fword againft: 
men, who were not dubbed knights like myfelf. And. 
therefore^ I believe heaven has permitted this chaftife-- 
ment to hlX upon me, as a puniihment foriiaving: 
tranfgrefled the laws of chivalry. Wherefore, bro^ 
ther Sancbo^ it is re^iifite you be forewarned of what: 
I ihall now tellyou^i. for it Jiighly ^oncerflu^ the good.

of as both : audit is this i that when yoo fee we are 
infulted by fach rafcally rabble, do not ^y *till I lav 
hand on my fword againft them ; for I will in no wiie 
do it ; but do you draw your fword^ and chaftife thent 
to your own heart's content : but if any knights ihall 
come to their aid and defence, I ihall then know how 
to interpofe, to defend you, and offend them with ail 
my might : for yon have already feen, by a thoofand 
tokens and experiments, how far the valour of thia/ 
Ifarong arm of mine extends : fo arrogant was the poor 
gemleman become by his vidory over the valiant Bi/- 
€4unir. But S^ucbo Panfa did not fo thoroughly like 
liis xnafter*s inftrudions, as to forbear anfwering, and 
faying ; Sir, X am a peaceable, tame, quiet man, and 
can diflemUe any injury whatfoever ; for I have a 
wife and children to maintain and bring up : fo that 
^ve me leave. Sir, to tell you by way of hint, £nce 
It is not my part, to command, that I will upon no ac* 
count draw my fword, neither againft peamnt, nor a* 
gainft knight ; and from this time forward, in the 
preience of god, I forgive all injuries any one has 
done, or (hall do me, or that any perfon is now doing,. 
or may hereafter do me, whether he be high or low,, 
rich or poor, geq^le or fimple, without excepting any 
ftate or condition whatever. Which his mafter hear* 
ing, anfwered : I wifli I had breath to talk a little at 
my eafe, and that the pain I feel in this rib would 
ccafe ever fo fiiort a while, that I might convince you,. 
Pan^a, of the error you are in. Harkye, finner,. 
Ihould the gale of fortune, hitherto fo contrary, come 
about in our favour, filling the fails of our d^es, fo 
that we may fafely, and without any hindrance, make 
the port offome one of thofe iflands I have promifed 
you, what would become of you, if, when I had 
gained it» and made you lord thereof, you ihould ren- 
der all inefiedu^ by not being a knight, nor defiring 
to be one, and by having neither ^ralour nor intention 
to revenge the injuries done you, or to defisnd your 
dominions? For you mull know, that ia kingdoms 
and provinces newly conquered, the minds of the na^^ 
tivfin arc never fo quietjt nor fo much ia the intereft of 
• • - their 
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flirir new mailer, but there is fttll ground to fear tbbt 
iisffy wSt endeaTOHr to brittg aboiK ft change of tilings^ 
and onte more, aa they call it, to t^ that fortone :: 
ttid therefore^ new poflbfibr ought to have unila-^ 
fbmding to know how to condu^ hindeif, and courage 
to %€t offeniitdr atnd defeniively^ whatever ihdi hap-^ 
pen. In this that hath now befallen as, anfwered ^m»^ 
ibof I wiih I had been furnished with that anderftand^ 
fog and valour your worfhip fpeak» of > but I fwotf, 
on the ^th of a poor man^ I am at cfais^dmo fitter 
fbr pkufters than difcourfes. Try, Sir, whether yoo 
are able to rife, and we will hdp op R^dttant^ tho* 
he does nx^ defenre it ; for he wa» the principal cauio 
of all this mauling. I never bcHeved the like of R&%i* 
nante^ whom I took to be as chafte and aa peaceablo 
as myfelf. But it is a true faying, that muth Hmt U 
niceffary to come to a tkoroHgb knrwledgi of firfrnts % 
and that «mv art fare ofnvthing in ibithfk. Who could 
have thought, that, alter fuch fwinging. ftafhes as yoit 
gave that unfortunate adventurer-eivant, there fhookl 
come poll, as it were, in purfuit of you, this vaft teoi- 
peft of packftaves, which has difcharged itfelf upott 
our fhoulders > Thine, Sanchoy repli^ Don ^xon^ 
fli(mld, one would think, be ufed to iiich ftorms ; but 
mine, that were brought up between muffins and canw 
bricks, muft needs be more feniibkof the grief of thtt 
mi^ap. And were it not that I itegine (do I Arp 
imagine ?) did I not know for cerfoiny that all theie 
inconveniencies are infeparably annexed to the profef^ 
fion of arms, I would fuffer myfelf to die here out of 
pure vexation* To this replied the fquii^ : Sir, fince 
thefe nriihaps are the genuine fruits and harvdb oi 
chivalry, pray tell me whether they fall out often, or 
Whether they have their fet times in which they hap** 
pen ; fbr, to my way of tkifiking, two more fbel)^ 
karvedsr will difable us from ever reaping a third, iF 
god of his infinite mere^ does not fuccour us. Learn^. 
friend SancbOf anfwered Don i^xnie^ thtft the Kfe of 
knights-errant is fubjefb to a thoa^nd perik and m^-* 
haps : but then they are every whir as near becommg^ 
|ings and emperon i antt tfai9 M^pexience hatb fliewi^ 
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«s in xosoij and divera knights^ wbofe hiftories I am 
perfe&ly acquainted with. I could tell you now, if 
the pain would gure me leave, of ibme^ who by the 
iredgth of their arm alone have mounted to the high 
degrees I have mentioned : and thefe very men were» 
before and after, involved in fundry calamities and 
misfortunes. For the valorous Amadis de Gaul (aw 
himielf in the power of bis mortal enemy » ArcMaus 
the magician, of whom it is pofitively affirmed, that,, 
when he had him prifoner, he gave him above two 
hundred laihes with his horfe^s bridle, after he had 
tied him to a pillar in his eourt-yard. And more- 
over there is a private author, of no fmall credit,, 
who tells us, that the Anighf of tht fun^ being caught 
by a trap-door, which funk under his feet, in a 
certain cakle, found himfdif, at the bottom, in a deep 
dungeon under ground, bound hand and foot ; where 
they adminifterc^ to him one of thofe things they call 
a ^fter, of fnow-water and (and, that almoft did 
hisbiafinefs i and if he had not been fuccoured in that 
great difb-efs by a certain iage, his fpecial friend, it had 
gone very hard with the poor knight. So that I may^ 
%txy well fuffer among lb many worthy perfons, who 
QAdcrwent much greater affronts than thofe we xsgtt 
undergo : iot I would have you know, Sancbo^ that 
thewonnds, which are given with inftruments that kre 
accidentally in ones hand, are no difgrace or affront.. 
And thus it is exprefly written in the law of combat^ 
that if the fhoemaker ftrikes a perfon with the lafl he 
has in his hand, though it be really of wood, it wilt 
not therefore be faid, that the perfon thus beaten with 
it was. cudgelled. I fay this, that you may not thinks 
though we are mauled in this fcuffle, that we are 
difgraced: for the arms thofe men carried, where-^ 
with they mafhed us, were no other than their patk- 
ftaves s and none of them, as I remember, had either 
tuck, ^ord, or dagger. They gave me no leifure» 
anfwered SofteJ^, to obferve £b narrowly ; for fcarcely^ 
had I laid hand on my whyniard ^ when they croffed

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my ihoulden with th^ir {kf^ns^ in fuch a manner^ 
that they deprived my eyes of fight, and my feet of 
j^ngth, laying me where I now lie, and where I 9m 
not 10 much concerned to think whether the bufineis 
of the threfhing be an affront or no» as I am troubled 
at the pain of the blows, which will leave as deep an 
impreiHon in my memory, as on my ihoulders. All 
this nocwithilanding, I tell you, brother Pattfa, re- 
plied Dm ^xotgy thero is no remembrance, which 
time does nac obliterate, nor pain, which death does 
not put an end to. What greater misfortune can there 
be, replied Fanqa^ than that» which remains *tiU time 
effaces it, and *till death puts an end to it ? If this 
mifchance of ours were of that fort, which people cure 
with a couple of plaiflers» it wpuld not be altogether 
fo bad : but, for ought I fee, all the plaifters of an 
hofpital will not be iufficient to fet us to rights again. 
Have done with this, and gather fbength out of weak- 
nefsy Sancbof anfwered Don fixate ; for ft) I purpofe 
to do : and let us fee how Rozinante docs ; for, by 
what I perceive, not the leafl part of this misfortonc 
has fallen to the poor beafl^s fhare. We muft not won* 
4er at that, anfwered Sancho, fince he alfo appertain* 
to a knight-errant. But what I wonder at, is, that 
my afs fhould come off fcot-free, where we lUve paid 
to dear. Fortune always leaves fome door open in 
difafters whereby to come at a remedy, faid Dem 
^ixoti. I (ay this, becaufe this poor beaft may now 
fupply the want of Roztnamttf by carrying mie henoe 
to fome caftle, where I may be cured of my wounds. 
Kor do I take the being mounted in this falhion ta 
be difhonourable ; for I remember to have read, that 
the good old Silenus^ governor and tutor of the merry 
god of laughter, when he made his entry into the city 
of the hundred gates, went delightfully mounted on a 
moll beautiful afs. It is like he went mounted as your 
worfhip fays, anfwered Sancbo: but there is amain 
clifference between riding and lying athwart^ tike a 
fack of ruUbifh. To which Dm ^tM^te anfwered :. 
The wounds received in battle rather give honour than 
take it away i fo that, friend Pan^M, anfwer me no ~ 
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more, but, as I have already (aid to you, raife me 
up as well as yon can, and place me in whatever man.-^ 
ner you pleafe upon your 9£sy that we may get hence^ 
before night comes on and overtakes us in this unin- 
habited place. Yet I have heard your worihip fay^ 
quoth Paftfa, that it is ufual for knights- errant to 
fleep on heaths and defarts moft part of the year, and 
that they look upon it to be very fortunate. That 
was, (aid Don ^jxotf, when they could not help it, 
or were in love : and this is fo true, that there have 
been knights, who, unknown to their miftreiles, have 
expofed themfelves, for two years together, upon 
rocks, to the fun and the (hade, and to the inclemen* 
cies of heaven. One of thefe was Amadis, when, cal- 
ling himfelf Beltenebros ', he pofted himfelf on the 
foor rock^ whether for eight years or eight months I 
know not, for I am not perfei^ in his hiilory. It is 
ibfficient, that there he was, doing penance for I know 
not what diibfte (hewn him by the lady Oriaua. But 
let lu have done with this, Sanch, and difpatch, be- 
fore fuch another misfortune happens to the afs ai 
hath befallen Roidnantt, That would be the devil 
indeed, quoth Sanch ; and fending forth thirty alas's^;. 
and fixty £ghs, and a hundred imd twenty curfes' on 
whofoever had brought him thither, he ra^ed himfel£ 
up, but ilaid bent by the way like a Turkijb bow, en«* 
tirely unable to fland upright : and with all this fa- 
tigue he made a ihift to (addle his afs, who had alfa 
t^n advantage of that day*s exceffive liberty, to ga 
a little aftray. He then heaved up Roxi/MHte, who,, 
had he had a tongue to complain with, it is moSt cer- 
tain would not have been outdone either by Sancbo or 
his mafter. In fine, Sancbo fettled Don ^ixote upoa 
the ais, and tyine Rozinante by the head to hb uil> 
led them both by the halter, proceeding now Mer 
now (lower toward the place where he thought the 
road might lye. And he had fcarce gone aihort league,, 
when fortune (which was conducing his. affiiirs from 
good to better) difcovered to him the road, where he 
dpied an inn^ which, to his forrow and Don ^ixott'a.

Itte ; and the obftinate difpate laded fo long, that they

•at more ado Saftci^o entered into it with his dring of 
cattle. 

CHAP. II. 

Qfmjh^it happined /• thi inginitms gentleman in the ime^ 
which he imagined U be a caftle. 

THE inn-keeper^ feeing Dan fixate laid acrois 
the a{ii, enquired of Sancho, what ailed himi 
Sanche anfwered him^ that It was nothing bat a hSl 
from a rock, whereby his ribs were fomewkit bruifed. 
The innkeeper had to wife one of a different dtfpo* 
fition from thofe of the like occupation ; for (bo was 
aatorally charitable, and touched with the misfbrtoaet 
of her neighbours : fo that ihe preftntly £st herfeif to 
cure D(m fixate, and made her daughter, a verjr 
comely young maiden^ a^ hep m the cure of her 
gueft. There was alfo a fervant in the inoy an J^^ 
rian wench, broad-faced, flat-headed, and faddle-nofed^ 
with one eye fquinting, and the other not much bet^ 
ter. It is true, the atUvity of her body made sunenda 
for her other defeds. She was not feven hands h%k 
from her feet to her head ; and her dioulders, wkicE 
burthened her a little too much, made ber look down 
to the ground more than (he cared to do. Now this, 
agreeable lafs helped the maiden ) and they two made 
Don ^ixote a very forry bed in a ^ret. Which gave 
evident tokens of having formerly ferved masiy years 
as a horfe loft. In which room lodged al(b a carrier,, 
whofe bed lay a little beyond that of our Den Quixote* 
And though it was compofed of ponnels, and other 
trappings of his mules, it had much the advantage o£ 
Don ^ixote^s, which confided of fear not very Anooth 
boards, upon two not very equal tredTds, and a flock- 
bed no thicker than a quilt, and fidl of knobs, which, 
if one had not feen tl^ough the breaches that they 
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ivere wool» by the htrdqefs might have been take« 
for pebble-ftooes; with two fheeti like the leather of 
^Ln old target, and a rogg, the threads of which^ if yoyt 
hsicl a mind, you nciight number without lofii^ a iinglf 
oae of the account. In this wretched bed was />«# 
4^i4M/< 4aid.; and immediately the hoft^Ta and her 
daughter plaiflered him from head to foot, Maritome$ 
{for ib the 4f^urum was called) hoMing the li^ht. 
J^^xA, as the hofteTs fiock on the plaiilers, perceivij]|^ 
J>im ^ix9t€ to be ib full of bruifes in all parts^ ih^ 
iaid, that they feemed to be rather marks of blowf 
tluMi.of afidl. They were not- blows, iaid $anchoi 
^t the rock had many ftarp points and knobs, and 
•^Fery one has left iti mark : he (aid alio ; pray» for- 
Ipotht order it fo, that fome towe may be left • fome* 
^ody elfe may have occaiion for it> for my fides alfo 
;s|ke a little. So then, faid the hofteis, you too have 
^ad a ial}. No ^, (aid Sancbo Fan^ \ but the fright 
X cook at fceii^ my mailer fall has made, my body ^ 
fore* that methinks I have received a thoufand drubs* 
That may ytty well be, faid the girl ; for 1 have of- 
len dreamed that I was Ming down from fome higti 
tower« and could never conie to the ground; and 
when ( have awaked, I have found myfelf as bruifed 
iMod battered, ^s if I had really fallen. But here is the 
Ipoint, oufeds, anfwered $4tncbo Pan^a^ that I, with* 
out dreaming at all, and more awake than I am now^ 
find myfelf with alnxoft as many bruifes as my mafter 
p9n ^ixote. How is this cavalier called, quoth the 
4fiurian Maritcrms f Don ^jfixote de la Mancbu^ an- 
fwered Sancbo Pan^a : he is a knight-errant, and one 
^f the beft and mpft valiant that has been feen this 
loff^ tisM in the wpirld. What is a knight-errant, re* 
pUed the wench ? Are you fo ktely come into the 
world, that you do not know, anfwered Sancbo Pan^a^ 
^he» learn, filler of mine, that a knig^erranjt is « 
l^iagtha^ in two words, is (een cudgelled and aa 
emperor \ to-dfiy is the moft unfbrtusute creature ia 
ik^ work}, and the moft neceifitons ; and to-morrow 
will hasFe twQ or Uv^ qpqiwim of kingdQms to give to 
.1 . . Ml 
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kis faaire. How comes it then to pafs, that yoa be- 
ing Iqaire to this fo worthy a gentlonan^ iaid die 
lioftefsy have not yet, as it (terns, got fo much as an 
earldom ? It is early days yet, anfwered Sancbo % for 
it is but a month fince we fet out in queft of adven- 
tures, and hitherto we have met with none that deferve 
the name. And now and then one looks for one thing, 
and finds another. True it .is, if my mafter Don 
fixate recovers of this wound or fall, and I sun not 
difabled thereby. I would not truck my hopes for the 
beft title in Spain. 

All this diicourfe Don ^ixote liftened to very at- 
tentively; and fetting himfelf up in his bed as well as 
he could, and taking the hoftefs by the hand, he faid 
to her : Believe me, beauteous lady, you may reckon 
yourfelf happy in having lodged my perfon in this 
your caHle, and fuch a perfon, that, if I do not praife 
myfelf, it is becaufe, as is commonly faid, felf-praife 
depreciates ; but my fquire will inform you who I am. 
I only fay, that I ihall retain the fervice you have 
done me eternally engraved in my memory, and be 
grateful to you whilft my life (hall remain. And had 
it plcafed the high heavens, that love had not held me 
fo enthralled, and fubje^ed to his laws, and to the 
eyes of that beautiful ingrate, whofe name I mutter 
between my teeth, the eyes of this lovely virgin had 
been miftrefles of my liberty. 

The hoflefs, her diaughter, and the good Marit&mis^ 
ftood confounded at hearing this our knight-errant^s 
difcourfe; which they underftood juft as much as if he 
had fpoken Grtek: thouek they guefled that it all 
tended to compliments and offers of fervice. And not 
being accuftomed to fuch kind of language, they fbu*- 
ed at him with admiration, and thought him another 
fort of man than thofe now in fafhion s fo, thanking 
him with inn like phrafe for his offers, they left him. 
The Afturian Maritomes dodlored Sancho^ who ftood 
in no lefs need of it than his mafter. The carrier 
and (he had agreed to folace themfdves together that 
night ; and fhe had given him her word) that, whenf 
the guefts were a-b^ and her nufter and miftrefs 
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afieepy (he would repair to him, and fatiffy his deiire 
as much as he pleafed. And it is faid of this honeft 
wencfay that fiie neyer made the like promife, but ihe 
performed it, though (he had given it on a mountain, 
and without any witaefs : for £e flood much* upon her 
gentility, and yet thought it no difgiace to be em- 
ployed in that calling ^ ierving in an inn ; often fay- 
ing, that misfortunes and unhappy accidents had 
brought her to that ftate. 

Don ^ixote's hard, fc^ty, beggarly, feeble bed,' 
ftood firfl in the middle of that illuflrious cock-loft 1 
and dofe by it ftood SancAo^s, which conMed only of 
.^ flag-matt, and a rug that feemed to be rather of 
beaten hemp than of wool. Neict thefe two in courfe 
^ood the carrier^s, made up, as has been faid, of pan* 
aeb, and the whole furniture of two of the beft mules 
he hadj which were twelve in number, fleek, fat and 
ftately : for he was one of the richeft carriers of jfrg* 
valo, as the author of this hiftory relates, who makes 
particular mention of this carrier, whom he knew 
very well ; nay, fome went fo far as to fay, he was 
ibmewhat of kin to him. Befides, Cid Hamet Ben-^ 
mgtli was a very curious, and very pundual hiflorio- 
grapher in all things : and this appears plainly from 
the drcumftances dready related, which, however 
feemingly minute and trivial, he would not pafs over 
in filence. Which may ferve as an example to the 
grave hiftorians, who relate fads fo very briefly and 
Ittcdndly, that we have fcarcely a fmack of them, 
leaving the mofl fubflantial part of the work, either 
through negledl, malice, or ignorance, at the bottom 
of the inkhom. The bleffing of god a thoufatid timet 
on the author of Tablanttf of Ricamonte, and on him 
who wrote the exploits of the Count de Tomlla^f 
with what punctuality do they defcribe every thing I 
, I fay then, that, after the carrief had vifited his 
miules, and given them their fecond courfe, he laid 
himfelf down upon his pannels, in expeStidoa of his 
moft pundual Maritomei. Sancbo was already platfler* 
od, and laid down ; and though he endeavoured to 
fleep, the pain of his ribs wouU not confeat; and

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Shm ^X0tt, through the aoguiih ^fha, kept his efes 
«8 wide open as a ^e. The whole inn was in pro* 
iband filcace» and so other light in it than what pro- 
ceecbd from alampt which hang bomii^ in the mid- 
dle of the entry. This aiarYeUoos iHlbeis, and the 
thoughts which our knight always drew from the ac- 
cidenu recounted in every page of the books^ the an- 
dhors of his mtsfortune^ brought to his mii^;inatioft 
one of the ftrangeft whimfies that can weU be con- 
ceived : which was, that he fancied he was arrived at 
a certain £unou6 caftle (for, at has been £ud, all the 
inns where he lodged were» in his opinion, cafUes^ 
aad that the imi-keeper^s dauber was daughter to 
ijbe lord of the caftle; who, aqp«ivated by his fine ap- 
pearance, was fallen in love virith hijn» and had pro* 
mUed hiiOt that aight, osknowa to her parents, to 
Heal privately to hin^ and pafs a good part of it widi 
him. And taking idl this chimera (which he had 
formed to himielf ) for real and trae» he bq;anto be 
uaeafy* and to rcfleft on the dangerous cnfis, to which 
Us fidelity Wte going to be expofed ; sad he refolved 
in his heart not to commit difloyahy againft his ladjr 
UtUdma del Tohofi^ though queen Gheiru herfelf, wick 
the lady ^tfttatuwa^ ft^ld prdeut tfaemielves before 
him. 

Whilft his thoughts were taken up with thefe ex- 
tmvaganciesy the time and the hour (which to him 
, proved an uiducky one) of the Aftwriatt% coml^ 
drew near i who in her &M)ek, and bare-footed, her 
hair tucked up under a fiiftian coif^ omie with fileat 
and cautious fteps into the cooing where the ti^ee 
were lotted, to find her carrier. But icarce was flie 
come to the door, when Dim ^xoti percdved her, 
aud fitting up in his bed, in fpite of his plaiAers and 
the pain of his ribs, ftretched out his arms to receive 
hb beauteous damlel the Jflmtufnt who cmudiiag, 
ajDid holdi^ her breathy went with hands extended hs^ 
lag foe her lonrer. Thus ihe encountered Dm ^ix^ 
otii arms, who caught fail hold of her bf die witft,' 
and pulW her toward hiai, &e not dasing to %eak a 
wond, made'her fit diowa oe the bed bf hiflw fte^ 
. .. fently 
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fently he fell to feeling her (mock, which, though it 
was of canvas, feemed to him to be of the £nefl and 
fofted lawn. She had on her wriH a firing of glafs- 
beads ; but to his fancy they were precious oriental 
pearls. Her hairs, not unlike thofe or a horfe's mane, 
he took for threads of the brightcft gold of Arabia^ 
whofe fplendour obfcures that of the fun itfelf. And 
though her breath doubtlefs fmelled of ftale laft riight*$ 
fait filh, he fancied himfelf fucking from her lips a

Maritomes was in the.utmoft 
pain, and in a violent fweat, to find herfelf held fo 
fafl by Don ^ixoUi and not hearing or minding what 
iie faid to her, fhe flruggled without fpeaking a word, 
to get loofe from him. The honed carrier, whofe loofe 
de^es kept him awake, heard his fweetheart from the 
£rft moment (he entered the 4oor, an^ lifiened atten-

The bed, which 
was a little crazy, and its foundations none of the 
ib-ongeft, being unable to bear the additional weight 
of the carrier, came down with them to the ground: 
'at which great noife the hoft kwaked, and prefently

' turn in kind, that 'flie quite rouzed him from £eep, in 
defpit&of his-drowzineis : who finding hrmfelf handled 
in that manner, without knowing by whom, raffed 
himfelf up as well as he could, and grapplad wiUi 
^MariUrnesi and there began between them two the 
•tougheft and pleafantcft ikirmiih in the world. Now 
•the carrier perceiving, by tl^e light of the hoft's can* 
-die, how it fared with his miftrcfs, quitted Don ^urjc- 
0te, and ran to give her the nece^uy afiiftance. T^he 
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landlord did the fame, but with a different intention i 
for his was to chaflife the wench, concluding without 
doubt, that ihe was the fole occailon of all this har«.

By 
this time the officer had lighted his lamp, and entered 
to fee the perfon he thought was killed; and Sancb^ 
feeing him come in, and perceiving him to be in his 
O I • fliirt.

Mine inight iptsk too, anfwered Don 
i^txote : but this is not fu&cient evkk^ce to convince 
OS, that what we fee is tte enchanted Moor.

It is true indeed, 
Dort Quixote ftilFhy flat on his back, wkhont being 
^ble to flir, thrbugh mere pounding and plaiftenng* 
The officer approached him, and (aid: How fares it, 
ioneft friend ? I would fpeak more reipedfolly, an* 
fwered Don Quixote, were I in your place. Is it the 
fafhion of this country to talk in this manner to knights* 
errant, blockhead ?

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if you can, and call the governor of this fortrefs; 
and take care to get me fome oil, wine^ fak, and rofe* 
mary, to make the healing balfam ; for, in trutl^ I be- 
lieve I want it \&ry much at this time ; for the wound 
this phantom has given me bleeds very fail. 

Sancho got up, with pain enough of his bones, and 
went in the dark towards the landlord's chamber, and 
meetipg with the officer, who was liflening to difcover 
what his enemy would be at, laid to him; Sir, whoever 
you are, do us the favour and kindnefs to help us to 
a little rofemary, oil, fait and wine; for they are 
wanted to cure one of the beft knights errant that are 
in the world, who lies in yon bed, forely wounded by 
iht hands of the enchanted Moor that is in this inn. 
The officer, hearing him talk at this rate, took him for 
one out of his fenfes. And the day beginning to dawn, 
he opened the inn-door, and calling the hofl, told him 
what that honed man wanted.

All the folks in th^r 

inn flood gazing at hinm beiQg foniewhat above twenty 

perfons :. among the feft the hpA*s daugl^ter /lared at 

him, and he on his part j-eE^oved not hi^ ey ps (sassi 

her, and now and then Cent fo^th a fi^f wh^h hf

imagining it. to proceed fi;om the pain he felt in hi>^

dooir of t\it imv he called to the hqil, and, with a 
very fblemn and grave .voice|. faid to , him s^ Many 
and great are the ^^ot^a Siginor governor,, which in 
this your caftle I have qeceiyed,, ^ J remain ui^der 
infinite obligatJona ,to Acknow,Udge them all th/e. dayj 
x)f my life. If I CQ^Id i99kf yoq a retufxv by revepg- 
ing you on any infolent, who has done you outrage,.

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tnd (b from on horfeback he began to call thofe, who 
were tof&ng Sancbo^ fo many ftrange and abufive 
luunesy that it is impoffible to put thenv down in 
writing :. but they did not therefore defift from their 
laughter^ nor their labour ; nor did the flying Sancbo 
forbear his complaints, mixed fometimes with menaces, 
fometimes with intreaties : yet all availed little, nor 
would have availed ; but at lafl they left off for pure 
wearinefs. They then brought him his afs, and wrap- 
ping him in his loofe coat, mounted him thereon. 
The compaffionate Maritornesy feeing him fo harrailed,.

SANCHO came up to his mader, pale, and difpi- 
rited to that degree, that he was not able to fpur 
on his afs. Don ^ixote^ perceiving him in that con* 
dition, faid ; Now am I convinced, honefl Sancho, 
that that caftle or inn is doubtlefs enchanted ; for they . 
who fo cruelly fported thcmfelves with you, what 
could they be but hobgoblins, and people of the other 
world T And I am confirmed in this by having found, 
that, when I flood at the pales of the yardr beholding 
thea£ts of your (ad tragedy, I could not poffibly get 
upon them, nor fo much as alight frc»n Rozinante ; fo 
that they mufl certainly have held me enchanted : for 
I fwear to you, by the faith of what I am, that,^ If I

Jqhti Palomeque tie left -handed i fo tbat« Sir^ a»to 

your 
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voor not being able to leap over the pales, nor to a^ 
ligbt from your horfe^ the fault lay in fomething elfe^ 
and not in enchantment. And what I gather clearly 
from all this, is» that thefe adventures we are in que^. 
of will in the long run bring us into fo many difven- 
tures, that we fliaU not know which is our right foot.. 
So that, in my poor opinion, the better and furer way 
would be to return to our village, now that it is reaping^ 
time, and look after our buiinefs, and not run rambling, 
from Ceca to Mecca % leaping out of the frying-pan. 
into the fire. How little do you know, Sancboy an- 
swered Don ^uixotfy wiiat belongs tp chivalry ! peace^ 
and have patience ^ the day will come, when you wilL 
iee with your eyes how honourable a thing it is to fol- 
low this profeffion : for tell me, what greater fatisfac- 
lion can there be in the world, or what pleafure can be: 
compared, with that of winning a battle,, and triumph- 
ing over one*s enemy ? none without doubt. It may 
befoi anfwered Sancbo^ though I do not know it. I 
only know,, that £nce we have been knights-errant, or. 
you have bein,. Sir, (for there is no reafon I fhould. 
xeckonmyfelf in that honourable number) we have: 
never won any battle, excq>t that of the Bijcaimr ;; 
and even there you came oiF with the lofs of half an. 
ear, and half an helmet ; and, from that day to this,. 
we have had nothing but drubbings upon drubbings,, 
cuffs upon cuffs, befide the blanket- tofling into the bar- 
gain, and that by perfons enchant^ on whom I can- 
not revenge myfelf,. to laiow how far the pleafure: 
reaches of overcoming an enc^y, as your worAup is> 
^i»Ued to fay. That i« wMt. troubles me;, and ought 
to trouble yon, Sa/$cio» a^fwj^ed Don ^xofe,: but 
hencetoward I will endeavoiH' to have i?eady at hand 
a fword made by fuch art, tl^ np kind of enchantment 
can touch him that we^rs it> And perhaps fortune; 
may prooore me ih^ of AmoMs^. when he called himr 

felf: 

I Geca wa9a place of devotion among the Moon in the city of 
Cordova^ to wliichthey ufedto go in pilgrimage from other place^i 
as Mecca is among the Turkt : Whence the proverb comes to fig- 
ntfy fauntring^ abwt t§ m furf€fu'm^^i^h9iLta jxpQOk popiih pi*- 
ffrin^ages. 
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{^i knight of the ourning f<wor it which was one or 
the beft weapons that ever knight had in the world : 
for, befide the virtue aforefaid, it cut like a razor^ 
9lid no.^mour, thoogKever fo ftrong» or ever Co much 
enchanted, tould fland againft it. I am fo fortunate^ 
qi^th Sancho, that though this were fo, and you 
Ihould find fuch a fword, it would be of fervice and ufe 
only to tljiofe who are dubbed knights, like the balfam t 
as for the poor fquircs, they may fing forrow. Feat - 
not that, Sancho^ faid Don fixate ; heaven will deal^ 
more kindly by thee. 

Dfftt ^tuxQte and his fquire went on thus conferring: 
together, when Don ^ixote perceived on the roaa 
they were in a great and thick cloud of dud coming to* 
wards them ; and ieeing it he turned to Sancho^ and. 
faid : This is the day, O Saucho^ wherein will be feen 
the good that fortune has in flore for me. This is the 
day, I fay, wherein will appear, as much as in any,, 
the ftrength of my arm ; and in which I ihall perfornl' 
fuch exploits, as fhall remain written in the book of 
fame, to all fucceeding ages. See you yon cloud of 
duA^, Sancho f it is raifed by a prodigious army of di* 
vers and innumerable nations, who are on tli^ march, 
this way. Sy this account there muft be two armies,, 
faid Sancho ; for- oif this oppofite fide there rifes fuch 
another cloud of duft. Don Quixote turned to view it, 
and, feeing it was fo, rgpiced exceedingly, taking it 
for gr^nt^d, they were two armies coming to engage 
in the md& of that fpacious plajn : for at all hours and 
moments hi^ ima^atipnf was full of the battles, en- 
chancements, adventures, e:ytravagaiicie5, amours, and 
challenges whfch he found; in the hooks of chivalry, ^ 
and wha^ver he faid, thought, or did, had a tenden- 
cy tlu^t way. Now the clouds of duft he faw was raifed 
hy two great flocks of iheep going the fame road from 
different parts, and the duU hindered them from being 
feen, 'till tficy caflne near. But Don ^ixpte affirmed 
with <b much po^tivenefe, that they ^er^. armies,, that 
poncho began to believe it,, an^ (a^« Sii** what then 
mufl wcdo ? What, replied Pan ^ixote, but favour 
fgnd aflift the weaker fide ? Now then you mufi know, 

Sanfbop 
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Sancbof that the arm/f which marches towards us \n 
front, is led and commanded by the great emperor A- 
li/anfaron^ lordof the great ifland of Taprphana: this 
other, which marches behind us, is that of his enemy, 
the king of the Garamantesy Fentafolin of the naked 
arm ; for he always enters into the battle with his 
right arm bare '. But why do thefe two princes hate 
one another fo, demanded Sancba ? They hate one a- 
nother, anfwered Don Quixote^ becaufe this Al'tfanfa- 
ron is a furious pagan, and is in love with the daughter 
of Fentafoliriy who is a mod beautiful and fuperbh 
tively graceful lady, and a chriftian ; and her ^ther 
will not give her in marriage to the pagan king, unleii 
he will firft renounce the religion of his falfe prophet 
Mahomet^ and turn chriftian. By ray beard, faid San^ 
choy Pentapolin is in the right, and I am refolved to 
afiifthim to the utmoftofmy power. In fo doing, 
you will do your duty, Sancho^ (aid Don Quixote ; 
for, in order to engage in fuch'fightSy it is not neceila- 
ry to be dubbed a knight. I eafilv comprehend that,, 
anfwered Sancho ; but where will we difpofe of this 
afs, that we may be fure* to find hi^ when the fray it 
over ? for I believe it was never yet the faihion to go^ 
to battle upon fuch a kind of beaft. You are in the 
right, faid Don ^xote ; and what you may do with 
him is, to let him take his chance, whether he be 
loft or not : for we fhall have fuch choice of horfes 
after the vidlory; that RotciAante liimfelf will f uii a 
rifque of being trucked for another; But liften- with 
attention, whilft I give you anf account of the principid 
tnights of both armies. And' that you- may itt and 
bbferve thepx the better, let- us retire to yon riling 
ground, fi'om whence both the armies may be diftind- 
fy feen, They did fo, and got upon a hillock, from 
whence the two flocks, which Don ^ixo^e took for 
two armies, mi^ht eaiily have been dtfcemed, had not 
the clouds of duftr they raifed obftrua^ and blinded 
the fight : but oar kn!ght,< feeing in his^ iihaginatipn 
what he did not fee, nor was to-be feen in nature, be^ 
gati with a loud voice to fay :.

s AUttdiog to the ikory (ii S^^ndcrhtg^ kiag of Epiruf^ 
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The knight you fee yonder with the gilded armour, 
who bears in his fliield a lion crowned couchant at a 
damfePs feet, is the valorous Laurcalco^ lord of the 
iilver bridge : the other with the armour flowered with 
gold, who bears three crowns argent^ in a field azure^ 
is the formidable MtcocoUmho^ grand duke of Siuiracia : 
the third, with gigantic limbs, who marches on his 
right, is the undaunted Brandabarbar4in of Bolicbe^ 
lord of the three Ar alias ; he 4s armed with a ferpent's 
fkin, and bears inflead of a fhield a gate, which, fame 
fays, is one of thofe belonging to the temple, which 
Samp/on pulled down, when with his death he avenged* 
* himfelf upon his enemies. But turn your eyes to this 
other fide, and you will fee, in the front of this other 
army, the ever vidtorious and never vanquiflied 7/- 
monel de Carcajona^ prince of the Nenu Bifcay^ who 
copies armed with armour quartered^ axure^ vert^ ar- 
gent ^ and or^ bearing in his (hield a cat or in a field 
gules f with a fcroU infcribed MIAU^ being the begin- 
ning of his miftrefs's name, who, it is reported, is 
the peerlrfs Miaulina^ daughter to Alfhenniquen duke 
of Aigarve, The other, who burthens and opprefics 
the back of yon fpirited fteed, whofe armour is as white 
as fi:iow, and his fhield white, without any device, is 
a new knight, by birth a Frenchman, called Peter Fa- 
fin, lord of the baronies of Utrique. The other, 
whom you fee, with his armed heels, pricking the 
flanks of that" pyed fleet courfer, and his armour of 
pure azure, is the powerful duke of Nerbioy Efpar- 
tafihrdo of ijie wood, whofe device is an afparagus* 
bed ', with this motto, in Cafiiltan, Rafirea mi fuerte^ 
Thus drags my fortune. In this manner he went on, 
namingjundry knights of each fquadron, as his fancy' 
didlated, and diftributing to each their arms, colours, 
devices, and mottoes, ex tempore^ carried on by the 

ftrength 

I This paiTage has been utterly miftaken by all tranflators in all 
languages. The original word Efparaguera is a mock allufion to 
Efpartafilardo-, and the gingle between the words is a ridicule up- 
pn the foolifli quibbles fo frequent in heraldry j and probably this 
whole catalogue is a fatire upon feveral great names an4 founding 
titles in Spain, whofe owners were surrant beggars i^ 
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ftrength of his imagination and unaccountable mad- 
nefs: and fo, without hefitation, he went on thus. 
That body fronting us is formed and compofed of peo- 
ple of different nations : < here ftand thofe, who drink 
the fweet waten of the famous Xanthus ; the moun- 
taineers« who tread the MaJJiUan fields ; thofe, who 
fift the pure and fine gold-duft oi Arabia F<tlix y thofe» 
who dwell along the famous and refrefhing banks of 
the clear Thermodom thofe, who drain» by fundry and 
divers ways, the golden veins of FaBolus \ the Numi- 
diatUf unfaithful in their promifes ; the Perjians, fa- 
mous for bows and arrows ; the Parthians and, Medes^ 
who fight flying; the Arahiaus^ perpetually fhifting 
their habitations ; the Scythians^ as qruel as fair ; the 
broad -lipped Ethiopians ; and an infinity of other na- 
tions, whofe countenances I fee and know, though I 
cannot recoiled their names. In that other fquadron 
come thofe, who drink the chryflal Hreams of .x^ve- 
bearing Bttis ; thofe, who brighten and polifli their 
&ces with the liquor of the ever-rich and golden T^- 
^s ; thofe, who enjoy the profiuble waters of the di- 
vine Genii I thofe, who tread the Tartejian fields^ 
abounding in paHure ; thofe, who recreate themfelve^ 
lA the Eljjian meads of Xkreza ; the rich Manchegansp 
crowned with yellow ears of corn ; thofe, clad in irOn» 
the antique remains of the Gothic race ; thofe, who 
bathe themfelves ip Pifuerga^ famous for the gentlenefs 
of its current ; thofe, who feed their flocks on the 
fpacious jpaftures of the windmg Guadiana^ celebrated 
for its hidden fource ; thofe, wiio fliiver on the cold 
brow of flxady Pyreneus^ and the fnowy tops of lofty 
Apenninusi in a word, all iYax Europe contains and 
includes. 

Good god ! how many provinces did he name ! how 
many nations did he enumerate ! giving to each, with 
wonderful readinefs, its peculiar attributes,. wholl)e 
abforbed and wrapped up in what he had read in his^ 
lying books. Sancho Panqa flood confounded at his 
difcourfe, without fpeaking a word ;. and now and 

thent

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then he turned hn head aboat, to fee whether he coufd 
difcover the knights and giants his mailer named : 
Bi^t ^eing none, he raid4 Sir» the devil a man, or 
giant, or knight, of all you have named, appears any- 
where i at lead I do not fee them : perhaps all may 
be enchantment, like laA night's goblins. How fay 
you, Satifho? anfwered Don fixate. Do you not 
hear the neighing of the deeds, the found of the trum- 
pets, and rattling of the drums ? I hear nothing, an- 
fwered Sifncho^ beiides the bleating of fheep and lambs : 
and fo it was 1 for now the two flocks were come ve- 
ry near them. The fear you are in, Sancho, faid Dom 
^uixotef. makes you, that you can neither fee nor hear 
aright ; for one effed of fear is to difturb the fenfes, 
and make things not to appear what they are : and if 
you are fo much afraid, get you afide, and leave me 
alone; for I am able, with my iingle arm, to give 
the vl^ory to that fide I fhall favour with my aflHbnce. 
And faying this, he clapped fpurs to Rozinante, fet- 
ting his launce in its refl, and darted down the hillock 
like lightning, Sancba cried out to him'; Hold, Sig- 
i\or Pion ^ttfxotfit come back ; as god fhall fave ine^. 
they are laipbs ai|id fheep you are going to encounter : 
pray come back ; woe to the father that begot me f 
what madnefs is this ? Look ; there is neither giant, 
nor knight, nor cats, nor arms, nor fhields quartered 
nor entire, nor true azures nor be- devilled : finner 
that I am ! what is it you do ? For all this, Don 
Sluixot9 turned not again, but flill went on, crying 
adoud ; Ho ! knights, you that follow and fight under 
the banner of the valiant emperor Pentapolin of the 
naked arm, follow me all. and you fhall fee with how 
liiuch eafe I revenge him on his enemy Alifanfaron of 
Tn^rgbana. And faying thus, he rufhed into the midfl: 
of the fquadron of the fheep, and began to attack them 
with his launce, as courageouflv and intrepidly, as if 
Ui good earneft he was engagmg his mortal enemies. 
The fhepherds and herdfmen, who came with the 
flocks, called out to him tp deflfl ; but feeing it was 
to no purpofe, they unbuckled their flings, and began 
to let drive about his ears with ftones as big as one*s

fin. Don ^ixote did not mind the ftones, but, nm« 
ning about on all fides, cried oat ; Where are yoa, 
proud Alifanfaron f prefent yourfelf before me ; for I 
am a fingle knight, defirons to try your force hand to 
hand, and to puniih you with the lofs of life, for the 
wrong you do to the valiant PentapoHn Garamanta. 
At that inflant came a large pebble-ftone, and ftrack 
him fuch a blow on the fide, that it buried a couple 
of his ribs in his body. Finding himfelf thus in« 
treated, he believed for certain he was (lain, or forely 
wounded ; and remembering his liquor, he palled out 
his cruze, and fet it to his mouth, and began to let 
fome go down : but, before he could fwallow what he 
thought fufficient, comes another of thofe almonds, 
and hit him (o full on the hand and on the cruze, that 
it dalhed it to -pieces, carrying off three or four of his 
teeth by the way, and grievoufly bruifing two of hit 
fingers. Such was the firft blow and fuch the fecond, 
that the poor knight tumbled from his horfe to the 
ground. The fliepherds ran to him, and verily be- 
beved they had killed him ; whereupon in all hafle 
they got their flock together, took up their dead, 
which were above feven, and Marched off without far- 
ther enquiry. 

All this while Sanchv flood upon the hillock, be- 
holding his mafler*s extravagancies, tearing his beard, 
and curfing the unfortunate hour and moment that 
ever he knew him. But feeing him fallen to the 
ground, and the fhepherds already gone off, he de- 
luded from the hillock, and running to him found 
him in a very ill plight, though he had not quite lofl 
the ufe of his fenfes. Did I not defire you, faid he, 
Signor Don ^txote, to come back ? Did I not tell 
you, that thofe you went to attadc were a flock of 
iheep, and not an army of men ^ How eafily, replied 
Don ^ixote^ can that thief of an enchanter, my ene- 
my, make things appear or difappear ! You mufi know, 
Sancbo^ that it is a very cafy matter for fucl^ ta make 
us feem what thev pleafe ; and this malignant, wha 
perfecutes me, envious of the glory he faw I was like 
to acquire in this battle, has transformed the hofUle 

fqua- 
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Iquadrons into flocks of fheep. However, do one 
thing, Sancbot for my fake, to undeceive yourfelf, 
and fee the truth of what I tell you : get upon your 
afs, and follow them fair and foftly, and you will 
find, that, when they are got a little farther off, they 
will return to their firft form, and, ceafing to be 

' muttons, will become men, proper and tall, as I de* 
fcribed them at firft. But do not go now ; for I want 
your help and af&ftance : come hither to me, and fee 
how many grinders I wakit ; for it feems to me that I 
have not one left in my head. Sancho came fo clofe 
to him, that he almoft thruit his eyes into his mouth ; 
and it being precifely at the time the balfam began to 
work in Don ^ixote*i ftomach, at the inftant Sancho 
was looking into his mouth, he difcharged the con- 
tents, with as much violence as if it had been ihot 
out of a demi-culverin, diredUy in the &ce and bear4 
of the compaflionate fquire. BlelTed virgin ! quoth 
Sancho^ what is this has befallen me ? without doubt 
this poor finner is mortally wounded, fince he vomit$ 
blood at the mouth. But receding a little, he found 
by the colour, favour, and fmell, that it was not blood, 
but the balfam of the cruze he faw him drink ; and fo 
great was the loathing he felt thereat, that his fto- 
mach turned, and he vomited up his very guti upon 
his mafter ; fo that they both remained exactly in the 
fame pickle. Sancho ran to his afs, to take fomething 
out of his wallets, to cleanfe himfeif, and cure his ma« 
fter ; but not finding them he was very near running 
diftradted. He curfcd himfeif afrefli, and purpofcd in 
his mind to leave his mafter, and return home, though 
he ihould lofe his wages for the time paft, and his 
ho^es of the government of the promifed ifland. 

Hereupon Don ^ixote got up, and laying his left 
hand on his mouth, to prevent the remainder of his 
teeth from falling out, with the other he laid hold on 
Roxinante*^ bridle, who never had ftirred from his ma« 
fter's fide (fo trufty was he and good- conditioned) and 

. went where his fquire ftood leaning his breaft on his 
afs, and Jiis cheek on his hand, in the pofture of a 

nuui 
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man overwhelmed with thought. Don ^ixote feeing 
him in that guife» with the appearance of fo much 
ikdnefs, £iui : Know, Sancho^ that one man is no more 
. than another, trnlefs he does more than another. All 
. thefe florms that fall updB us are iigns that the wea- 
ther will clear up» and things will go imdothly : for 
It is imjpoflible that either evil or good fhould be dur- 
able ; and hence it follows, that, the evil having laft- 
ed long, the good cannot be far off. So that you 
ought not to afilid yourfelf for the mifchances that 
befal me« fince you have no Ihare in them. How, no 
fhare in them ! anfwered SancBo : peradventure he they 
tolTed in a blanket yederday was not my father's fon ; 
and the wallets I mifs to day, with all my moveables, 
are fome body's elfe ? What I are the wallets miffing, 
Sancho, quoth Don ^ixote f Yes they are, anfwer^ 
Sancho. Then we have nothing to eat to-day, re- 
plied Don ^ixote. It would be fo, anfwered Sancbo, 
if thefe fields did not produce thofe herbs, you fay you 
k^ow, with which fuch unlucky knights errant as your 
worfhip are wont to fupply the like neceffities. For 
all that, anfwered Don ^ixote^ at this time I had ra- 
ther have a flice of bread, and a couple of heads of 
fait pilchards, than all the herbs defcribed by Diofcorides^ 
though commented upon by Dr. Laguna himfelf. But, 
good Sancbot get upon your afs, and follow me ; for 
god, who ifi the provider of all things, will not fail 
us, and the rather feeing we are fo employed in his 
fervice as we are, iince he does not fail the gnats of 
the air, the wormlings of the earth, nor the fi-oglings 
of the water ; and fo merciful is he, that he makes his 
fun to fliine upon the good and the bad, and c^ufes 
rain to fall upon the jufl and unjuft. Your worihip, 
faid Sancbo, would make a better preacher than a 
knight- errant. Sancbo, faid D^^i ^i>o/^, the knights- 
errant ever did and mufl know fomething of every 
thing ; and there have been knights-errant in times 
pad, who would make fermons or harangues on the 
king's high- way, with as good a grace as if they had 
taken their degrees in the univernty of Pah/ : whence 

we 
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we may infer, that the laance never blanted the pen, 
nor .the pen the liuncc. Well f let it be as your 
worfliip fays, anfwered Sanchoi but let us be gone 
hence, and endeavour to get a lodging to-night ; antl 
pray god it be where there are neither blankets, nor 
blanket-heavers, nor hobgoblins, nor enchanted Moors: 
for if there be, the devil take both the flock and the 
#old. Child, faid Don ^ixote^ db you befeech god, 
and lead me whither you will : for this time I leave it 
to your choice where to lodge us : but reach hither 
your hand, and feel with your finger how many 
grinders I want on the right fide of my upper jaw ; 
for there I feel the pain. Sancbo put in his fingers, 
and feeling about faid ; how many did your worfhip 
nfe to have On this fide ? Four, anfwered Don ^ixote^ 
befide the eye-tooth, all whole and very found. Take 
care what you fay, Si^, anfwered Sancbo. I fay four, 
if not five, replied Don ^ixote 5 for in my whole ' 
life I never drew tooth nor grinder, nor have I loft 
one by rheum or decay. Well then, faid Suncbo, on 
this lower fide your worfhip has but two grinders and 
a half ; and in the upper neither half nor whole : all is 
as fmooth and even as the palm of my hand. Unfor- 
tunate that I am 1 faid Don fixate, hearing the fad 
news his fquire told him : I had rather they had tore 
off an arm, provided it were not the fword-arm; for, 
Sancbo^ you muft know, that the mouth without grin- 
ders is like a mill without a ftone ; and, in good footh, 
a diamond is not fo precious as a tooth. But all this 
we are fubjedl to who profefs the flridl order of chi- 
valry. Mount, friend Sanebo^ and lead on, for I will 
follow you what pace you will. Sancbo did fo, and 
went toward the place where he thought to find a 
lodging, without going out of the high road, which 
was thereabouts very much frequented. As they thus 
went on fair and foftly {for the pain of Don ^ixote'% 
jaws gave him no eafe, nor inclination to make hafte) 
Sancbo had a mind to amufe and divert him by talk- 
ing to hhn, and faid, among other things, what yOU 
will find written in the following chapter.

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0/ tbi fagi difcdurfi that paffed between Sancho attd 
his mafier^ and the fncceedmg adventure of the dead 
hoify i with other famoui occurrences. 

IT is my opinion, dear mailer, that all the difven- 
turesy which have befallen us of late, are doubt- 
lefs in punifhment of the fin committed by your wor« 
ihip againft your own order of knighthood, in not 
performing the oath you took, not to eat bread on a 
table-cloth, nor folace yourfelf with the queen, with 
all the reft that you fwore to accomplifli, until your 
taking away that helmet of Malandrino, or how do 
you ^1 the MoorT for I do not well remember. Saw 
chot you are in the right, iaid Don i^ixote : but to 
tell you the truth, it was quite flipped out of my me- 
mory ', and you may depend upon it, the affair of the 
blanket hapj^ehdd to you for your fault in not putting 
me'ih mind of it in time : but I will make amends ; 
for in the order of chivalry there are ways of com- 
pounding for every thing. Why, did I' fwdsur any 
thing ? anfwered Sancho. It matters not that you 
liave not fwom, faid Don S^uixotg : it i> enough that 
I know you are not ir^^ from the guilt of an accef- 
fary ; and, at all adventures, it will not be amifs to 
provide ourfclves a rcniedy. If it be fo, faid Sancho, 
fee. Sir, you do hot forget this too, as' you did the 
oath : perhaps the goblins may tal^e a fancy to ' divert 
themfelves with me, and perhaps with your worHup, 
if they find you perfifl. 

While they were thus difcourfing, night overtook 
them in the middle of the high-way, without their 
lighting on of" difcovering anyplace of reception; and 
the worft ofit Was, they were perifhing with hunger: 
for with thelofs of their wallets they had lofl their 
whole larder of provifions. And, as an additional 
misfortune, there bcfel them an adventure, which, 
without any forced conHrudion, had really the face

or no ? For all that, replied Don ^ixoti» 1 beieecji. 
yon, Sancbof be of good courage ; for experience wilb 
(hew you how much of it I am mftfter of. J will, 
arn*t pleafe god,. anfwered Sancbo; and leaving thei 
high- way a little on one fide, they looked ag4in it- ; 
tentively to difcovep what thofe walkingi lights knight : 
be : and fppn after they perceived a gi^eat nuu)y per- > 
font in white ' ; which dreadful apparition entirely

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(iink Samcho Pitatfa^s Cdurage, whofe teeth began t# 
chatter, as if he were in a qaartan ague ; and hit 
trembling and chattering iocreaied, when he faw di-- 
Itindly what it was : for now they difcovered about 
twenty peribns in white fhirtt, all on hoHeback, with 
lighted torches in their hands : behind whom came a 
litter covered with black, which was followed by fix 
perfons in deep mourning ; and the mules they rode 
OB were covered likewife with black down to their 
keels; and it was eafily ieen they were not borfes by 
the flownefs of their pace. Thofe in fliirts came mat* 
tcring to them£^es in a low and plaintive tone. 

This ftrange vifion at fudi an hoar, and in a place 
fe uninhabited, might very well foffice to ftrike terror 
Into Sancboh heart, and even into that of his mafter ;

they attacked an enemy by nighty to wear fhirts over their armour 
cr floathi, to diftinguiih dielr o^ F^ty i wh«nce£ich nifiht^ at- 
tacJu wfr^ called tncamifadifii,j^ .... 
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going in hafte, anfivered one of thofe in white : the 
inn is a great way off, and we cannot ftay to give fo 
long an account as yon require ; and fo fpurring hia 
mule he paiTed forward. Don ^ixotCf highly refenc- 
ing this anfwer, laid hold of his btidle, and faid : 
Standi and be more civil, and give me an account of 
what I have aiked you ; otherwise I challenge you i\\ 
to battle. The mule was fkittifh^ and flarted at hia 
laying his hand on the bridle s (o that, riiing upright, 
on her hind-legs, ihe fell backward to the ground with 
her rider under her. A lacquey that came on foot« 
(eeing; him in white fall, began to revile Da» ^ixotet 
whote choler being already ftirred, he couched hia 
fpear, and without ftaying longer ai&ulted one of the 
mourners, and laid him on the ground grievoufl/ 
wounded ; and turning him about to the reft, it wat 
worth feeing with what agility he attacked and defeat* 
cd them, imomuch that you would have thought Rb' 
funante had wings grown on him in that in&n^ to 
nimbly and proudly did he beftir himielf. AU thde 
in white were timorous and unarmed peonle, and of 
coorfe prefently quitted the ikirmiih, and ran away 
over the field, with the lighted torches in their hands». 
looking likfc fo many mafqueraders on a carnival, or « 
feftival night. The mourners likewife were fo wrap* 
ped up and muffled in their long robes, that they could 
not fUr: fo that Don ^ixatip with entire fafety to 
himfelf, 4emoliihed them all, and obliged them to 
quit the field forely againfl their wills: for they 
thought him no man, but the devil from hell broke 
loofe upon them, to carry away the dead body they 
bore in the litter '.

Sir, that, though I told you be- 
fore I was a licenciate, I am indeed only a batdielor 
of arts, and my name is Alonxo Lopex. I am a native 
of Alcovendas : I come from the city of Baefa with 
eleven more ecdeiiafUcs, the fame who fled with the 
torches : we are accompanying a corpfe in that litter 
to the city of Sego*via : it is that of a gentleman who 
died in Baefa, where he was depbfited ; and now, as 
I fay, we are carrying his bones to his burying- place^ 
which is in Sego*vta where he was bom. And who 
killed him ? demanded Don ^ixofe, God, replied 
the batchelor, by means of a peftilential fever he fent 
him. Then, faid Don ^ixote, our lord has faved me 
the labour of revenging his death, in cafe any body 
clfe had (lain him : but fince he fell by the hand of 
heaven, there*s no more to be done but to be filenC 
and fhrug up our ihoulders ; for jufl the fame muft I 
have done, had it been pleafed to have flain me.

Then 
called he out to Sancb§ Ptm{a to come to him : but h» 
did not care to ftir, being-employed in raniacking « 
fumpter-mule, which thofe good men had brought with 
them, well ftored with eatables^, ^mncbo made a bag 
of his doke, and cramming intO' it as much as it would 
hold, he loaded his beaft; and then running to his 
mailer's call, he helped to difei^^ge the batchebc 
from under ^e oppreffion of his mule, and fetting hifl». 
thereon gave him the torch j and J>qh ^xqubid Ima 
follow the track of his comrades^ and beg their par^ 
don in his name for the injury, which he could not 
avoid doing them. £«fir^ (aid likewife ; ifperchanco

The batchelor being gone, Don ^ixote aiked Saw 
thot' what induced him to call him the Anight of thi 
forrrwful figure at that time more than at any other ? 
I will tell youy anfwered Sancho ; it is becaufe I have 
been taking notice of you by the light of the torcby 
which that unfortunate man carried; and in truth 
your worfhip makes at prefent very near the moft 
woful figure I have ever feen ; which muft be oc« 
cafioned either by the fatigue of this combat/ or by the 
want of your teeth. It is owing to neither, replied Don 
Quixote I but the iage, who has the charge of writing 
the hiftory of my atchievements, has thought fit I ihould 
afiume a fumame^ as aU the knights of old were wont to 
(do : one called hxmitVEthe knight of the burning fiwordi 
another he of the unicorn i this of the damfelsi that rf 
the Phcenixi another the knight of the Griffin -, and 
another he of death ; and were known by thefe names 
and enfigns over the whole globe of the earth. Ai^d 
thorefore I fay, that the aforeiaid fage has now put it 
utto'your headi, and into your mouth, to call me /i&^ 
knight of the forrowful figure^ as I pnrpoie to call inyfelf 
from this day forward : and that this name may fit mc 
the better, I determine, when there is an opportnliity, to 
have a moft forrowful figure painted on my flu^. Yoi» 
need not fpend time and money ii getting this figure 
made, faid Sancho \ your worikip need only fliew your 
own, and fbod fair to be looked at ;^ and without other 
image oribield they wiM immediately caU you him of 
the forrowful figure ; and be afiured I tell yoil the truth r 
for I promileyou. Sir (and let this be' laid' in jeil) that 
hunger, and die lois of your grinders; makes you loob 
fi) raefuHy, that, as I have faid, the forrowful pieto oF 
painting may very well befpared. 
V Don Quixote fmiled at Sdncho^s conceit,, yet rdblved

Sancho f that I am liable to exconHnunication for haying, 
laid violent bands on^holy things, j«wr/4i illud^.

not think I had to do with pri^fls, or things belonging 
to the churchy which I refpefl and revere like a good 
catholic and faithful chriftian as I am» but with ghofti 
and goblins of the other world. And though it were 
fo, I perfcdly remember what befel the Cyd Ruy Diaz, 
when he broke the chair of that king's emba^dor in 
the prefence of his holinefs the pope> for which he was 
excommunicated; and yet honeft Roderigo de Vi'var 
paiTed that day for an honourable and courageous 
knight. 

The batchelor being gone oiF, as has been faid, with« 
out replying a Word, Don S^uixote had a mind to fee 
whether the corpfe in the hearfe were only bones or 
not ; but Sancho would not confent, faying ; Sir, ypur 
worihip has finiihed this perilous adventure at the leaft 
expence of any I have feen; and though thefe folks 
are conquered and defeated, they may chance to re- 
fled that they were beaten by one man, and, being 
confounded and aihamed thereat, may recover them. 
felves, and return in queft of us, and then we nkay have 
enough to do.
